No.  1. 
AN  ACT 


To  proyide  for  the  paymeDt  of  the  salaries  of  the  president  fudges  of  the 
forty-sixth  and  forty-seventh  Judicial  districts. 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved  ProamUie, 
the  seventh  day  of  August,  AnhO  ^'Domini  *  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty -three,  entitled  "An  act  to  desig- 
nate the  several  judicial  districts  of  the  Commonwealth,  as 
required  by  the  Constitution,"  the  county  of  Clearfield  was 
made  to  compose  the  forty-sixth  judicial  district  and  the 
county  of  Cambria  was  made  to  compose  the  forty-seventh 
judicial  district, 

And  whereas,  The  said  judicial  districts  were  created 
after  the  passage  and  approval  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
executive,  judicial  and  legislative  departments,"  et  cetera, 
and  no  act  was  passed  whereby  any  provision  was  made  for 
the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  president  judges  in  said 
two  districts;  Now  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (&€,,  That  there  be  and  is  here-  Approprutioiis 
by  specifically  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries,  Sf^SarieJSStt^* 
at  the  rate  of  four  thousand  dollars  each  per  annum,  for  the  JS^JYTm** ^ 
said  common  pleas  judges  in  the  forty -sixth   and   forty- 
seventh  districts  aforesaid,  to  begin  with  the  first  day  of 
January,  Anno  Domini   one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-four,    and   ending   with   first   day   of    June,    Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  to 
be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
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propriated,  tlie  stun  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary.

AN  ACT 

To  supply  the  deflciency  in  the  appropriation  made  by  the  act,  entitled 
**An  act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  cf  the  executive,  judicial 
and  legislative  departments  of  the  Commonwealth,  intereft  on  the 
public  debt,  and  for  the  support  of  the  common  schools,  for  the  years, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  and  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,"  approved  July  fifth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  for  the  payment  of  aalariea 
of  judges  ofthe  separate  orphans' courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  to 
appropriate  moneys  for  the  payment  of  the  ralary  of  the  judge  of  the 
orphans'  court  of  Berks  county,  for  the  same  period. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  drc,  That  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  specifically  ap- 
propriated to  supply  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for 
the  payme^jit.of  the  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  orphans' 
courf  pf.Phfladelphia  county,  and  that  the  sum  of  four 
thotlsiftill  -ctoflars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
Ipr^pciated  tb  supply  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for 
'th&  payineiit'(5f' the  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  orphans' 
court  of  Allegheny  county,  made  by  the  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  executive, 
judicial  and  legislative  departments  of  the  Commonwealth, 
interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  for  the  support  of  the  com- 
mon schools,  for  the  years.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  and  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty -four,''  approved  July  fifth,  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  act,  approved  June  thirteen,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend 
section  three  of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  May  nineteenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- fom*,  entitled  "An  act 
relating  to  the  organization  and  jurisdiction  of  orphans' 
coiuts,  and  to  establish  a  sepai*ate  orphans'  court  in  and  for 
counties  having  more  than  one  huncfred  and  fifty  thousand 
inhabitants,  and  to  provide  for  the  election  of  judges  of 
separate  orphans'  coui-ts.  " 

Section  2.  That  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  be 
and  the  same  hereby  is  specifically  appropriated,  for  the 
payment  of  the  salary  of  the  judge  of  the  orphans'  court  of 
Berks  county  during  the  same  period,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  thirteen,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty- three,  aforesaid.

AN  ACT 

Anthoiizlsff  the  transfer  to  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs,  of  the 
records  of  the  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners,  placed  lu  the  Auditor 
Generars  Department  In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  January  twenty-flye, 
one  thousand  elsrht  hundred  and  flfty-nlne,  eoUtled  **  An  act  to  abolish 
the  ofBcea  of  Canal  Commissioner  and  State  Engineer ." 

Whereas,  The  Auditor  General  in  his  report  on  the 
finances  for  the  year  ending  November  thirty,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  mentions  the  fact  that  the 
want  of  space  for  filing  official  papers  has  become  a  matter 
of  serious  inconvenience  to  his  department,  and  that  the 
same  can  be  remedied,  by  transferring  to  the  Department 
of  Internal  Affairs  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Canal  Com- 
missioners, and  that  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  is 
willing  that  such  transfer  may  be  made;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  tihe  records  of  the  Board  of 
Canal  Commissioners,  placed  in  the  Auditor  General's 
Department  in  pursuance  of  the  act,  entitled  ^'An  act  to 
abolish  the  offices  of  Canal  Commissioners  and  State  Engi- 
neer ",  approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  shall  be  removed  to,  and 
deposited  in  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs. 

Section  2.  That  the  Commissioners  for  Public  Grounds 
and  Buildings  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
Affairs,  to  cause  to  be  constructed  in  the  Department  of 
Internal  Affairs  such  cases  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  preservation  of  said  records  and  for  convenient  refer- 
ence tliereto,  and  the  cost  of  such  cases,  together  with  that 
of  the  removal  of  the  records,  shall  be  paid  on  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor  General  from  any  money  in  the  State  Trea- 
sury not  otherwise  appropriated.

To  permit  the  Judges  of  the  several  courts  ol  commoQ  pleas,  in  all  coun- 
ties In  which  there  are  two  or  more  of  such  courts,  at  the  request  of 
any  of  the  other  courts  of  common  pleas  in  the  same  county,  to  per- 
form Judicifil  duties  in  such  other  courts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  in  all  counties  in  ?J"^?*HjJ2?"  **' 
which  there  are  two  or  more  courts  of  common  pleas,  the  tend^j^ertain 
judges  of  any  of  said  courts  shall,  at  the  request  of  any         "  ' 
of  Uie  other  courts  of  common  pleas  of  the  same  county, 
have  full  authority  to  perform  any  judicial  duty  in  such 
other  courts,  with  the  same  efiFect  as  if  they  were  members

AN  ACT 

ProYldlof?  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  reylBe  the  minlnf?  and 
yentllation  laws  in  the  bltuminoas  coal  reRione  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  for  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  expenses  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.  That  the  Governor  be 
authorized  to  appoint  six  competent  and  experienced  min- 
ers, and  six  competent  and  experienced  coal  operators,  one 
miner  and  one  operator  from  each  bituminous  inspection 
district,  five  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
three  members  of  the  Senate,  who  shall,  with  the  six  mine 
inspectors  of  the  bituminous  region,  act  as  commissioners 
to  revise  the  mine  laws  and  ventilation  acts,  relating  to  the 
bituminous  coal  regions  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  report  to 
the  legislattu*e  at  its  present  session,  if  possible  (and  if  not 
at  the  next  session  thereof).  The  commission  shall  be 
called  together  for  organization  by  the  inspector  of  the  first 
bituminous  district,  within  twenty  days  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  at  such  place  as  he  may  designate,  and  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  said  commission  present  at  any 
meeting,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  make  such  changes  in 
said  laws  as  will  tend  to  the  greater  security  of  persons 
employed  in  working  in  and  about  such  mines,  and  secure  a 
more  prompt  and  strict  compliance  with  such  laws.  And 
the  said  six  miners  and  six  coal  operators  to  be  allowed  five 
dollars  per  day  and  expenses,  for  each  day  actually  employed 
in  the  work  of  said  commission,  not  to  exceed  thirty  days. 
And  the  inspectors  shall  have  their  expenses  paid  for  each 
day  actually  employed  in  the  work  of  the  commission.  And 
the  smn  of  four  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  to  pay  the  same,  be  and  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  treasur}"-  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  be  paid  by  warrant  drawn  by  the  Auditor 
General,  on  an  itemized  statement  furnished  to  him  by  the 
chairman  of  said  committee.  And  the  commission  shall 
have  power  to  employ  a  competent  stenographer  whose  ser- 
vices shall  be  paid  out  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated, 
and  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act.

No.  6. 
AN  ACT. 

ReUtiDjc  to  the  study  of  phyrloloffj  and  hyiffene  In  the  public  echools  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  educational  Instltatlona  receiving  aid  ftom 
the  Commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  cfcc,  That  physiology  and  hy- 
giene, which  shall,  in  each  division  of  the  subject  so  por- 
sned^  include  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system, 
shall  be  included  in  the  branches  of  study  now  required  by 
law  to  be  taught  in  the  common  schools,  and  shall  be  intro- 
duced and  studied  as  a  regular  branch  by  all  pupils  in  all 
departments  of  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  in  all  educational  institutions  supported  wholly  or  in 
part  by  money  from  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  county,  city,  borough 
superintendents,  and  boards  of  all  educational  institutions, 
receiving  aid  from  the  Commonwealth,  to  report  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  any  failure  or  neglect 
on  the  part  of  boards  of  school  directors,  boards  of  sdiool 
controllers,  boards  of  education,  and  boards  of  all  educa- 
tional institutions,  receiving  aid  from  the  Commonwealth, 
to  make  proper  provision  in  any  and  all  of  the  schools  or 
districts  under  their  jimsdiction,  for  instruction  in  physiol- 
ogy and  hygiene,  which,  in  each  division  of  the  subject  so 
pursued,  gives  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  stimulants,  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system, 
as  required  by  this  act;  and  such  failures  on  the  part  of 
directors,  controllers,  boards  of  education,  and  boards  of 
educational  institutions,  receiving  money  from  the  Common- 
wealth, thus  reported,  or  otherwise  satisfactorily  proven, 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for  withholding  the  war- 
rant for  State  appropriation  of  school  money  to  which  such 
district  or  educational  institution  would  otherwise  be  en- 
titled. 

Section  3.  No  certificate  shall  be  granted  any  person  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  in  any 
of  the  educational  institutions  receiving  money  from  the 
Commonwealth,  after  the  first  Monday  of  June,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  who 
has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  physiology 
and  hygiene,  with  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  stimulants,  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system. 

Section  4  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  aathorlze  the  Board  of  Commlationen  of  Fablic  BalldlD^fB  and 
Oronnda  to  make  contracto  for  the  lighting  of  the  aald  bolldinica  and 
grounda. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  d&c,  That  in  addition  to  the 
duties  now  imposed  upon  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  contracts  for  the  lighting  of  the  public  buildings  and 
grounds  by  means  of  gas,  electricity,  or  any  other  suitable 
method:  Provided^  That  no  contract  shall  be  made  for  a 
longer  time  than  five  years.  And  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws 
inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  amend  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  regulating  the 
hunting  and  killing  of  web- footed  wild  fowls  ",  approved  May  seven- 
teenth, Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eiqfhty- three. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d&c,  That  section  one,  of  the  act, 
entitled  ^^  An  act  regulating  the  hunting  and  killing  of 
web-footed  wild  fowl ",  approved  May  seventeenth.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- three,  which 
reads  as  follows,  namely: 

^'  Section  1.  Be  it  encu^tedj  dtc.  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt,  shoot,  kill 
or  destroy  any  web-footed  wild  fowl  except  on  Mondays, 
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Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  and  then  only  from  the  first  day 
of  September  to  the  first  day  of  January,  in  each  year",  ho 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  U  enacted^  cfec,  That  from  and  after  the  SXTiudtoSi 
passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hunt,  shoot,  kill,  or  maybe  shot 
destroy  any  web-footed  wild  fowl,  only  from  the  first  day 
of  September,  to  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year.

To  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  provide  for  the  destruction,  and  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  Canada  thistles/'  approred  the  twenty-second 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  el^ht  hundred  and  sixty* 
two. 

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  the  act,  entitled  ^^t  amended. 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  destruction,  and  to  prevent  the 
spread,  of  Canada  thistles,"  approved  the  twenty-second 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  which  now  reads  in  the  first  section  as  fol- 
lows:

ing, and  any  person  or  persons,  or  corporation  as  aforesaid, 
who  shall  or  may  have  land  as  aforesaid,  in  the  said  coun- 
ties, and  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fifteen 
dollars,  one-half  to  the  county  treasurer  and  the  other  half 
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All  pereons  and 
oorporatioiis  hold- 
ing lands,  by  lease 
or  otherwise,  re- 
quired to  destroy 
Canada  thistles 
growing  thereon.

That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  person  or  persons,  and  of  every  corpora- 
tion holding  land  or  lands  in  any  county  or  counties  of 
this  Commonwealth,  either  by  lease  or  otherwise,  on  which 
any  Canada  thistles  or  weeds  commonly  known  as  Canada 
thistles  may  be  growing,  to  cut  the  same  so  as  to  prevent 
such  thistles  or  weeds  from  going  to  seed,  and  the  seed  of 
the  same  from  ripening,  and  every  person  or  persons,  or 
corporation  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  or  may  have  land  as 
aforesaid,  and  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  vdth 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fif- 
teen dollars  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school  district  in  which 
such  land  may  be  situated,  to  be  recovered  the  same  as 
debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  2.  Section  two  which  now  reads  as  follows:  "That 
if  any  person,  or  persons,  or  corporation,  so  holding  land 
as  aforesaid,  on  which  Canada  thistles  or  the  weeds  com- 
monly known  as  such  shall  be  growing,  and  likely  to  ripen 
seed  thereon,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  cut  and  destroy  the 
same  so  as  to  prevent  the  seed  thereof  from  ripening,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  who 
may  consider  themselves  aggrieved  or  about  to  be  injured 
by  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to  give  five  days'  notice  in 
writing  to  such  pei*son  or  persons  or  corporation  to  cut  and 
destroy  such  weeds  or  thistles,  and  on  their  neglect  or 
refusal  to  cut  and  destroy  the  same  at  the  end  of  five  days, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  so 
aggrieved,  or  believing  themselves  about  to  be  injured 
thereby,  to  enter  upon  or  hire  other  persons  to  enter  upon 
such  premises  and  cut  down  and  destroy  such  Canada 
thistles,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  employed  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover  from  such  person  or  persons  or  coriwra- 
tion  owning  or  holding  such  land,  compensation  at  the  rate 
of  two  dollars  per  day,  to  be  sued  Tor  and  recovered  as 
debts  of  like  amount  before  any  justice  or  court  in  said 
coimties,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

That  if  any  person,  or  persons,  or  corporation,  so  holding 
lands  as  aforesaid,  on  which  any  Canada  thistles  or  the 
weeds  commonly  known  as  such  shall  be  growing,  and 
likely  to  ripen  seed  thereon,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  cut 
and  destroy  the  same  so  as  to  prevent  the  seed  thereof  from 
ripening,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons, who  may  consider  themselves  aggrieved  or  about  to 
be  injured  by  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to  inform  by  written 
notice  any  constable  or  supervisor  of  the  township  or  district, 
in  which  the  said  Canada  thistles  or  weeds  may  be  growing, 
whose   duty  it  shall  then  be  to  give  five  days'  notice   in 
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writing  to  snch  person  or  persons  or  corporation  to  cut  and 
destroy  such  thistles  or  weeds,  and  on  their  neglect  or  re- 
fusal to  cut  and  destroy  the  same  at  the  end  of  five  days, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  giving  such  notice  to 
enter  upon  such  premises,  with  such  other  pei*son  or  per- 
sons as  he  may  employ,  and  cut  down  and  destroy  such 
Canada  thistles,  and  the  said  officer  or  other  persons  so  em- 
ployed, shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  such  person  or 
persons  or  corporation  owning  or  holding  land  as  aforesaid, 
compensation  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
day,  and  the  officer  serving  such  notice  shall  likewise  be 
entitled  to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  together  with  six  cents  mile- 
age for  each  mile,  circular,  necessarily  traveled,  to  be  re- 
covered as  debts  of  like  amount  before  any  justice  or  court 
in  said  counties. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  or  sup- 
ervisors of  the  public  roads  or  highways  in  every  township 
or  district  as  aforesaid,  to  cut  and  destroy  in  the  same  man- 
ner all  such  Canada  thistles  or  weeds  on  or  along  such 
roads,  and  in  case  of  unseated  or  mountain  lands,  whenever 
it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  either  the  supervisor  or 
constable  of  the  existence  of  any  such  Canada  thistles  or 
weeds  thereon,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  notify  the  owner,  or 
owners,  or  agents  of  said  lands  in  writing,  giving  ten  days' 
notice,  to  cut  and  destroy  the  same  as  aforesaid,  and  upon 
failure  to  comply  at  the  end  of  ten  days  such  officer,  or  any 
person  or  persons  employed  by  him,  shall  proceed  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided,  with  like  fees  and  compen- 
sation, and  if  any  such  constable  or  supervisor  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  perform  his  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  the  same  to  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  as  aforesaid,  by  the  party  or  parties 
aggrieved  or  about  to  be  injiu-ed  by  such  neglect  or  refusal.

For  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  to  prevent  adulteration  of 
■  dairy  products  and  fraud  in  the  sale  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cf-c,  That  no  person,  firm,  or 
corporate  body  shall  manufacture  out  of  any  oleaginous 
substance  or  any  compound  of  the  same,  other  than  that 
produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or  of  cream  from  the 
same,  any  article  designed  to  take  the  place  of  butter  or 
cheese  produced  from  pure  unadulterated  milk,  or  cream 
from  the  same,  or  of  any  imitation  or  adulterated  butter  or 
cheese,  nor  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  his,  her  or 
their  possession  with  intent  to  sell  the  same  as  an  article  of 
food. 
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Section  2.  Every  sale  of  such  article  or  substance,  which 
is  prohibited  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  made  after  this 
act  shall  take  effect,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  unlawful  and 
void,  and  no  action  shall  be  maintained  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  this  State  to  recover  upon  any  contract  for  the  sale  of 
any  such  article  or  substance. 

SKcrrioN  3.  Every  person,  company,  firm  or  corporate 
body  who  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale, 
or  have  in  his,  her  or  their  possession  with  intent,  to  seU, 
any  substance,  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  which  is  pro- 
hibited by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shaU,  for  every  such 
offense,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
which  shall  be  recoverable  with  costs  by  any  person  suing 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  as  debts  of  like  amount 
are  by  law  recoverable;  one-half  of  which  sum,  when  so

sembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved 
the  second  day  of  February,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  ( P.  L.  37 );  it  was  enacted,  that 
**It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  councils  (of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia),  after  the  requisite  surveys  and  soundings 
shall  have  been  made  to  fix  lines  beyond  which  no  warf  or 
pier  shall  be  constructed,"  which  lines  were  duly  fixed  by 
an  ordinance  of  said  councils,  approved  December  four,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six. 

And  ivhereaa,  By  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly  Preamble  No.  2. 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  April 
ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  (P.  L. 
962 ),  it  was  enacted,  that  the  '^Select  and  common  councils 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  are  hereby  authorized  to  revise

Sectiom  1.  Be  it  enacted^  cfec,  That  any  person  who  takes 
a  female  child  nnder  the  age  of  sixteen  years  for  the  pur- 
pose of  prostitation  or  sexual  intercourse,  or,  without  the 
consent  of  her  father,  mother,  guardian  or  other  person 
having  legal  custody  of  her  person,  for  the  purpose  of  mar- 
riage, or  who  enveigles  or  entices  any  such  minor  female 
child  into  a  house  of  ill-fame,  or  of  assignation,  or  elsewhere, 
for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  or  sexual  intercourse,  shall, 
in  every  such  case,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  at 
seperate  or  solitary  confinement  at  labor  for  not  more  than 
five  years,  or  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,

Be  it  enacted,  i&c.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  have 
printed  and  bound,  in  a  style  of  binding  uniform  with  the 
volumes  already  issued,  five  hundred  copies  of  each  volume, 
two,  three,  four,  five,  six  and  seven,  with  the  appendix,  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  second  series,  and,  also,  to  pub- 
lish two  additional  volumes,  numbers  thirteen  and  fourteen,

duction  in  such  quantities  as  to  render  it  a  prime  necessity 
for  use  as  a  fuel  and  otherwise  in  the  development  of  trade

To  make  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  law, 
for  the  election  and  regulation  of  its  directors  and  officers, 
the  management  of  its  property,  the  regulation  of  its 
affairs  and  the  subscription,  collection  and  transfer  of  its 
stock. 

Eighth.  To  enter  into  any  obligation  necessary  to  the 
transaction  of  its  ordinary  affairs. 

Section  2.  The  charter  of  such  intended  corporation 
must  be  subscribed  by  five  or  more  persons,  three  of  whom, 
at  least,  shall  be  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  who  shall 
certify  in  writing  to  the  Governor: 

First.  The  name  of  the  corporation. 

Second.  The  place  or  places  where  natural  gas  is  intended 
to  be  mined  for  and  produced  or  received,  the  place  or 
places  where  it  is  to  be  supplied  to  consumers,  the  general 
route  of  its  pipe  line  or  lines  and  branches,  the  location  of 
its  general  office. 

Third.  The  term  for  which  said  corporation  is  to  exist, 
which  may  be  limited  as  to  time,  or  be  perpetual. 

Fourth.  The  names  and  residences  of  the  subscribers, 
and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each. 

Fifth.  The  number  of  its  directors,  and  the  names  and 
residences  of  those  chosen  directors  for  the  first  year. 

Sixth.  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  and  the  number 
and  pai*  value  of  shares  into  which  divided. 

Notice  of  the  intention  to  apply  for  any  such  charter 
shall  be  inserted  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation, 
printed  in  each  of  the  counties  named  in  the  charter  of 
said  corporation,  for  three  weeks,  setting  forth  briefly  the 
character  and  object  of  the  corporation  to  be  formed,  and 
the  intention  to  make  application  therefor,  and  the  places 
where  its  business  in  its  various  branches  is  to  be  conducted. 
The  certificate  to  the  Governor  shall  state  that  ten  per  cen- 
tum of  the  capital  stock  named  therein  has  been  paid  in 
cash  to  the  treasurer  of  the  intended  corporation,  and  the 
name  and  residence  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  thereip  given; 
said  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  by  at  least  three  of 
the  subscribers  thereto,  before  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  the 
county  in  which  its  principal  office  is  situate,  and  the  sub- 
scribers shall  also  make  and  subsciibe  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion before  him,  to  be  endorsed  on  the  certificate,  that  the 
statements  contained  therein  are  true;  the  certificate  so 
endorsed,  accompanied  with  proof  of  publication  of  notice 
as  heretofore  provided,  shall  then  be  produced  to  the  Gov- 
ernor  of  the  Commonwealth,  who  shall  examine  the  same. 
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and,  if  he  finds  it  to  be  in  pro}>er  form  and  within  the  pur- 
pose named  herein,  shall  approve  thereof  and  endorse  liis 
approval  thereon  and  direct  letters  patent  to  issue  in  the 
usual  form  incorporating  the  subscribers  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
d(>ed  and  in  law,  by  the  name  chosen;  and  the  certificate 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  he  shiJl  forthwith  furnish  to  the  Auditor  General  an 
abstract  thereftrom  showing  the  name,  location,  amount  of 
capital  stock,  and  name  and  address  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
corporation.  The  original  certificate  with  all  of  its  endorse- 
ments shall  then  be  recorded  in  the  office  for  recording 
deeds  in  and  for  each  of  the  counties  named  therein,  and 
from  thenceforth,  the  subscribers  thereto  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors,  shall  be  a  corporation  for  the  purposes 
and  upon  tl^e  terms  named  in  said  certificate:  Provided^ 
That  neither  this  act  nor  any  other  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  confer,  authorize  or  give  color  to  any  claim  of  exclusive 
right  in  any  corporation,  howsoever  formed,  dealing  in  any 
way  or  for  any  purpose  in  natural  gas. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  all  corporations  named 
in  this  act  to  borrow  money  to  secure  any  indebtedness 
created  by  them,  by  issuing  bonds  with  or  without  coupons 
attached  thereto,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  a  mortgage  or 
mortgages,  for  the  use  of  the  bondholders,  upon  their  prop- 
erty real  and  personal  and  their  franchises  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  cor|)ora- 
tion  paid  in,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  or  indebtedness,  of  any  cor- 
poration created  under  this  act,  may  be  increased  or  its  cap- 
ital stock  may  be  reduced  from  time  to  time  by  consent  of 
the  person  or  bodies  corporate  holding  the  larger  amount  in 
value  of  the  stock  of  such  company,  but  such  increase  of 
capital  stock  or  indebtedness  shall  only  be  made  for  labor 
done,  or  money  or  property  actually  received.  But  every 
corjwration,  created  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may 
purchase  such  real  and  personal  estate,  mineral  rights,  pat- 
ent rights  and  other  property  as  is  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  its  organization  and  business,  and  issue  stock  there- 
for, and  the  stock  so  issued  shall  be  declaimed  and  taken  to 
be  full  paid  stock  and  not  liable  to  any  further  calls  or  as- 
sessments, and  in  the  charter  and  certificates  and  statements 
to  be  made  by  the  subscribers  and  officers  of  thle  corpora- 
tion, such  stock  shall  not  be  stated  or  certified  as  having 
been  issued  for  cash  paid  into  the  company,  but  it  shall  be 
stated  or  certified  in  this  respect  according  to  the  fact. 

Section  5.  When  and  as  often  as  any  such  corporation 
shall  be  desirous  of  enlarging  or  altering  its  territory  of 
production  or  of  supply,  for  consumption,  both  or  either  of 
them,  and  its  pipe  line  or  lines  and  branches,  it  shall,  there- 
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Ballots  to  be  en- 
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upon,  make,  under  its  common  seal  and  deposit  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  certificate  setting 
forth  the  particulars  of  such  enlargement  and  alteration, 
and  shall  record  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  of 
the  county  or  counties  to  which  the  enlargement  or  altera- 
tion applies,  a  copy  of  the  certificate,  and  thereupon  and 
thereafter  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  as  to  the  extension  of  its  business  and  lines  as  if 
the  same  had  been  originally  provided  for  and  embodied  in 
its  charter. 

Section  6.  That  any  corporation  formed  hereunder,  de- 
sirous of  increasing  its  capital  stock  or  indebtedness  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  shall,  by  a  resolution  of  its  board  of 
directors,  call  a  meeting  of  its  stockholders  therefor,  which 
meeting  shall  be  held  at  its  chief  office  or  place  of  business 
in  this  Commonwealth,  and  notice  of  the  time  place  and 
object  of  the  meeting  shall  be  published,  once  a  week  for 
sixty  days  prior  to  such  meeting,  in  at  least  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  city  or  borough  wherein  such  office 
or  place  of  business  is  situate. 

Section  7.  At  the  meeting  thus  called  an  election  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  corporation  shall  be  taken  for  or  against 
the  proposed  increase,  which  shall  be  conducted  by  three 
judges,  who  shall  be  stockholders  of  the  corporation  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  directors  to  hold  the  election,  and 
if  one  or  more  of  the  judges  be  absent  the  judge  or  judges 
present  shall  appoint  a  judge  or  judges  who  shall  act  in  the 
place  of  the  judge  or  judges  absent,  and  who  shall  respect- 
ively take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  an 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  well  and  truly 
and  according  to  law  to  conduct  the  election  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  and  the  judges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualifi- 
cation of  voters,  and  when  the  election  is  closed  count  the 
number  of  shares  voted  for  and  against  such  increase,  and 
declare  whether  the  persons  or  bodies  corporate,  holding  the 
larger  amount  of  tiie  stock  of  the  corporation,  have  con- 
sented to  the  increase  or  refused  to  consent  thereto,  and 
shall  make  out  duplicate  returns  of  the  election  stating  the 
number  of  shares  of  stock  that  voted  for  the  increase,  and 
the  number  that  voted  against  the  same,  and  subscribe  and 
deliver  the  same  to  one  of  the  chief  officers  of  the  company. 

Section  8.  Each  ballot  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  the 
number  of  shares  thereby  represented,  and  be  signed  by  the 
holder  thereof  or  by  the  person  holding  a  proxy  therefor, 
but  no  share  or  shares  transferred  within  sixty  days  shall 
entitle  to  vote  at  such  election  or  meeting,  nor  shall  any 
proxy  be  received  oi  entitle  the  holder  to  vote  unless  the 
same  shall  bear  date  and  have  been  executed  within  three 
months  next  preceding  the  election  or  meeting;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  corporation  to  furnish  the  judges  at  such 
meeting  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock, 
with  the  names  of  persons  or  bodies  corporate  holding  the 
same,  and  the  number  of  shares  by  each  respectively  held, 
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which  statement  shall  be  signed  by  one  of  the  chief  officers 
of  the  corporation  with  an  affidavit  thereto  annexed,  that 
the  same  is  true  and  correct  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  belief. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  corporation,  if 
consent  is  given  to  such  increase,  to  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  within  thirty  days  after  the 
election  or  meeting,  one  of  the  copies  of  the  return  of  such 
election,  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  and  notice  calling 
same  thereto  annexed;  and  upon  the  increase  of  the  capital 
!«tock  or  indebtedness  of  the  corporation,  made  pursuant 
thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of 
such  corporation,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  to  make  a 
return  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  under  oath, 
of  the  amount  of  the  increase  and  terms  of  the  same,  that  is 
to  say: — ^the  terms  on  which  the  additional  stock  is  issued; 
and  in  case  of  neglect  or  omission  so  to  do  the  corporation 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which 
penalty  shall  be  collected  on  an  account  settled  by  the 
Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer  as  accounts  for  taxes 
due  the  Commonwealth  are  settled  and  collected;  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  cause  such  returns  to 
be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  fur- 
nish a  certified  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Auditor  General, 
and  the  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  recover  the  same 
from  the  officer  neglecting  or  omitting  to  file  the  return 
hereinbefore  required. 

Section  10.  The  transportation  and  supply  of  natural 
gas  for  public  consumption  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  pub- 
lic use,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  corj^orations,  organized 
or  provided  for  under  this  act,  to  furnish  to  consumers 
along  their  lines  and  within  their  respective  districts  natural 
gas  for  heat  or  light  or  other  purposes  as  the  corporation 
may  determine.  Any  and  all  corporations  that  is  or  are  now 
or  shall  hereafter  be  engaged  in  such  business,  shall  have 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  for  the  laying  of  pipe  lines  for 
the  transportation  and  distribution  of  natural  gas,  the  right, 
however,  shall  not  be  exercised  as  to  any  burying  ground  or 
dwelling,  passenger  railroad  station-house,  or  any  shop  or 
manufactory  in  which  steam  or  fire  is  necessarily  used  for 
manufacturing  or  repairing  purposes,  but  shall  include  the 
right  to  appropriate  land  upon  or  under  which  to  lay  said 
lines  and  locate  pipes  upon  and  over,  under  and  across,  any 
lands,  rivers,  streams,  bridges,  roads,  streets,  lanes,  alleys 
or  other  public  highways,  or  other  pipe  lines,  or  to  cross 
railroads  or  canals:  Provided^  In  case  the  pipe  lines  cross 
any  railroad  operated  by  steam  or  canal  the  same  shall  be 
located  under  or  above  such  railroad  or  canal,  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  railroad  or  canal  company  may  reasonably 
direct:  And  provided  further,  That  any  company  laying  a 
pipe  line  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  liable  for  all 
dsonages  occasioned  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  such 
gas  company:  And  provided  further,  That  no  company 
3  Laws. 
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Bood  bed  or  bridge 
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How  damages  for 
lands  &c.,  taken  are 
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anthorized  by  this  act  shall  have  the  right  to  occupy  longi- 
tudinally the  right  of  way,  road  bed,  or  bridge  of  any  rail- 
road company:  And  provided,  If  any  pipe  line  laid  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  laid  upon  or  over  lands  cleared 
and  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  the  same  shall  be 
buried  at  least  twenty-four  inches  below  the  surface,  and  if 
any  line  of  pipe  shall  be  laid  over  or  through  any  waste  or 
woodland,  which  shall  be  changed  to  farming  land,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation  to  immediately  bury 
the  said  pipe  to  the  depth  of  at  least  twenty- four  inches  as 
aforesaid. 

Prior  to  any  appropriation,  the  corporation  shall  attempt 
to  agree  with  the  owner  as  to  the  damage  properly  payable 
for  an  easement  in  his  or  her  property,  if  such  owner  can 
be  found  and  is  siii  juris,  failing  to  agree,  the  corporation 
shall  tender  to  the  property  owner  a  bond  with  sufficient 
sureties  to  secure  him  or  her  in  the  payment  of  damages; 
if  the  owner  refuse  to  accej^t  said  bond  or  cannot  be  found 
or  is  not  aid  juins,  the  same  shall  then  be  presented  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county  after  reasona- 
ble notice  to  the  property  owner  by  advertisement  or  otlier- 
wise  to  be  approved  by  it.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  bond 
and  its  being  filed  the  right  of  the  corj)oration  to  enter 
upon  the  enjoyment  of  its  easement  shall  be  complete. 
Upon  petition  of  either  the  property  owner  or  the  corpora- 
tion, thereafter,  the  c:;urt  of  common  pleas  shall  apjx)int 
five  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  county  to  serve  as  view- 
ers to  assess  the  damages  proper  to  be  paid  to  the  proi)eity 
owner,  for  the  easement  appropriated  by  the  company,  and 
shall  fix  a  time  for  their  meeting  of  which  notice  shall  Ije 
given  to  both  parties. 

Either  party  may  appeal  from  the  report  of  the  viewers 
within  twenty  days  after  the  filing  thereof  to  the  court  of 
common  pleas  and  have  a  jury  trial  as  in  ordinary  cases, 
and  writ  of  error  to  the  Supreme  Couri. 

Section  11.  The  right  to  enter  upon  any  public  lane, 
street,  alley  or  highway  for  the  puri>ose  of  laying  down 
pipes,  altering,  inspecting  and  repairing  the  same,  shall  l>e 
exercised  in  such  way  as  to  do  as  little  damage  as  possible 
to  such  highways,  and  to  impair  as  little  as  jwssible  the  free 
use  thereof,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  councils  of 
any  city  may  by  ordinance  adopt 

Section  12.  In  all  cases  where  any  dispute  shall  arise  be- 
tween such  corporations  and  the  authorities  of  any  borough, 
city,  township  or  county,  through,  over  or  upon  whose  high- 
ways, or  between  it  and  any  land  owner  or  corporation, 
through,  over  or  upon  whose  property  or  easement,  pipes 
are  to  be  laid,  as  to  the  manner  of  laying  the  pipes  and  the 
character  thereof,  with  respect  to  safety  and  public  conve- 
nience, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county  upon  the  petition  of  either  party  to 
the  dispute,  upon  a  hearing  to  be  had  to  define  by  its  decree 
what  precautions,  if  any,  shall  be  taken  in  the  laying  of 
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pipes,  and,  by  injuQction,  to  restrain  their  being  laid  in  any 
other  way  than  as  decreed.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  have  the  hearing  and  make  its  decree  with  all  con- 
venient speed  and  promptness.  Either  party  shall  have  a 
right  to  appeal  therefrom  as  in  cases  of  equity  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  but  the  appeal  shall  not  be  a  supersedeas 
of  the  decree,  and  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  like  manner 
upon  like  petition  when  and  as  often  as  any  dispute  arises 
as  to  pipes  already  laid  to  define  the  duty  of  such  corpora- 
tions as  to  their  re-laying,  repair,  amendment,  or  improve- 
ment. 

Section  13.  Companies  incorporated  under  this  act  and 
not  referred  to  or  included  in  the  next  succeeding  section 
hereof,  shall  not  enter  upon  or  lay  down  their  pipes  or  con- 
duits on  any  street  or  highway  of  any  borough  or  city  of 
this  Commonwealth,  without  the  assent  of  the  councils  of 
such  borough  or  city  by  ordinance,  duly  passed  and  ap- 
proved. 

Section  14  Any  association  of  persons  or  corporations 
heretofore  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  or  deal- 
ing in  natural  gas  for  any  purpose,  whether  under  color  of 
a  charter  or  letters  patent  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
whether  authorized  by  said  charter  or  letters  patent  so  to 
do  or  not,  and  any  corporation  by  its  charter  authorized  to 
furnish  heat  from  gas,  upon  accepting  the  provisions  of 
this  act  by  writing  under  seal  of  tiie  company,  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  filing 
therewith  its  letters  patent  or  charter,  (which  shall  be  a  sur- 
render and  acceptance  thereof)  shall  thereupon  be  a  body 
corporate  hereimder,  and  be  entitled  to,  and  possessed  of, 
all  the  privileges,  immunities,  franchises  and  powers  con- 
ferred by  this  act  upon  corporations  to  be  created  under 
the  same,  and  all  the  property,  rights,  easements  and  privi- 
leges belonging  to  said  associations  and  corporations  tiiere- 
tofore  acquired  by  gift,  grant,  conveyance,  municipal  ordi- 
nance, or  assignment,  upon  such  acceptance  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  and  hereby  is  ratified,  approved,  confirmed  and  as- 
sured unto  such  acceptors  and  corporations  with  like  effect, 
and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  the  same  had  been 
originally  acquired  by  and  under  the  authority  of  this  act; 
and  such  company  or  corporation  shall  thereafter  be  gov- 
erned solely  by  the  provisions  of  this  act.  And  the  gov- 
ernor shall  forthwith  issue  to  the  said  acceptors  letters  pat- 
ent under  this  act,  under  the  same  name  as  the  company 
bore  which  surrendered  its  charter  or  letters  patent:  Provi- 
ded, That  this  section  shall  only  apply  to  associations  or 
corporations  actually  engaged  in  the  transportation  and 
supply  of  natural  gas,  or  the  supply  of  heat  from  the  same, 
at  and  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act:  And  provided  fur- 
ther, That  such  corporations  surrendering  their  charters 
and  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  with  such 
acceptance  and  as  a  part  thereof,  state  in  writing  the  place 
or  places  where  it  is  presently  intended  to  mine  for  and 
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B<n»i8  prevlouply 
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city  or  borough, 
prior  to  passage  of 
act 
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produce  or  receive  natural  gas,  and  the  place  or  places  to 
which  it  is  to  be  presently  supplied,  the  general  route  of  its 
pipe  lines,  the  term  for  which  the  corporation  is  to  exist,  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock,  and  the  number  and  par  yalue 
of  its  shares. 

Section  15.  Any  association  within  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion fourteen  shall,  upon  filing  its  written  acceptance  as 
therein  provided,  become  and  be  entitled  to  a  credit  from 
the  Ck>mmonwealth  to  the  amount  of  any  bonus  previously 
paid. 

Section  16.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to 
permit  any  corporation,  accepting  its  provisions  under  and 
by  virtue  of  section  fourteen  hereof,  to  enter  into  any  city 
or  borough  without  the  assent  of  councils,  except  where 
the  corporation,  so  accepting  under  section  fourteen,  had,  to 
some  extent  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  begun  supply- 
ing natural  gas  within  such  city  or  borough  or  had  laid 
pipes  for  such  purpose  therein. 

Section  17.  Any  two  or  more  companies  existing  under 
this  act  may,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  stock 
holders  in  value  in  each,  consolidate  with  each  other  into 
one  corporation  under  such  name  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
filing  a  certificate  to  such  effect  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth,  and,  thereupon,  such  consoli- 
dated company  shall  have,  possess  and  enjoy  all  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges,  property,  immunities  and  franchises 
which  were  of  each  said  companies:  Provided^  That 
before  any  such  consolidation  shall  take  place  the  reasons 
therefor  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  him 
before  the  consolidation  shall  be  consummated.  Notice  of 
the  proposed  consolidation,  and  the  submission  of  the  rea- 
sons therefor  to  the  Governor,  shall  be  given  by  publication 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  in  the  county 
where  the  general  offices  of  the  companies  proposing  to 
consolidate  are  situate.  No  consolidation  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  in  the  manner  prescribed  herein,  and  consoli- 
dations, except  as  herein  provided,  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  void,  and  any  such  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  fran- 
chises of  the  offending  companies  as  well  as  the  stock  and 
property  in  the  same  of  the  stockholders  consenting  to  such 
attempted  consolidation  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  18.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  and  maliciously 
break,  injure  and  destroy  any  of  the  pipes,  conduits  or  other 
works  or  machinery  of  any  natural  gas  company,  or  shall 
willfully  and  maliciously  interfere  with  said  pipes,  conduits 
or  works  so  as  to  interrupt  the  business  of  any  such  com- 
pany, such  person  or  persons  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred 'dollars,  or  suffer  an  impris- 
onment not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  or  either  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court 
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SECTio2f  10.  CorporationB  authorized  and  formed  under 
this  act  shall  pay  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealtii  such  taxes  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
imposed  upon  corporations,  under  the  general  corporation 
or  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  20.  That  whenever  any  well  shall  have  been  put 
down  on  lands  of  any  company  authorized  by  this  act  for 
the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  or  producing  gas,  upon  aban- 
doning or  ceasing  to  operate  the  same  the  company  shall, 
before  drawing  the  casing,  fill  up  the  well  with  sand  or 
rock  sediment  to  the  depth  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  feet 
above  the  gas  bearing  rock,  and  drive  a  round  seasoned 
wooden  plug  at  least  two  feet  in  length,  equal  in  diameter 
to  the  diameter  of  the  well  below  the  casing,  to  a  point  at 
least  five  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  casing,  and  immedi- 
ately after  the  drawing  of  the  casing  shall  drive  a  round 
wooden  plug  into  the  well  at  the  point  just  below  where  the 
lower  end  of  the  casing  shall  have  rested,  which  plug  shall 
be  at  least  three  feet  in  length,  tapering  in  form,  and  to  be 
of  the  same  diameter  at  the  distance  of  eighteen  inches 
from  the  smaller  end  of  the  diameter  of  the  well  below  the 
point  at  which  it  is  to  be  driven.  After  the  plug  has  been 
properly  driven  there  shall  be  filled  in  on  the  top  of  the 
same  sand  or  rock  sediment  to  the  depth  of  at  least  five 
feet 

Section  21.  Any  company  which  shall  violate  the  provi- 
sions of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
two  hundred  (|200)  dollars  to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  22.  Whenever  any  company  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  witii  regard 
to  plugging  weUs,  any  owner  of  lands  adjacent,  or  in  the 
neighborhood  of,  such  unplugged  well,  may  enter  and  take 
possession  of  said  abandoned  well  and  plug  the  same  as 
provided  by  this  act  at  the  expense  of  the  company  whose 
duty  it  may  have  been  to  plug  the  same. 

Section  23.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

departments  authorized  by  this  act. 

The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city, 
and  shall  be  at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  have  been 
a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  five  years,  and  an  in- 
habitant of  the  city  for  which  he  may  be  elected  mayor  five 
years  next  before  his  said  election,  unless  absent  on  the 
public  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  and 
shall  reside  in  said  city  during  his  term  of  service. 

The  mayor  shall  be  chosen  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
cast  at  the  municipal  election,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  April  next 
ensuing  his  election,  and  serve  until  his  successor  is  duly 
elected  and  qualified,  but  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  office 
for  the  next  succeeding  term. 

If  two  or  more  candidates  be  equal  and  highest  in  votes 
one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  mayor  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  all  the  members  of  the  incoming  councils  in  joint  con- 
vention assembled,  immediately  upon  their  organization. 

When  a  vacancy  shall  take  place  in  the  office  of  mayor,  a 
successor  shall  be  elected  for  ^e  unexpired  term  at  the  next 
municipal  election  occurring  more  than  thirty  days  after  the 
commencement  of  such  vacancy,  unless  such  election  should 
occur  in  the  last  year  of  said  term,  in  which  case  a  mayor 
pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen  by  councils  in  joint  convention 
by  the  votes  of  the  majority  of  members  elected,  and  the 
person  elected  mayor  shall  hold  office  until  the  expiration 
of  said  term  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of 
the  select  council  to  issue  the  proclamation  for  such  joint 
convention  to  be  held  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than 
twenty  days,  after  such  vacancy  shall  take  place. 

Until  the  vacancy  is  filled  the  president  of  select  council 
shall  act  as  mayor. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor: 

L  To  cause  the  ordinances  of  the  city  and  the  laws  of 
the  State  to  be  executed  and  enforced. 

n.  To  communicate  to  coimcils  at  least  once  a  year  a 
statement  of  the  finances  and  general  condition  of  the  affairs 
of  the  city,  and,  also,  such  information  in  relation  to  the 
same  as  either  branch  of  council  may,  from  time  to  time, 
require. 

DX  To  recommend  by  message  in  writing  to  the  councils 
all  such  measures  connected  wi^  the  affairs  of  the  city  and 
the  protection  and  improvement  of  its  government  and 
finances  as  he  shall  deem  expedient 

IV.  To  call  special  meetings  of  councils,  or  either  of 
them,  when  required  by  public  necessity. 

V.  To  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law 
or  ordinance,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  good  order 
and  efficient  government  of  the  city. 

The  mayor  shall  call  together  the  heads  of  departments 
for  consultation  and  advice  upon  the  affairs  of  the  city  at 
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least  once  a  month,  and  at  such  meetings  he  may  call  on 
the  heads  of  departments  for  such  reports  as  to  the  subject 
matters  under  their  control  and  management  as  he  may 
deem  proper,  which  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  prepare  and 
submit  at  once  to  the  mayor.  Records  shall  be  kept  of  such 
meetings  and  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  adopted  thereat 
for  the  administration  of  ^e  affairs  of  the  city  departments, 
not  inconsistent  with  any  law  or  ordinance,  which  regula- 
tions shall  prescribe  a  common  and  systematic  method  of 
ascertaining  the  comparative  fitness  of  applicants  for  office, 
position  and  promotion,  and  of  selecting,  appointing  and 
promoting  those  found  to  be  the  best  fitted  without  regard 
to  their  political  opinions  or  services. 

The  mayor  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  boards 
herein  provided  for,  except  the  board  of  building  inspectors, 
and  shall  have  the  right  as  such  to  participate  in  their  de- 
liberations and  proceedings,  and  vote  whenever  he  may 
deem  it  advisable  so  to  do. 

The  mayor  may,  by  a  written  order  to  be  transmitted  to 
select  councils  giving  his  reasons  therefor,  remove  from  of- 
fice any  head  of  department,  jjirector  or  other  officer  ap- 
pointed by  him. 

During  the  recess  of  select  council  he  shall  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  in  offices  to  which  he 
may  appoint  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  said  select  coun- 
cil at  their  next  session,  and  if  such  appointment  shall  not 
be  rejected  within  thirty  days  after  said  select  council  shall 
have  convened  the  same  shall  be  considered  confirmed. 

The  several  heads  of  departments  shall  present  to  the 
mayor  annually  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  February, 
a  report  of  their  proceedings  dtiring  the  preceding  year, 
and  he  shall  transmit  the  same  to  councils  with  any  recom- 
mendations he  may  think  proper  to  make. 

The  mayor  may  disapprove  of  any  item  or  items  of  any 
bill  making  appropriations,  and  the  part  or  parts  of  the 
bill  approved  shall  be  the  law,  and  the  item  or  items  disap- 
proved shall  be  void,  unless  repassed  according  to  the  rules 
and  limitations  prescribed  by  law  for  the  passage  of  bills 
over  the  mayor's  veto. 

The  mayor  shall,  as  often  as  he  may  think  proper,  ap- 
point three  competent  persons  to  examine  without  notice 
the  accounts  of  any  city  department,  trust  officer,  or  em- 
ploy^ and  the  money,  securities  and  property  belonging  to 
the  city  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  such  department 
trustees,  officer,  or  employ^  and  report  the  result  of  such 
investigation.

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  safety  shall  \)e 
under  the  charge  of  one  director  who  shall  be  the  head 
thereof. 

The  care,  management,  administration  and  supendsion  of 
the  police  affairs,  and  all  matters  relating  to  the  public 
health,  to  the  fire  and  police  force,  fire  alarm  telegraph, 
erection  of  fire  escapes,  and  the  inspection  of  buildings  and 
boilei*s,  markets  and  food  sold  therein,  shall  be  in  charge  of 
this  department. 

No  j>erson  shall  be  employed  in  this  department  as  a 
policeman  or  fireman  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  who  has  been  convicted  of  crime  unless  pardoned, 
or  who  cannot  read  and  wiite  understandingly  in  the 
English  language,  or  who  shall  not  have  resided  within  the 
State  at  least  one  year  preceding  his  appointment. 

The  superintendent  of  police,  whenever  directed  by  the 
depai^tment  shall  appoint  and  cause  to  be  sworn  in  any 
number  of  additional  patrolmen  to  do  duty  at  any  place  in 
the  city  designated,  by  and  at  the  charge  and  expense  of 
the  person  or  persons  who  may  ask  for  such  appointment 
They  shall  be  subject  to  and  obey  the  ordei*s,  rules  and  re«^- 
ulations  of  the  department,  and  conform  to  the  general  dis- 
cipline and  special  reguliitions  thereof. 
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The  mayor  may,  upon  any  emergency  or  apprehension  of 
riot  or  mob,  take  command  of  the  police  force  and  appoint 
as  many  special  patrolmen  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 
During  their  services  the  special  appointees  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  regular  employes  of 
the  department,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  as 
shall  be  authorized  by  the  mayor,  not  exceeding  that  of  the 
regular  officers  of  the  force  performing  corresponding 
duties. 

The  department  shall  make  suitable  regulations,  under 
which  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  telegraph  and 
police  force  shall  be  required  to  wear  an  appropriate  uni- 
form. It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  either  or  both  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court,  for  any  person  to  falsely  personate  by  uniform, 
insignia  or  otherwise,  any  officer  or  member  of  the  depart- 
ment 

There  shall  be  created  and  established  by  ordinance  a 
pension  fund  to  be  maintained  by  an  equal  and  proportion- 
ate monthly  charge  made  against  each  member  of  the  fire 
and  police  force,  which  fund  shall  be  safely  invested  and 
held  in  trust  by  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  and 
applied  upon  such  terms  and  regulations  as  councils  may 
by  ordinance  prescribe,  for  the  benefit  of  such  members  of 
the  fire  and  police  force  as  shall  receive  honorable  dis- 
charges therefrom  by  reason  of  age  or  disability,  and  the 
families  of  such  as  may  be  injured  or  killed  in  the  service  ; 
but  such  allowance  as  shall  be  made  to  those  who  are  re- 
tired by  reason  of  the  disabilities  of  age  shall  be  in  con- 
formity with  a  uniform  scale.

longing to  the  police  or  fire  force  equal  or  superior  in  offi- 
cial position  therein  to  the  accused.  Such  decision  shall 
only  be  determined  by  trial  of  charges  with  plain  specifica- 
tions, made  by,  or  lodged  with,  the  director  of  the  depart- 
ment of  public  safety,  of  which  trial  the  accused  shall  have 
due  notice,  and  at  which  he  shall  have  the  right  to  be  pres- 
ent in  person.  The  persons  composing  such  coiu-t  shall  be 
appointed  and  sworn  by  the  dii'ector  of  the  department  of

The  duties  of 
the  city  treasurer  shall  remain  as  now  provided  by  law  ex- 
cept as  modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  treasurer  ex- 
cept a  citizen  of  the  city,  resident  therein  for  seven  yean? 
next  preceeding  his  election,  unless  he  shall  have  been 
absent  on  public  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
State,  and  he  shall  not  be  ehgible  to  election  for  the  next 
succeeding  term. 

The  city  treasurer  shall  demand  and  receive  from  the 
proper  officers  all  moneys  payable  to  the  city  from  what- 
ever source,  and  pay  all  warrants  duly  issued  and  counter- 
signed. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  city  treasury  except 
by  due  process  of  law,  or  upon  warrants  on  the  treasurer 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  appropriate  depaitment  and 
countersigned  by  the  controller,  which  shall  state  the  con 
sideration  of  the  same,  and  the  particular  fund  or  appro 
priation  to  which  the  same  is  chargeable. 

The  treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  arising  from  the 
several  sources  of  revenue  and  income  separate  and  distinct 
from  one  another,  and  shall  make  daily  deposits  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him  in  such  banks  or  institutions  as 
may  be  designated  by  councils,  and  shall  make  specific  re 
ports  daily  to  the  controller  of  all  receipts  and  deposits,  and 
of  all  moneys  withdi-awn  from  the  treasury,  and  shall  pre- 
sent and  verify  his  cash  account  in  such  manner  and  as 
often  as  may  be  required.

Seckon  1.  The  city  controller  shall  be  the  head  of  this 
department;  he  shall  be  elected  as  now  provided  by  law 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  until 
his  snccessor  shall  be  duly  chosen  and  qualified. 

The  city  controller  shall 

L  Prescribe  the  form  of  reports  and  accounts  to  be 
rendered  to  his  department,  and  shall  have  the  inspection 
and  revision  of  the  accounts  of  all  other  departments  and 
trusts, 

XL  Audit  the  accounts  of  the  several  departments  and 
trusts,  and  all  other  accounts  in  which  the  city  is  concerned, 
and  submit  annually  to  councils  in  such  manner  as  may  by 
ordinance  be  directed,  a  report  of  the  accounts  of  the  city 
verified  by  his  oath  or  affirmation,  exhibiting  the  revenues, 
receipts  and  expenditures,,  the  sources  from  which  the  reve- 
nues and  funds  are  derived,  and  in  what  manner  the  same 
have  been  disbursed;  which  report  shall  be  published  in 
pamphlet  or  book  form. 

Ill  Keep  separate  accounts  for  each  specific  item  or 
appropriation  made  by  councils  to  each  department,  and 
recjuire  all  warrants  to  state  specifically  against  which  of 
said  items  the  warrant  is  drawn.

Every  contract  involving  an  appropriation  of  money  shall 
designate  the  item  of  appropriation  on  which  it  is  founded, 
and  shall  be  numbered  by  the  controller  in  the  order  of  its 
date  and  charged  as  numbered  against  such  item,  and  so 
certified  by  him  before  it  shall  take  effect  as  a  contract,  and 
shall  not  be  payable  out  of  any  other  fund,  and  if  he  shall 
certify  any  contract  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  properly 
applicable  thereto,  the  city  shall  not  be  liable  for  such 
excess,  but  the  controller  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  in 
damages  for  an  amount  not  exceeding  such  excess,  which 
may  be  recovered  in  an  action  on  the  case  for  negligence  ])y 
the  contracting  party  aggrieved:  Provided^  That  so  much 
of  this  section  as  enacts  that  a  contract  certified  by  the 
controller  shall  not  be  payable  out  of  any  other  fund  than 
the  item  of  appropriation  against  which  it  is  numbered, 
shall  not  apply  to  such  contracts  for  public  improvement 
as  are  referred  to  in  article  fourteen,  section  one  hereof. 

The  controller  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  or 
oftener  if  so  required  by  councils,  and,  also,  upon  the  death, 
resignation,  removal  or  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  officer, 
audit,  examine  and  settle  the  accounts  of  such  officer,  and 
if  he  shall  be  found  indebted  to  the  city  the  controller  shall 
state  an  accoimt  and  file  the  same  in  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
official  bond  of  such  officer,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  him 
or  his  legal  representatives;  and  if  any  person  or  persons 
affected  thereby  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  such  settlement  he 
or  they  may  appeal  therefrom.  The  appeal,  with  his  or 
their  excej)tions  to  the  account  as  stated,  verified  by  the 
oath  of  the  pei-son  or  })ersons  appealing,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  said  court,  within  ten  days 
after  the  service  of  notice.  The  appellant  shall,  within  ten 
days,  enter  security  to  be  approved  by  the  court  to  prosecute 
the  appeal  with  effect  and  pay  the  costs  and  the  debt  and 
interest,  which  may  appear  by  the  judgment  of  the  court  to 
be  due  to  the  city.  The  balance  of  account  as  shown  by 
the  settlement  filed  as  aforesaid,  shall  constitute  a  lien  on 
the  real  estate  of  the  officer  so  indebted  and  his  sureties 
from  the  date  of  the  filing  thereof,  which  lien  shall  continue 
for  the  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  filing.  A  writ 
of  scire  facias  to  enforce  the  lien  shall  be  issued  thereon 
within  six  months  which  shall  contain  a  clause  warning  the 
sureties  or  the  executors  or  administrators  of  the  officer  or 
of  his  sureties  to  appear  and  make  defense,  and  the  case 
shall  thereupon  be  proceeded  with  to  final  judgment  accord- 
ing to  law.

Article  VIII. 

DEPARTMENT   OF    LAW. 


Section  1.  The  department  of  law  shall  consist  of  a  city 
sohcitor  who  shall  be  the  head  thereof;  he  shall  be  elected 
as  now  provided  by  law  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term 
of  three  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  chosen 
and  qualified;  the  department  shall  have  as  many  assistants 
and  clerks  as  may  be  authorized  by  ordinance.  The  solici- 
tor and  assistant  solicitors  shall  be  attorneys- at-law,  admit- 
ted and  qualified  to  practice  in  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

The  city  solicitor  shall 

I.  Be  the  legal  adviser  and  act  as  attorney  and  counsel 
for  the  city  and  all  its  departments  and  officers,  and  the 
authorization  in  writing  of  the  mayor  in  all  cases  be  a  suf- 
ficient warrant  of  attorney  for  representing  the  city,  its 
departments  and  officei*s. 

II.  Prepare  all  contracts  to  be  made  with  the  city  or  any 
of  its  trusts  and  departments,  and  endorse  on  each  his 
approval  of  the  form  thereof  before  the  same  shall  take 
effect,  and  be  the  custodian  of  all  such  papers  and  records 
as  may  be  designated,  and  perform  such  otiier  duties  apper- 
taining to  his  department  as  may  be  required  by  law  or 
ordinance. 

III.  He  shall  make  a  return  daily  to  the  city  controller 
of  each  item  of  money  or  moneys  received  by  or  through 
him  or  his  assistants  by  virtue  of  his  office,  including  all 
fees  and  perquisites  for  the  preparation  of  any  contracts, 
bonds  or  other  instruments  of  writing,  or  such  as  may  be 
derived  from  any  other  subject  matter  connected  with  the 
city  or  its  affairs,  and  shall  pay  daily  such  amount  to  the 
city  treasurer. 

All  contracts,  bonds  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  in 
which  the  city  is  concerned,  shall  bo  prepared  in  the  office 
of  the  city  solictor,  and  he  shall  receive  for  the  city  a  rea- 
sonable fee  from  the  persons  for  whom  such  contracts, 
bonds  or  instruments  may  be  drawn  to  be  fixed  by  ordinance, 
aad  he  shall  approve  all  security  required  to  be  given  for 
the  protection  of  the  city,  and  a  proper  registry  shall  be 
kept  by  him  of  all  such  contracts,  bonds  and  instruments. 

Ko  department  of  the  city  shall  employ  any  other  solici- 
tor but  assistant  counsel  may  be  employed  in  any  particular 
matter  or  cause  by  the  mayor,  with  the  consent  of  councils, 
but  he  shall  be  selected  by  the  city  solicitor. 
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Judgments  recovered  against  and  payable  by  the  city, 
remaining  unpaid  with  the  interest  due  and  to  become  dne 
thereon,  shall  be  reported  to  the  councils  by  the  city  solic- 
itor at  their  first  session  after  the  same  shall  become  pay- 
able, and  if  there  shall  be  no  funds  in  the  treasury  provided 
for  and  applicable  to  the  payment  thereof  the  amount  shall 
be  raised  in  the  next  levy  of  taxes.  Such  judgments  shall 
be  paid  in  the  order  of  their  priority  out  of  the  first  moneys 
paid  into  the  city  treasury  on  account  thereof,  by  reason 
of  such  levy,  but  if  there  be  any  moneys  in  the  treasury,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  councils  shall  direct  the  payment 
therefrom  of  the  judgments  in  the  order  of  their  priority, 
and  the  plaintiffs  in  such  judgments  shall  have  the  right  to 
enforce  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof  by  mandamus 
or  other  proper  process,  but  shall  not  have  the  right  to  col- 
lect or  compel  the  payment  of  any  such  judgments  in  any 
other  manner  or  out  of  any  other  fimds  of  the  city.

Section  1.  The  department  of  charities  and  correction 
shall  be  imder  the  charge  of  a  president  who  shall  be  the 
head  thereof,  and  four  directors,  to  which  department  shall 
be  confided  the  care,  management,  administration  and  super- 
vision of  the  charities,  almshouses,  hospitals,  houses  of  cor- 
rection, and  all  other  similar  institutions,  the  control  or  gov- 
ernment of  which  is  intrusted  to  the  city :  Provided-^  That 
no  part  of  this  section  shall  interfere  with  the  Municipal 
Hospital  or  Lazaretto  as  now  under  the  control  of  the  board 
of  health,  or  with  the  functions  of  any  board  of  directors  of 
city  trusts  now  existing,  created  by  any  acts  of  Assembly  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

The  board  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings which  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  and  ex- 
amination of  the  mayor  and  of  any  committee  appointed  by 
councils,  or  either  branch  thereof,  and  shall  appoint  all  offi- 
cers and  servants  required  for  the  several  institutions  under 
its  management. 

Councils  shall  have  power  to  provide  by  general  ordi- 
nance for  all  things  needful  for  the  proper  and  efficient 
management  of  the  said  institutions  and  the  said  depart- 
ment, not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
all  able-bodied  paupers,  vagrants  and  other  persons  admit- 
ted or  committed  to  any  of  the  said  institutions  may  be 
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required  to  work  upon  the  public  streets,  or  roads,  or  else- 
where.

Section  1.  The  mayor  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  select  council,  appoint  the 
following  officers  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  term  for 
which  the  appointing  mayor  was  elected,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  respectively  appointed  and  qualified.

HL  The  president  and  directors  of  tiie  department  of 
charities  and  correction  shall  also  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  but  their  term  of  office  shall  be  five  years  from  the 
date  of  their  appointment  if  they  shall  so  long  behave  them- 
selves well. 

Section  2.  The  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments 
shall  appoint  all  subordinate  officers  and  clerks. 

The  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  may,  by 
written  order,  giving  their  reasons  therefor,  remove  or  sus- 
pend subordinate  officers  and  clerks,  provided  the  same  is 
not  done  for  political  reasons. 

In  case  of  such  removal  the  director  shall  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor who  shall  hold  office  subject  to  confirmation  within 
ten  days  after  such  appointment  by  the  select  council,  if 
then  in  session,  or  witlun  ten  days  after  the  beginning  of 
the  next  succeeding  session,  if  such  appointment  be  made 
dnring  a  recess. 

Section  3.  All  officers,  clerks  and  employes,  except  the 
assistants  of  the  city  solicitor,  in  the  several  departments 
and  sub-divisions  thereof,  or  of  any  board  attached  thereto, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  head  of  the  said  department,  but 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  such  appointment 
or  any  promotion  of  any  subordinate  official,  excepting  only 
of  assistants  or  laborers  employed  for  special  or  temporary 
purposes,  and  professional  experts,  and  such  others  as  are 
specially  excepted  by  this  act,  shall  be  lawful  except  when 
made  under  and  in  pursuance  of  rules  and  regulations  pro- 
viding for  the  ascertainment  of  the  comparative  fitness  of 
all  applicants  for  appointment  or  promotion,  by  a  system- 
atic, open  and  competitive  examination  of  such  applicants, 
4  Laws. 
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which  rules  and  regulations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
mayor  and  the  heads  of  departments,  to  make  and  promul- 
gate within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  One 
of  the  said  rules  shall  provide  that  any  personal  solicitation 
of  the  officers  of  said  board  or  of  the  appointing  power  in 
favor  of  any  candidate,  by  any  person  whomsoever,  unless 
fraudulentiy  done  in  order  te  injure  him,  shall  be  taken  and 
deemed  te  have  been  done  at  the  instance  of  the  candidate 
himself  and  shall  disqualify  him  from  competing  at  any

Municipal  officers  shall  be  liable  to  impeach- 
ment, suspension  and  removal  from  office  for  any  corrupt 
act  or  practice,  malfeasance,  mismanagement,  mental  in- 
capacity, or  incompetency  for  the  proper  performance  of 
official  duties,  extortion,  receiving  any  gift  or  present  from 
any  contractor  or  from  any  person  seeking  or  engaged  in 
any  work  for,  or  furnishing  material  to,  the  city,  or  from 
any  incumbent  or  occupant  of,  or  candidate  or  applicant 
for,  any  municipal  office,  and  for  wilfully  concealing  any 
fraud  committed  against  the  city. 

Complaint  in  writing  may  be  made  to  the  court  of  com 
mon  pleas  of  the  proper  county  by  not  less  than  twenty 
freeholders  of  the  city,  each  of  whom  shall  write  his  oc- 
cupation and  residence  opposite  his  signature,  charging 
any  municipal  officer  with  any  offense  setting  forth  the 
facts  on  which  the  said  charge  is  founded,  supported  by  the 
oaths  or  affirmations  of  at  least  five  of  the  complainants 
according  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge,  information  and 
belief.  If  in  the  judgment  of  the  court  there  appears  to  be 
reasonable  ground  for  such  proceeding,  the  court  shall 
direct  the  complaint  to  be  filed  of  record,  and  grant  a  rule 
upon  the  accused  returnable  on  a  day  certein  to  appear 
and  answer  the  same. 

If  on  the  return  day  of  the  rule  the  court  shall  find  suf- 
ficient cause  for  further  proceedings,  it  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  competent  and  reputable  citizens  to  inves- 
tigate the  charges  contained  in  said  complaint,  who,  having 
been  first  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  to  perform  the  duties 
of  their  appointment  with  fidelity,  shall  have  full  authority 
for  that  purpose  to  examine  the  books  of  the  office  held  by 
the  accused,  and  any  papers,  contracte,  letters  or  documents 
filed  therein,  and  examine  witnesses  under  oath  or  afiSrma- 
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tion,  whose  attendance  the  court  shall  enforce,  if  necessary, 
hj  subpoena  and  attachment. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  make  a  written 
report  to  the  court  of  the  facts  found  by  them,  which  shall 
be  filed  of  record,  accompanied  by  the  testimony  taken, 
within  three  weeks  next  after  their  appointment,  unless  the 
time  shall  be  extended  by  the  court  upon  their  application. 
In  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  if  the  public  interest  so 
require  the  court  may,  by  an  order  to  be  filed  of  record  in 
the  case,  suspend  the  accused  from  office  until  he  shall  be 
tried  and  acquitted. 

If  the  committee,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  find  that 
any  charge  made  as  aforesaid  is  well  founded  they  shall,  in 
their  r^ort,  so  state  in  specific  form,  and  in  such  case  the 
court  shall  cause  a  certified  copy  of  the  whole  record,  with 
the  specifications  of  the  charges  against  the  accused^  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  select  coimcil,  which  shall  be  assembled 
within  ten  days  thereafter  in  special  and  open  session  as  a 
court  of  impeachment,  and  the  members  shall  be  severally 
sworn  to  try  and  decide  the  same  according  to  the  evidence. 
A  copy  of  the  specifications  shall  be  served  on  the  accused 
or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  at  least  five  days 
before  the  commencement  of  the  trial,  and  he  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  be  heard  therein  in  person  or  by  counsel,  and  to 
produce  evidence  in  his  defense,  and  the  prosecution  before 
the  select  council  shall  be  conducted  on  the  part  of  the 
city  by  the  city  solicitor. 

The  president  judge  of  the  said  court  of  common  pleas,  or 
in  his  absence  an  associate  judge  thereof,  shall  preside  dur- 
ing the  trial  and  decide  finally  all  questions  of  law  and 
evidence  that  may  arise  in  the  case.  He  shall  have  the 
power  to  issue  subpoenas  for  witnesses  and  compel  their  at- 
tendance by  attachment,  and  the  production  of  books, 
papers,  and  documentary  evidence  required  or  called  for 
by  the  said  court  of  impeachment,  and  to  punish  witnesses 
and  others  for  contempt  as  fully  as  any  court  of  this  Com- 
monwealth may  lawfully  do  in  any  case. 

The  decision  of  the  court  of  impeachment  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  record  of  its  proceedings  and  certified  by 
the  clerk  to  the  court  in  which  the  complaint  was  filed.  If 
the  accused  shall  be  found  guilty  on  any  of  the  specifica- 
tions the  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  enter  judgment 
accordingly  and  declare  the  said  office  vacant.

CONTRACTS. 


Section  1.  All  contracts  relating  to  city  affairs  shall  be  ?*]J /S51*'**'i!J?* 
in  writing,  signed  and  executed  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  eouted. 
the  officer  authorized  to  make  the  same  after  due  notice, 
and,  in  cases  not  otherwise  directed  by  law  or  ordinance, 
such   contracts   shall  be   made   and  entered  into  by  the 
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mayor.  No  contract  shall  be  entered  into  or  executed 
directly  by  the  city  councils  or  their  committees,  but  some 
officer  shall  be  designated  by  ordinance  to  enter  into  and 
execute  the  same.  All  contracts  shall  be  countersigned  by 
the  controller  and  filed  and  registered  by  number,  date  and 
contents  in  the  mayor's  office,  and  attested  copies  furnished 
to  the  controller  and  to  the  department  charged  with  the 
work. 

Every  contract  for  public  improvements  shall  be  based 
upon  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  furnished  by  the  proper 
officer  through  the  department  having  charge  of  the  im- 
provement, and  no  bid  in  excess  of  such  estimate  shall  be 
accepted.  Every  such  contract  shall  contain  a  clause  that 
it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  liability 
of  the  city  thereon  shall  be  limited  by  the  amounts  which 
shall  have  been  or  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  appropriated 
for  the  same. 

No  contract  for  work  to  be  done  for,  or  property  or  ma- 
terials to  be  sold  or  supplied  to  any  city  of  the  iirst  class, 
or  any  department  thereof  shall  be  made  with  any  council- 
man, officer,  or  employ^  of  such  city,  or  with  any  firm  co- 
partnership or  association  of  which  such  councilman,  officer 
or  employ^  is  a  member,  and  if  any  councilman,  officer  or 
employ^  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected  or  appointed,  knowingly  acquire  an  interest  in  any 
such  contract  he  shall  forfeit  his  office. 

In  all  contracts  for  improvements  the  cost  of  which  is  to 
be  paid  by  assessment  upon  the  property  abutting  or  bene- 
fitted, the  city  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  claim  for  the 
amount  to  be  collected  from  such  assessments,  but  the  con- 
tractor shall  look  to  the  assessment  for  his  compensation.

Section  1.  The  first  elections  under  this  act  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Tuesday  of  February,  immediately  preceding 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  mayor  in  office  at  the  time 
of  its  approval. 

For  the  purpose  of  enacting  legislation  to  properly  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act  &ie  councils  shall,  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  January  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  enact  ordinances  providing  for  the  reorganization  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  city,  so  as  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  act  All  executive  powers  and  duties 
of  the  several  officers  of  the  city  not  hereinbefore  otherwise 
distributed,  shall  be  assigned  by  ordinance  to  the  appropri- 
ate department  hereby  created,  and  when  so  assigned  all 
other  departments  now  existing  shall  be  abolished. 

Each  branch  of  councils  shall  have  power  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers 
and  other  evidence,  at  any  meeting  of  the  body,  or  of  anj 
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committee  thereof,  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  subpoe- 
naes  and  attachments  in  any  case  of  inquiry,  investigation 
or  impeachment  and  cause  the  same  to  be  served  and  exe- 
cuted in  any  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  if  any  witness 
shall  refuse  to  testify  as  to  any  fact  witiiin  his  knowledge, 
or  to  produce  any  books  or  papers  within  his  possession,  or 
under  his  control,  required  to  be  used  as  evidence  in  any 
such  case,  the  clerk  of  that  branch  of  councils,  by  whose 
authority  such  witness  was  subpoenaed,  shall  fortwith  report 
the  facts  relating  to  such  refusal  to  that  one  of  the  courts 
of  common  pleas,  of  the  county,  to  which  current  new  ac- 
tions and  proceedings  may  at  the  time  be  distributed, 
apportioned  and  assigned,  and  all  questions  arisihg  upon 
such  refusal,  and  also  upon  any  new  evidence  not  included 
in  said  clerk's  report,  (which  new  evidence  may  be  offered 
either  in  behalf  of  or  against  such  witness)  shall  at  once 
be  heard  by  said  court  If  the  court  determine  that  the 
testimony  or  evidence  required  by  such  witness  is  legally 
and  properly  competent,  and  ought  to  be  given  or  produced 
by  him,  then  said  court  shall  make  an  order  commanding 
such  witness  to  testify  or  to  produce  books  and  papers,  (or 
both  as  the  case  may  be)  and  if  said  witness  shall  thereafter 
refuse  to  testify  or  to  produce  books  or  papers  as  aforesaid, 
in  disobedience  of  such  order  of  the  court,  then  the  said 
court  shall  have  power  to  order  the  commitment  of  such 
witness  to  the  county  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  con- 
tempi 

No  witness  shall  be  excused  from,  testifying  in  any  crimi- 
nal proceeding,  or  in  any  investigation  or  inquiry  before 
either  branch  of  the  councils,  or  any  committee  thereof,  or 
any  officer  of  the  city  having  the  right  to  conduct  the  inves- 
tigation touching  his  knowledge  of  any  offense  committed 
against  the  provisions  of  this  act  But  such  testimony 
shall  not  be  used  against  him  in  any  criminal  prosecution 
whatever,  and  the  accused  shall  not  be  convicted  in  any 
court  on  the  testimony  of  an  accomplice  unless  the  same  be 
corroborated  by  other  evidence  or  the  circumstances  of  the 
case. 

All  persons  who  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act 
shall  be  employed  by  any  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, which  is  abolished  by  this  act,  shall  be  transferred  by 
operation  hereof  to  the  appropriate  department  hereby  cre- 
ated, and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
them  by  the  head  of  such  department 

All  salaried  officers,  whose  offices  are  not  abolished  by 
this  act,  shall  serve  out  the  several  terms  for  which  they 
were  respectively  elected,  except  where  the  right  of  re- 
moval already  exists.

AN  ACT 

To  ofttabllsh  a  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and 
health,  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagloas  and  Infectloua  dlseaaes 
In  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  six 
persons,  a  majority  of  -whom  shall  be  physicians,  of  good 
standing  graduates  of  regularly  chartered  and  legally  con- 
stituted medical  colleges,  and  of  not  less  than  ten  years 
experience  in  the  practice  of  their  profession,  and  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  civil  engineer,  who,  together  with  the  sec- 
retary, the  mode  of  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  shall  constitute  and  be  designated  as  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania.  Of  the  six  persons  first  appointed,  two 
shall  serve  for  two  years,  two  for  four  years,  and  two  for 
six  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  following  their 
confirmation;  and  the  Governor  shall  thereafter  biennially 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
two  persons  of  the  same  professions  as  those  whose  terms 
of  office  have  just  expired,  to  be  members  of  said  board  to 
hold  their  offices  for  six  years  from  the  first  day  of  July 
next  following  their  confirmation,  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  excepting  the  secretary  who  shall  continue  in 
office  as  hereinafter  provided,  but  any  member  may  be  re- 
appointed. Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  during  a 
recess  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor 
imtil  the  next  regular  session  of  the  same. 
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Skction  2.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  appointment  of 
the  first  six  persons  as  aforesaid  they  shall  meet  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  shall  proceed, 
under  the  direction  of  the  latter  officer,  to  determine  by  lot 
"which  of  them  shall  serve  for  the  respective  terms  of  two, 
four  and  six  years.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the 
office  they  shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  for  State  officers 
by  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  and  shall  file  the  same  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  who,  upon 
receiving  the  said  oath  of  office,  shall  issue  to  each  a  certifi- 
cate of  appointment  for  his  respective  term  of  office  deter- 
mined as  aforesaid,  upon  receiving  which  they  shall  possess 
and  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  said 
board  as  defined  in  this  act  Immediately  after  having 
taken  the  oath  of  office  they  shall  organize  by  electing  one 
of  their  number  to  be  president,  and  by  appointing  a  proper 
person  who  shall  be  a  physician  of  good  standing,  of  not 
less  than  ten  years'  professional  experience,  and  a  graduate 
of  a  legally  constituted  medical  college,  to  be  secretary  of 
said  board  who  shall  hold  his  appointment  until  removed 
by  the  appointment  of  his  successor  or  otherwise.  The 
board  may  elect  one  of  its  own  members  secretary  in  which 
case  the  vacancy  thus  created  shall  be  filled  by  the  Gover- 
nor in  the  same  manner  as  a  vacancy  caused  in  any  other 
way.  The  president  sh^  be  elected  annually.  No  member 
of  the  board,  except  the  secretary,  shall,  as  such,  receive 
any  salary;  but  the  actual  traveling  and  other  expenses  of 
any  member  while  engaged  on  the  actual  duties  of  the 
board  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  on  presentation  to  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Auditor  General  of  an  itemized  account  with 
vouchers  annexed.

The  said  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  every 
six  months  and  may  also  hold  special  meetings  as  frequently 
as  the  proper  and  efficient  discharge  of  its  duties  shall  re- 
quire, in  the  capitol  building  at  Harrisburg  ( unless  other- 
wise ordered  ),  and  the  rules  or  by-laws  of  the  board  shall 
provide  for  the  giving  of  proper  and  timely  notice  of  all 
such  meetings  to  every  member  of  the  board.

Section  5.  The  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statis- 
tics shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  interests  of 
the  health  and  lives  of  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  shall  especially  study  its  vital  statistics.  It  shaU  make 
sanitary  investigations  and  inquiries  respecting  the  causes  of 
disease  and  especially  of  epidemic  diseases,  including  those 
of  domestic  animals,  the  sources,  mortality  and  the  effects 
of  localities,  employments,  conditions,  habits,  food,  bever- 
ages and  medicine  on  the  health  of  the  people.  It  shal 
also  disseminate  information  upon  these  and  similar  sub- 
jects among  the  people.  It  shall,  when  required  by  the 
Governor  or  the  Legislature,  and  at  such  other  times  as  it 
deems  it  important,  institute  sanitary  inspections  of  public 
institution  or  places  throughout  the  State.  It  shall  codify 
and  suggest  amendments  to  the  sanitary  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  shall  have  power  to  enforce  such  regulations 
as  will  tend  to  limit  the  progress  of  epidemic  diseases. 

Section  6.  In  cities,  boroughs,  districts  and  places  having 
no  local  board  of  health  or  in  case  the  sanitary  laws  or  regu- 
lations in  places  where  boards  of  health  or  health  officers 
exist,  should  be  inoperative,  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  order  nuisances  or  the  cause 
of  any  special  disease  or  mortality  to  be  abated  and  re- 
moved, and  to  enforce  quarantine  regulations  as  said  board 
shall  direct. 

Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  obey  or  shall  violate  such 
order  shall,  on  conviction,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  Vital  Statisties  to  have  the  general  supervision 
of  the  State  system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages  and 
deaths,  of  prevalent  diseases  and  of  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery,  to  prepare  the  necessary  methods,  forms 
and  blanks  for  obtaining  and  preserving  such  records,  and 
to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same  in  the  several 
counties  and  in  the  Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the 
capitol  of  the  State.  The  said  board  shall  recommend  such 
forms  and  amendments  of  laws  as  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
necessary  for  the  thorough  organization  and  efficiency  of 
the  registration  of  vital  statistics  throughout  the  Stata  The 
secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics 
shall  be  the  superintendent  of  registration  of  vital  statistics 
as  supervised  by  said  board.  The  clerical  duties  and  safe 
keeping  of  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics  thus  created  shall 
be  provided  for  by  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  who 
shaU  also  provide  and  furnish  such  apartments  and  station- 
ery as  said  board  shall  require  in  the  discharge  of  such 
duties. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  health  officers  and 
boards  of  health  in  the  State  to  cummunicate  to  said  State 
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Board  of  Health  copies  of  all  their  reports  and  publications, 
and  also  such  sanitary  information  as  may  be  requested  by 
said  board.  And  said  board  is  authorized  to  require  re- 
ports and  information  ( at  such  times  and  of  such  facts  and 
generaUy  of  such  nature  and  extent  as  its  by-laws  or  rules 
may  provide ),  from  all  public  dispensaries,  hospitals,  asy- 
lums, infirmaries,  prisons  and  schools  and  from  the  mana- 
gers, principles  and  officers  thereof,  and  from  all  other  pub- 
Be  institutions,  their  officers  and  managers,  and  from  the 
proprietors,  managers,  lessees  and  occupants  of  all  places 
of  public  resort  in  the  State,  but  such  reports  shall  only  be 
required  concerning  matters  or  particulars  in  respect  of 
which  it  may  in  its  opinion  need  information  for  the  proper 
discharge  of  its  duties. 

Section  9.  Said  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  engage 
Buiiable  persons  to  render  sanitary  service  or  to  make  or 
supervise  practical  and  scientific  investigations  and  exami- 
nations requiring  expert  skill  and  to  prepare  plans  and  re- 
ports relative  thereto.  But  no  more  iiian  two  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  be  expended  in  any  one  year  for  such  sx)ecial 
sanitary  service. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  on  or  before 
tiie  first  Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  to  make  a  re- 
port in  writing  to  the  Governor  of  this  State  upon  the  sanitary 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  State  and  such  report  shall 
set  forth  the  action  of  the  said  board  and  of  its  officers  and 
agents  and  the  names  thereof  for  the  past  year  and  may 
contain  other  useful  information  pertinent  to  the  objects  for 
which  it  was  created,  and  shall  suggest  any  further  legisla- 
tive action  or  precaution,  deemed  proper  for  the  better  pro- 
tection of  life  and  health,  and  the  annual  report  of  said 
board  shall  also  contain  a  detailed  statement  of  the  State 
Treasurer  of  all  money  paid  out  by  or  on  account  of  said 
board,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  the  manner  of  its  expen- 
diture during  the  year  last  past,  but  its  total  expenditure 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
year. 

Section  11.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ( $10,000) 
is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  treasury  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  and  the  expenditures  properly  incurred  by  the 
authority  of  said  board  and  verified  by  affidavit,  subject, 
however,  to  the  limitations  hereinbefore  imposed,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  affect  immediately,  and 
all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  if  any  member  of  a 
co-partnership,  corporation  or  association  without  the  con- 
sent of  his  associate  or  associates  in  such  co-partnership, 
corporation  or  association  willfully  and  fraudulently  con- 
verts to  his  own  use  or  takes,  makes  way  with,  or  secretes 
with  intent  to  convert  to  his  own  use,  or  to  the  use  of  an- 
other,  or  withholds,  or  appropriates  or  otherwise  fraudu- 
lently applies  or  makes  use  of  any  money,  goods,  rights  in 
action,  or  other  valuable  securities,  or  effects  belonging  to 
such  co-partnership,  corporation  or  association  and  which 
may  have  come  into  his  possession  or  under  his  care,  or  who 
shall  wilfully  or  fraudulently  use  or  pledge  the  name  of  the

Providing  for  the  payment  Into  the  State  Treasury  of  all  fees  collected  bj 
the  officers,  a^entik  and  employes  of  the  State  Goyernment,  for  a  uni- 
form method  ot  keeping:  the  accounts  of  the  same,  and  for  paylag  by 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  to  the  said  officers,  agents  and  em- 
ployes, the  several  amounts  of  said  fees  which  they  are  respectively  en- 
titled to  receive. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  it  hereafter  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  officer,  agent  and  employ^  of  the  State 
government,  who  now  is  or  hereafter  shall  be  by  law  enti- 
tled to  receive  for  his  own  use  any  fees,  emoluments  and  |>er- 
quisites  whatsoever,  not  included  in  his  salary,  fixed  by  law 
and  now  paid  by  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  to  pay 
the  amount  of  said  fees,  emoluments  and  perquisites  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  State  in  the  manner  and  for  the  pur- 
poses by  this  act  hereinafter  directed.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  establUbment  and  maintenaDce  of  a  Home  for  DUa- 
bled  and  IndlDfcent  Soldlert  and  Sailors  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc.  That  the  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Auditor  General 
and  a  Committee  of  three  members  of  the  General  Assembly, 
consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Senate  and  House  respectively,  together  with 
a  committee  of  five  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  who  shall 
be  selected  by  the  department  commander  of  Pennsylvania 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
constituted  and  appointed  a  commission  to  locate  andestab- 
lish  a  home  for  the  disabled  and  indigent  soldiers,  sailors 
or  marines  who,  as  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  enlisted 
and  participated  in  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Union  of  the  United  States. 

Section  2.  That  the  commission  so  appointed  is  hereby 
empowered  and  directed  to  establish  said  soldiers'  and 
sailors'  home  anywhere  within  the  limits  of  this  Common- 
wealth, on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  decided 
upon  by  said  commission  as  most  advantageous  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, with  regard  to  economy  in  its  location  and 
future  maintenance,  and  at  the  same  time  to  be  heedful  of 
the  proper  support  and  comfort  of  those  who  are  to  be  main- 
tained tiiere. 

Section  3.  That  the  members  of  said  commission  shall 
perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act  without  any  compensation  for  their  services,  but 
their  actual  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  locution  and 
establishment  of  said  home  shall  be  borne  by  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  4  That  said  commission  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  should  it  bo  deemed  expedient  to  do  so  by 
said  commission,  to  convert  the  property  now  belonging  to 
the  Commonwealth  situate  at  or  near  the  city  of  Erie,  Erie 
county,  Pennsylvania,  and  known  as  the  Marine  Hospital, 
into  such  soldiers'  and  sailors'  home;  and  said  commission 
is  hereby  authorized  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  nec- 
essary changes  in  the  buildings  and  repairs  thereon,  and 
construct  otiier  necessary  buildings,  and  supply  such  furni- 
ture as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  render  the  same  in  a  com- 
fortable and  suitable  condition  to  be  used  and  occupied  as 
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such  home:  Providedy  That  total  expense  of  such  changes, 
repairs,  construction  and  furniture  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  5.  That  if  said  commission  shall  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  convert  the  said  Marine  Hospital  into  such  home, 
authority  is  hereby  given  said  commission  to  execute  a  lease 
for  suitable  buildings  at  any  place  in  the  Commonwealth, 
and  convert  the  same  into  such  home  and  to  expend  a  sum 
not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars  in  fitting  up  such 
building  and  supplying  the  same  with  furniture  in  a  suita- 
ble condition  to  be  occupied  with  comfort  and  convenience. 
And  said  commission  is  empowered  to  receive  on  the  part  of 
the  Commonwealth  any  donation  of  moneys,  furniture  or 
other  personal  property,  and  to  receive  and  hold  any  real 
estate  in  fee  simple,  or  for  a  term  of  years,  offered  for  the 
purpose  of  the  establishing  of  such  home,  or  for  the  future 
maintenance  of  the  disabled  and  indigent  soldiers,  sailors 
or  marines  of  Pennsylvania:  Provided^  That  the  authority 
hereby  given  to  rent  property  shall  not  empower  the  com- 
mission to  pay  an  annual  rental  that  shall  exceed  six  per 
centum  of  the  cash  value  of  the  property  rented,  said  cash 
value  to  be  determined  by  three  appraisers,  one  appointed 
on  the  part  of  the  commission,  and  another  by  the  owners 
of  the  property,  and  the  two  so  selected  shall  choose  a 
third 

Section  6.  That  the  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  admission  in  this  home  shall  be  those  only 
who  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment  in  the  army  or  navy 
were  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  or  served  in  some  Pennsyl- 
vania organization,  were  honorably  discharged  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  who  are  in  indigent  circumstances, 
and  from  any  disabilities  ( not  received  in  any  illegal  act ) 
are  unable  to  support  themselves  by  manual  labor,  and  who 
cannot  gain  admission  into  the  homes  for  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors provided  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

Section  7.  That  the  commission  hereby  appointed  shall 
also  constitute'  a  board  of  trustees  for  the  management  of 
said  home  when  established,  and  shall  have  the  power  to 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  its  management  and  govern- 
ment, to  employ  the  necessary  officers  and  employ^,  to  fix 
the  compensation  and  to  formulate  rules  for  the  admission 
of  disabled  and  indigent  soldiers  not  inconsistent  with  the 
preceding  section.  The  Governor,  State  Treasurer,  and 
Auditor  General  shall  hold  the  position  on  the  board  of 
trustees  during  their  term  of  office  as  Governor,  Treasurer 
and  Auditor  General,  and  shall  be  succeeded  on  the  board 
of  trustees  by  their  successors  in  office  as  Governor,  Treas- 
urer and  Auditor  General  respectively.  The  Senator  and

Be  it  enacted^  d&c,  That  section  one  of  said 
act  which  reads  as  follows:  ^'That  in  addition  to  the  means 
provided  in  section  one  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners  of  such  hotels,  the 
owners  of  such  seminaries,  colleges,  academies,  hospitals, 
asylums,  store-houses,  factories,  manufactories  or  work- 
shops, or  tenement  houses,  and  of  the  board  of  school 
directors  of  the  proper  school  district,  to  provide  and  cause 
to  be  affixed  to  every  such  building,  and  securely  fastened 
to  inside  of  each  six  window-heads,  one  chain  ten  feet  in 
length,  securely  attached  to  which  shall  be  a  rope  one  or 
more  inches  in  thickness  of  sufficient  length  to  reach  the 
ground  for  the  third  and  every  additional  story  of  all  such 
buildings  referred  to  in  said  act  And  said  ropes  to  be 
carefully  coiled  up  at  all  times  to  remain  on  the  inside 
sill  of  the  window  to  which  they  are  secured.

That  in  addition  to  the  means  of  escape  re- 
quired in  section  one  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners,  in  fee  or 
for  life,  of  every  building  constructed  more  than  two 
stories  high  and  used  or  intended  to  be  used  as  a  hotel, 
factory,  manufactory,  workshop,  tenement  house,  school, 
seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital,  asylum,  hall  or  place 
of  amusement,  and  of  the  trustee  or  trustees  of  every  estate, 
association,  society,  college,  academy,  hospital  or  asylum, 
owning  or  using  any  building  constructed  more  than  two 
stories  high,  and  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  any  of 
said  purposes,  and  of  the  board  of  education,  or  board  of 
school  directors,  having  charge  of  any  building  constructed 
more  than  ti^o  stories  high,  and  used  or  intended  to  be  used 
as  a  public  school,  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  securely  af- 
fxed  to  a  bolt  through  the  wall  over  the  window-head  in- 
side of  at  least  one  window,  in  each  room,  on  the  third 
floor,  and  in  each  room  on  each  higher  floor  of  every  such 
building,  a  chain  at  least  ten  feet  in  length  with  a  rope  at 
least  one  inch  in  diameter  securely  attached  thereto  of  suf- 
ficient length  to  extend  to  the  ground,  or  such  other  appli- 
ance as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  of  Are  commis- 
sioners of  any  city  or  county  having  a  board  of  fire  com- 
missioners; or  by  the  county  commissioners  of  any  county 
where  there  is  no  board  of  fire  commissioners:  Provided 
however^  That  when  the  third  floor,  or  any  higher  floor,  of 
any  such  building  is  not  sub-divided  into  rooms  then  at 
least  six  windows  on  each  of  such  floors  shall  be  provided 
with  such  chains  and  ropes,  or  such  other  appliances  as  may 
be  approved  by  any  board  of  fire  commissioners,  or  by  the 
county  commissioners  of  any  county,  where  no  board  of  fire 
commissioners  shall  exist:  And  provided  further^  That 
whenever  any  room  on  the  third  floor,  or  on  any  higher 
floor,  of  any  such  building  shall  contain  more  than  three 
windows,  then  at  least  one  window,  out  of  every  three  win- 
dows, in  every  such  room,  shall  be  provided  with  such  chain 
and  rope  or  such  other  appliance  as  may  be  approved  by 
any  board  of  fire  commissioners,  or  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  any  county,  having  no  board  of  fire  commis- 
sioners. And  each  of  such  ropes  shall  be  coiled  and  kept 
in  an  unlocked  box  in  an  unobstructed  place,  near  the  inside 
sill  of  the  window  to  which  such  rope  is  attached.  And  in 
all  hotels,  factories,  manufactories,  workshops,  schools,  semi- 
naries, colleges,  hospitals,  asylums,  halls  or  places  of  amuse- 
ment, or  other  places  mentioned  in  this  act,  the  hallways 
and  stairways  shall  be  properly  lighted  at  night,  and  at  the 
head  and  foot  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  and  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  all  hallways  with  main  corridors,  shall  be  kept  dur- 
ing the  night  a  red  light;  and  one  or  more  proper  alarms 
or  gongs  capable  of  being  heard  throughout  the  building 
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ehall  always  remain  easy  of  access  and  ready  for  use  in 
each  of  said  buildings  to  give  notice  to  the  inmates  in  case 
of  fire.  And  every  keeper  of  such  hotel,  factory,  manu- 
factory, workshop,  school,  seminary,  college,  hospital,  asy- 
lum, hall  or  place  of  amusement,  shall  keep  posted  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  every  sleeping  room  a  notice  decrip- 
tive  of  such  means  of  escape.  And  the  board  of  fire  com- 
missioners, and  the  county  commissioners  of  any  county 
having  no  board  of  fire  commissioners,  shall  have  the  right 
to  designate  the  location  of  the  chains  and  ropes  or  such 
other  appliances  in  conformity  with  this  act  to  be  attached 
to  any  building  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall 
grant  certificates  of  approval  to  every  person,  firm,  corpora* 
tion,  trustee,  board  of  education,  and  board  of  school 
directors,  complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  act, 
which  certificates  shall  relieve  the  party  or  parties  to  whom 
the  same  shall  be  issued  from  the  liabilities,  fines,  damages 
and  imprisonment  imposed  by  this  act 

That  section  two  of  said  act  which  reads  as  follows: 
"Every  person  whose  duty  it  is  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act  to  provide  ropes  and  chains  in  the  manner  prescribed, 
and  every  school  district  shall  also  be  liable  in  an  action  for 
damages  in  case  of  death  or  personal  injury  sustained,  in 
conseciuence  of  fire  breaking  out  in  any  such  building,  and 
of  the  absence  of  such  ropes  and  chains;  and  such  action 
may  be  maintained  by  any  person  now  authorized  by  law  to 
sue  in  other  cases  of  similar  injuries.  All  persons  failing 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  col- 
lected as  fines  and  forfeitures  are  now  by  law  collectible," 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  That  every  person,  corporation,  trustee,  board 
of  education,  and  board  of  school  directors,  neglecting  or 
refusing  to  comply  with  the  reqirements  of  the  first  section 
of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  collected  as  fines  are  now  by  law  collect- 
ible, and  shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month, 
nor  more  than  twelve  months.  And  in  case  of  fire  occur-

AN  ACT 

To  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  better  aecurity  oj 
life  and  limb  in  caaes  of  flre  in  hotels  and  other  buildings/'  approved 
eleventh  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-nine. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc^  That  section  one  of  said  act 
which  reads  as  follows:  ''That  all  the  following  described 
buildings  within  this  Commonwealth,  to  wit:  Every  build- 
ing used  as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital,  asylum, 
or  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  every  store- 
house, factory,  manufactory  or  work  shop  of  any  kind  in 
which  employ^  or  operators  are  usually  employed  at  work 
in  the  third  or  any  higher  story,  every  tenement  house  or 
building  in  which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodgers 
or  families,  and  every  public  school  building,  when  any 
such  buildings  are  three  or  more  stories  in  height,  shall  be 
provided  with  a  safe  external  means  of  escape  therefrom  in 
case  of  fire.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners  or  keep- 
ers, of  such  hotels,  of  the  owners,  superintendents  or  mana- 
gers of  such  seminaries,  colleges,  academies,  hospitals, 
asylums,  storehouses,  factories,  manufactories  or  workshops, 
of  the  owners  or  landlords  of  such  tenement  houses  or  their 
agents,  and  of  the  board  of  school  directors  of  the  proper 
school  districts,  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  affixed  to  every 
such  building  such  permanent  fire  escape,"  be  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  all  the  following  described  buildings 
within  this  Commonwealth,  to  wit:  Every  building  used 
as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital,  asylum,  or  hotel 
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for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  every  storehouse, 
factory,  manufactory  or  workshop  of  any  kind  in  which  em- 
ployfe  or  operatives  are  usually  employed  at  work  in  the 
third  or  any  higher  story,  every  tenement  house  or  build- 
ing in  which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodges  or 
families,  every  public  hall  or  place  of  amusement,  every 
parochial  or  public  school  building,  when  any  of  such  build- 
ings are  three  or  more  stories  in  heighth,  shall  be  provided 
with  a  permanent,  safe  external  means  of  escape  therefrom, 
incase  of  fire  independent  of  all  internal  stairways;  the  num- 
ber and  location  of  such  escapes  to  be  governed  by  the  size 
of  the  building,  and  the  number  of  its  inmates,  and  arranged 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  them  readily  accessible,  safe  and 
adequate  for  the  escape  of  said  inmates.  Such  escapes  to 
consist  of  outside,  open,  iron  stairway,  of  not  more  than 
forty-five  degrees  slant,  with  steps  not  less  than  six  inches 
in  width  and  twenty-four  inches  in  length.  And  all  of  said 
buildings  capable  of  accommodating  &om  one  hundred  to 
five  hundred  or  more  persons  as  operatives,  guests  or  in- 
mates, shall  be  provided  with  two  such  stairways,  and  more 
than  two  stairways,  if  such  be  necessary  to  secure  the  speedy 
and  safe  escape  of  said  inmates,  in  case  the  internal  stair- 
ways are  cut  oflF  by  fire  or  smoke.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  owner  or  owners  in  fee  or  for  life,  of  every  such 
building,  and  of  the  trustee  or  trustees  of  every  estate,  asso- 
ciation, society,  college,  seminary,  academy,  hospital,  or 
asylum,  owning  or  using  any  such  building,  and  of  the  board 
of  education  or  board  of  school  direstors  having  charge  of 
any  such  school  building,  to  provide  and  cause  to  be 
securely  affixed  outside  of  every  such  building  such  perma- 
nent external  unenclosed  fire  escape:  Provided,  That  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  prohibit  any  person  whose  duty 
it  is  under  this  act  to  erect  fire  escapes,  from  selecting  and 
erecting  any  other  and  diflFerent  devise,  design  or  instru- 
ment, being  a  permanent,  safe,  external  means  of  escape, 
J^ubject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  constituted 
authorities  for  that  purpose. 

That  section  two  of  said  act  which  reads  as  follows:  "It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners  in  con- 
junction with  the  fire  marshal  of  the  district,  where  such 
commissioners  and  fire  marshal  are  elected  or  appointed,  to 
first  examine  and  test  such  fire  escapes,  and,  after  upon 
trial,  said  fire  escape  should  prove  satisfactory  then  the  said

the  requirements  of  section  one  of  this  act. 

That  section  three  of  said  act  which  reads  as  follows: 
"  Every  person  whose  duty  it  is  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  to  provide  and  cause  to  be  affixed  to  any  of  said  build- 
ings such  external  fire  escape,  and  every  such  school  dis- 
trict, shall  be  liable  in  an  action  for  damages,  in  case  of 
death  or  personal  injury  sustained  in  consequence  of  fire 
breaking  out  in  any  such  building,  and  of  the  absence  of 
such  efficient  fire  escape,  and  such  action  may  be  maintain- 
ed by  any  person  now  authorized  by  law  to  sue  in  other 
cases  of  similar  injuries.  All  persons  failing  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  bo  liable  to  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  dollars,  ($300)  to  be  collected  as 
fines  and  forfeitures  are  now  by  law  collectible,"  be  amened- 
ed  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  That  every  person,  corporation,  trustee,  board 
of  education,  and  board  of  school  directors,  neglecting  or 
refusing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  section  one  of 
this  act,  in  erecting  said  fire  escape  or  escapes  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  ana  also  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  less  than  one  month,  or  more  than  two 
months.  And  in  case  of  fire  occurring  in  any  of  said  build- 
ings in  the  absence  of  such  fire  escape  or  escapes,  approved 
by  certificate  of  said  officials,  the  said  person  or  corpora- 
tions shall  be  liable  in  an  action  for  damages  in  case  of 
death  or  personal  injuries  sustained  in  consequence  of  such 
fire  breaking  out  in  said  building,  and  shall  also  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  six  months,  nor  more  than  twelve  months;  and 
such  action  for  damages  may  be  maintained  by  any  person 
now  authorized  by  law  to  sue  as  in  other  cases  of  similar 
injuries:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  inter- 
fere with  fire  escapes  now  in  use  approved  by  the  proper 
authorities.

poses of  this  act,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  said  court 
the  first  day  of  the  next  term,  which  report  shall  be  filed, 
and  the  court  after  hearing  all  parties  interested  shall  con- 
firm or  reject  the.  same  as  shall  appear  proper  from  the 
evidence,  and  the  action  of  the  court  in  such  report  shall 
be  evidence  on  the  trial  of  any  action  to  recover  any  pen- 
alty provided  by  this  act 

Section  3.  That  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  first  section  of 
this  act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per 
month  for  every  month  he  or  they  so  neglect,  which  sum 
shall  be  recovered  as  like  sums  are  now  recoverable,  and 
suit  therefor  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
school  district  in  which  the  dam  is  located  that  is  com- 
plained of.

guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  ui)on  conviction  thereof,  be 
sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  and 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.  If  any  person 
shall  be  found  in  any  house,  room,  outhouse,  tent,  arbor 
or  other  place  whatsoever,  set  up  or  estabHshed  as  aforesaid, 
smoking  opium  or  using  opium  in  any  way  or  manner,  or  in 
any  way  or  manner  aiding,  assisting,  abetting  or  permitting 
the  smoking  of  opium,  or  the  use  of  opium  in  the  way  or 
manner  as  aforesaid,  such  person,  so  offending,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  and 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

If  any  person  shall,  through  soHcitation,  invitation  or  de- 
vice, persuade,  or  prevail  on,  any  person  to  visit  any  room, 
building,  arbor,  booth,  shed  or  tenement,  or  other  place  kept 
for  the  purpose  of  the  smoking  of  opium,  or  of  using  opium 
in  any  way  or  manner,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
xmdergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year. 

If  an  affidavit  be  made  and  tiled  before  any  magistrate, 
before  whom  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  commission 
of  either  of  the  crimes  provided  against  in  the  preceding 
sections,  setting  forth  that  the  affiant  has  reason  to  believe, 
and  does  believe,  that  the  person  charged  in  such  complaint 
has,  upon  his  person  or  at  any  other  place  named  in  said 
affidavit,  any  opium  device,  apparatus  or  instrument,  the 
discovery  of  which  might  lead  to  establish  the  truth  of  such 
charge,  the  said  magistrate  shall,  by  his  warrant,  command 
the  officer,  who  is  authorized  to  arrest  the  person  so  charged, 
to  make  diligent  search  for  such  opium  device,  apparatiis 
or  instrument,  and  if  found,  to  bring  the  same  before  such 
magistrate,  and  the  officer  so  seizing  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  the  magistrate  before  whom  he  takes  the  prisoner,  who 
shall  retain  possession,  and  be  responsible  therefor,  until 
the  discharge,  commitment  or  letting  to  bail  of  the  person  so 
charged,  after  which  such  officer  shall  retain  such  opium 
device,  apparatus  or  instrument  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
court  before  which  such  offender  may  be  required  to  ap- 
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pear,  until  his  discharge,  or  conviction,  and  in  case  of  the 
eonyiction  of   such  person,   the  opium   device,    apparatus 
or  instrument  shall,  by  the  direction  of  the   court,  be   de- 
stroyed.    It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  sheriff,  con- 
stable, or  other  officer  of  justice,  to  seize  upon,  secure  and 
remove,  any  opium  device,  apparatus  or  instrument  of  any 
kind,  character  or  description  whatsoever  used  and  employed 
for  the  purposes  of  the  unlawful  smoking  of  opium,  or  of 
the  unlawful  use  of  opium  as  aforesaid,  and  to  arrest,  with 
or  without  warrant,  any  person  using  or   employing  the 
same,  and  the  said  court,  upon  hearing  the  parties  if  they 
should  appear,  if  satisfied  that  such  opium  device,  appa- 
ratus or  instrument,  was  employed  and  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  unlawful  smoking  of  opium,  or  of  the  unlawful 
use  of  opium  as  aforesaid,  shall  adjudge  the  same  forfeited, 
and  order  it  to  be  publicly  destroyed,  and  at  the  same  time 
order  reasonable  costs  and  charges  to  the  seizing  officer,  to 
be  paid  by  the  owner  or  possessor  of  such  opium  device, 
apparatus  or  instrument,  or  in  case  of  his  default,  or   in 
case  he  cannot  be  found,  to  be  paid  as  costs  are  now  by  law 
paid  on  indictment,    and  such  adjudication   shall   be   ex- 
clusive evidence  to  establish  the  legality  of  such  seizure  in 
any  court  of  this  Commonwealth ;  in  any  cases  in  which  the 
question  of  its  legality  shall  arise,  no  writ  of  replevin  shall 
issue  for  any  opium  device,  apparatus  or  instrument  seized 
as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  action  be  instituted  for,  or  on 
account  of,  such  seizure,  until  the  court  shall  have  first 
adjudicated  upon  the   premises,  but  such  writ  or  action 
shall  forthwith,  on  motion,  be  quashed  and  abated  by  the 
court  in  which  it  shall  be  sued  or  brought :  Provided,  That 
this  act  shall  not  apply  to  druggists  or  physicians,  or  others 
engaged  in  the  legitimate  u^e  jr  sale  of  opium.

for  a  fraction  of  a  quarter  is  due  him,  the  same  shall  be  so 
computed  as  not  to  increase  or  diminish  the  salary  he  is  en- 
titled to  receive  under  the  several  acts  of  Assembly  fixing 
the  compensation  of  judges.

ted and  settled  by  the  Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer, 
in  the  usual  manner.  And  the  resident  clerk  shall  receive 
from  the  Pubhc  Printer  the  bound  copies  of  the  Legislative 
Record,  and  forward  them  to  the  members  of  the  House;  he 
shall  also  receive  from  the  contractor  for  publishing  the 
Legislative  Record,  the  back  numbers  due  the  members  of 
the  House  after  the  adjournment,  and  fold  and  mail  them 
to  the  address  of  the  persons  to  whom  they  have  been  mail- 
ed by  the  members  during  the  session;  he  shall  also  receive 
after  the  adjournment  from  the  Public  Printer  any  docu- 
ments and  other  printed  matter  authorized  by  law  to  be 
printed,  and  have  the  same  promptly  forwarded  by  the  con- 
tractor. And  for  the  necessary  expenses  in  the  offices  of 
the  chief  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
during  the  recess  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  each  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  settled  by  the 
Auditor  Oeneral  in  the  usual  manner.

For  the  chief  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  for  extra  clerical  and  other  services 
devolving  upon  them  during  the  year  Anno  Domini  eighteen 
himdred  and  eighty-six,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars each.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed. 

Section  11.  For  the  payment  of  the  resident  clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  for  clerical  and  other  servicer 
which  may  devolve  upon  him  during  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty -six,  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred 
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dollars,  and  also  for  the  librarian  of  the  Senate  for  like 
serrices,  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars,  and  also  a 
like  stun  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  to  pay  for  services 
rendered  by  the  librarian  of  the  Senate,  during  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- four. 

Section  12.  For  the  support  of  the  common  schools  of 
this  Commonwealth,  for  the  years  commencing  on  the  first 
Monday  of  June  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  and  first  Monday  of  June  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty- six,  each  year,  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  to 
be  paid  on  warrants  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, in  favor  of  the  several  school  districts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth: Provided,  That  the  city  of  Philadelphia  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  proper  portion  of  this  appropriation  and  out 
of  the  amount  received  by  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  there 
shall  be  paid  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  teachers  institute 
of  the  said  city,  and  tihree  thousand  dollars  to  the  Philadel- 
phia School  of  Design  for  Women  for  their  corporate  pur- 
poses. 

Section  13.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
county  superintendents  of  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of 
eighty -six  thousemd  dollars  annually,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  each  year,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  for  the  edu- 
cation of  teachers  in  the  normal  schools,  the  sum  of  forty- 
eight  thousand  dollars  annually,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  be  applied  on  the  same  conditions,  and  un- 
der the  same  restrictions,  as  are  set  forth  in  section  three  of 
the  general  appropriation  act,  approved  March  twenty -third. 
Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven:  Provided^  That  each  student  in  a  normal  school, 
drawing  an  allowance  from  the  State,  must  receive  regular 
instruction  in  the  science  and  art  of  teaching,  in  a  special 
class  devoted  to  that  object,  for  the  whole  time  such  an  al- 
lowance is  drawn. 

Section  14.  The  State  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  on  accounts  to  be  audited  by  the 
Auditor  General  and  the  State  Treasurer,  in  the  usual  man- 
ner, for  the  years  commencing  June  first,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  June  first,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  such  sum  as  may  be  required 
by  contract  made  in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  payment  of 
stationary,  printing  paper  and  material  required  for  the 
public  printing,  for  supplies  and  fuel  furnished  to  the  two 
houses  of  the  Legislature  and  the  several  departments  of  the 
government,  and  for  the  printing,  binding  and  distribution 
of  the  laws,  journals  and  department  reports,  and  for  the 
miscellaneous  printing,  folding,  stitching  and  binding,  and 
for  repairs  to,  and  furnishing  of  the  chambers  and  commit- 
tee rooms  of  the  two  houses  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
several  departments  of  the  government,  which  shall  be 
done  only  on  the  written  orders  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
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sioners  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  and  that  the  watch- 
man now  authorized  by  law  be  requiied  to  keep  an  account 
and  make  rej)ort  in  writing  to  the  chief  clerk  of  each  bouse, 
of  the  number  of  tons  of  coal,  and  the  number  of  cords  of 
wood,  delivered  on  said  contracts. 

Section  15.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  fundeil 
debt  of  the  CJommonwealth,  which  falls  due  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty -five,  and  the  first  day  of  February,  Anno  Domini, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  and 
forty-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
like  interest  due  on  the  first  day  of  August,  Anno  Domini, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  six,  and  the  first 
day  of  February,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  him- 
dred  and  eighty-seven,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  nine- 
teen thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars,  and  for 
the  compensation  to  the  fiscal  agent,  the  Farmers  and  Me- 
chanics National  Bank  of  Philadelphia,  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  dollars  each  year. 

Section  16.  For  the  payment  of  the  annual  salaries  of 
the  inspectors  of  mines,  and  their  clerks,  under  the  act  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy,  and  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-one,  for  each  of  the  years  commencing  June 
first,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  the 
sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  Uiereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  for  contingent  expenses,  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

Section  17.  For  the  expense  of  keeping  the  public 
grounds  in  order,  and  furnishing,  repairing  and  improving 
the  public  buildings  and  grounds,  which  shall  be  done  only 
on  written  orders  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Commision- 
ers  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  for  the  year  com- 
mencing June  first  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  for  the  year  commencing  June  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- six,  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary' ; 
and  the  superintendent  shall  file  with  the  Auditor  General, 
within  twenty  days  after  the  close  of  each  quarter,  for  set- 
tlement, proper  vouchers  for  all  sums  expended  by  him 
under  this  section:  Providedy  That  the  Board  of  Conmiis- 
sioners  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  shall  limit  their 
expenditures  in  each  year  to  the  sum  hereby  appropriated. 

Section  18.  The  sum  of  thirty  thousand  ( $30,000 )  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes: 

For  the  construction  of  an  elevator  in  the  main  building, 
four  thousand  dollars. 
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For  frescoing  the  rotunda  and  hall-ways  on  the  first  and 
second  floors,  and  side  walls  leading  to  the  State  Library, 
the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars. 

For  resetting  and  placing  new  stone  steps  where  neces- 
sary in  front  of  the  Capitol  buildings,  and  repairing  and  re- 
placing the  broken  portions  of  the  bases  of  buildings,  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  renewing  fifty-three  windows,  including  frames,  glass 
weights,  et  cetera,  in  main  building,  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand three  hundred  dollars. 

For  painting  and  stenciling  the  outside  of  the  Capitol, 
and  buildings  of  the  several  departments,  including  the 
painting  of  roofs  and  dome,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  the  repairing  of  the  roof  of  the  main  building,  where 
necessary,  and  for  the  renewal  of  the  columns  and  railing 
of  the  dome,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars. 

For  new  doors  and  entrances  at  the  east  and  west  side 
of  Capitol,  and  new  floor  in  rotunda  and  main  hall,  and  re- 
pairs to  the  stairways,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred doUars. 

For  the  purpose  of  repapering  and  repainting  the  rooms 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

To  be  settled  by  the  Auditor  General  on  presentation  of 
proper  vouchers  in  the  usual  manner. 

The  said  improvements  and  repairs  to  be  constructed  ac- 
cording to  specifications  approved  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  buildings  and  grounds,  who  shall  select  such 
artisans  and  artists  to  perform  the  respective  work  (under 
their  supervision ),  as  may  be  deemed  best  for  the  proper 
construction  of  the  same,  and  the  best  interests  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Section  19.  For  the  purchase  of  new  carpets,  and  such 
refurnishing  as  may  be  required  for  the  Governor's  mansion, 
and  for  such  other  expenditures  and  repairs  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  outbuildings  and  grounds,  which  shall  be 
done  on  the  written  order  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  the  sum 
of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  settled  by  the  Auditor  General 
on  presentation  of  proper  vouchers  in  the  usual  manner 

Section  20.  That  hereafter  no  improvements  or  repairs 
shall  be  made  to  any  of  the  public  grounds  or  buildings, 
nor  shall  any  furniture  of  any  kind  be  ordered  or  procured 
by  any  of  the  heads  of  departments,  or  clerks  of  either  of 
the  two  houses,  until  a  requisition  for  such  improvements, 
or  repairs,  or  furniture,  shall  first  have  been  approved  by  a

Appbovsd — The  9th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1885,  except  to 
the  items  which  I  hereby  disapprove  of. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Constitution  giving  the  Ex- 
ecutive power  to  disapprove  of  any  item  or  items  of  any 
bill  making  appropriations  of  money  embracing  distinct 
items,  the  following  items  of  the  foregoing  bill  are  disap- 
proved of: — 

Section  5.  The  item  in  this  section  appropriating  thirty- 
five  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  ^^salaries 
of  the  officers  and  employ^  of  the  Senate  (except  watchmen 
and  pages)"  is  over  twelve  thousand  dollars  in  excess  of  the 
salaries  of  those  officers  and  employes  as  fixed  by  law;  and 
is  an  attempt  to  give  them  unlawful  extra  compensation 
which  is  thus  embraced  in  a  lumped  sum,  part  of  which  is  a 
legitimate  appropriation,  in  the  hope  of  thereby  escaping 
Executive  disapproval.  The  art  thus  made  use  of  to  pre- 
vent the  exercise  of  a  Constitutional  perogative  by  the  Gov- 
ernor is  of  itself  an  admission  of  a  consciousness  upon  the 
part  of  the  law-making  power  that  their  design  was  liable 
to  call  for  the  disapproval  of  the  Executive.  To  justify  this 
expectation  there  had  been  two  previous  warnings.  My  dis- 
tinguished predecessor,  Governor  Hoyt,  in  approving  the 
general  appropriation  bill  of  1881,  regretted  tiiat  the  extra 
illegal  compensation  given  to  the  officers  and  employ^  in 
that  bill  was  included  in  the  gross  appropriation  for  the  en- 
tire legislative  department,  as  he  doubted  whether,  not  being 
embraced  in  a  separate  item,  he  could  disapprove  of  it  with- 
out vetoing  the  entire  appropriation.  He  therefor  signed 
the  bill,  but  put  on  record  his  protest  against  what  he 
termed  a  '^  palpable  violation  of  the  Constitution."  At  the 
regular  session  of  1883  similar  extra  compensation  was  ap- 
propriated in  the  general  bill  by  a  distinct  item,  and  received 
the  disapproval  of  the  present  Executive.  In  the  bill  be- 
fore me  the  effort  is  again  made  to  include  the  extra  pay  in 
a  lumped  sum.  I  believe,  however,  that  the  terms  of  the 
bill  are  such  as  to  make  the  objectionable  item  severable 
from  the  proper  ones  and  subject  to  distinct  disapproval. 

It  is  useless  here  to  again  discuss  at  length  the  nature  of 
this  extra  compensation  and  the  legal  reasons  against  it 

All  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  Senate  covered  by  this 
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'•"••'•'  •  item  8Cre,  by  the  act  of  1874,  given  fixed  salaries, — a  round 
sum  "per  annum''  or  for  "each  session."  This  bill  gives 
them  their  salaries  for  100  days  of  the  session  and  in  addi- 
tion a  daily  pro  rata  compensation  for  fifty  days  of  session 
in  excess  of  the  100.  It  is  useless  to  prolong  arguments  to 
prove  that  "  per  annum "  does  not  mean  "  for  a  hundred 
days,"  and  that  "  each  session  "  does  not  mean  a  part  of  a 
session.  The  act  of  1874  fixing  these  salaries  also  specifi- 
cally provides  that  no  other  or  further  compensation  than 
the  salaries  shall  be  paid  the  respective  officers.  For  a 
detailed  discussion  of  this  subject  I  refer  to  the  protest  of 
Governor  Hoyt  above  alluded  to,  to  my  disapproval  of  tho 
items  of  the  general  appropriation  bill  of  1888,  to  my  dis- 
approval of  House  bill  No.  225,  communicated  wi^  this 
paper  and  to  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Buckalew  upon  Section  IL 
of  Article  III,  of  the  Constitution,  in  his  admirable  work

He  is  made  by 
the  same  law  a  returning  officer  of  the  Senate  and  as  such 
in  the  language  of  the  act,  is  "  authorized  to  return  to  the 
regular  session  of  the  Legislature  next  following  that  for 
which  he  was  elected  or  appointed."  The  law  therefore 
clearly  intends  that  at  the  end  of  the  session  for  which  he 
was  appointed  he  should  go  to  his  home  and  not  '^  return" 
until  the  assembling  of  the  next  Legislature,  when  and 
when  only  he  is  authorized  to  return.  This  bill,  however, 
makes  him  an  officer  resident  and  perpetual,  who,  from  the 
moderate  but  ample  salary  of  $8(K)  per  session  fixed  by  law, 
has  risen  until,  by  this  bill,  he  is  given  over  three  thousand 
dollars  for  the  entire  year  1885,  and  $1800  for  1886  when 
there  is  no  session,  together  with  an  incidental  expense  ac- 
count of  $1200  a  year.  It  would  astonish  the  framers  of 
the  law  of  1874  to  see  how  important  this  officer  of  their 
creation  has  grown,  and  how  expensive  he  has  become  at  a 
time  when  they  intended  he  should  be  at  home  attending  to 
his  private  affairs.  The  attempt  to  give  this  officer  $1800 
back  pay  for  18S4  is  a  most  palpable  violation  of  law  and 
should  have  no  place  in  this  bill. 

The  items  for  the  two  Chief  Clerks  and  the  Resident 
Clerk  during  times  when  there  is  no  session  are  disapproved 
for  the  same  reasons.  They  are  made  returning  officers  by 
the  act  of  1874,  and  have  no  lawful  business  at  the  seat  of 
government  as  paid  public  servants  in  years  in  which  there 
is  no  session.  Their  salaries  are  fixed  by  law  at  a  given 
sum    *'  per  annum."     I  have  approved  the  appropriations

for  the  expenses  of  their  offices  during  the  recess  of  1885, 
as  they  being  yearly  officers  may  have  dnties  to  perform 
during  the  recess  for  which  their  per  itnTinm  salary  compen- 
sates them.  But  all  appropriations  to  them  for  sendees  or 
for  expenses  for  the  year  1886,  when  the  Legislature  will 
not  be  in  session  and  when  they,  in  contemplation  of  law, 
are  at  their  homes  I  have  disapproved  of.  The  clause  of 
section  10,  purporting  to  repeal  all  acts  inconsistent  with  its 
provisions,  is  a  nullity.  The  general  appropriation  bill  can 
contain  only  appropriations  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
government  and  cannot  repeal  any  law. 

Section  32.  This  section  is  disapproved  of.  It  appro- 
priates 11200,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for 
the  payment  of  the  services  of  the  Stenographers  and  clerks 
to  the  Standard  Oil  Company  investigation  committee.  This 
committ^ee  was  authorized  by  concurrent  resolution  No.  34, 
of  the  session  of  1883.  That  resolution  provided  that  ihe 
committee  should  perform  its  duties  at  '^  an  expense  not  to 
exceed  $2500."  A  bill  was  passed  at  this  session,  which 
the  Executive  signed,  appropriating  $2500  for  the  expenses 
of  the  committee.  The  item  now  under  consideration  ap- 
propriates $1200  additional  for  such  expenses  in  clear  viola- 
tion of  the  limitation  and  prohibition  of  the  resolution  cre- 
ating the  committee.  Not  only  is  such  an  increase  in  bad 
faith  to  those  who  passed  the  resolution,  but  it  also  violates 
the  restriction  contained  in  Section  U,  of  Article  III,  of  the 
Constitution  which  says  that  ^^  no  bill  shall  be  passed  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  any  claim  against  the  Common- 
wealth without  previous  authority  of  law."  Moreover  this 
item  is  not  an  "  ordinary  "  expense  of  the  government,  and 
ought  not  to  be  in  this  bilL 

The  other  items  of  the  foregoing  bill  are  approved.

Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  a 
wrong  age  has  been  gfven  in  good  faith  in  any  application 
for  a  poGcy  of  life  insurance,  the  company  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  the  face  value  of  the  policy,  but  such  sum  as 
the  premium  paid  would  have  purchased  at  the  applicant's 
real  age  at  the  time  of  effecting  the  insurance.

for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  and  any  person  who  shall  re- 
ceive such  property  with  such  intent,  or  who  shall,  with  hke 
intent,  collude  wiiii  any  debtor  for  the  concealment  of  any

further  number  of  said  papers,  until  twelve  jurors  shall  ap- 
pear and  be  approved,  and  the  said  jurors,  having  been 
sworn  or  affirmed  as  the  law  directs,  shall  be  the  jury  to  try

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  having 
i[illed  any  animal  or  bird  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  and  who  is  desirous  of  avaihng  himself  of  the  pre- 
miums therein  provided,  to  produce  such  slain  animal  or 
bird  before  any  magistrate,  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  county,  in  which  the  same  was  killed,  and  make  affi- 
davit of  the  time  and  place  of  killing  the  same.  Provided, 
That  the  pelt,  if  entire  from  the  tip  of  the  nose  of  any  such 
animal,  may  be  produced  in  lieu  of  the  same,  when  so  pre- 
ferred; and  upon  the  reception  of  any  such  animal,  or  pelt, 
or  bird  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  magistrate,  alderman  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  presence  of  said  person  killing 
such  animal,  or  bird,  and  one  elector  of  the  county,  to  cut 
off  the  ears  of  such  animal  or  the  head  of  such  bird,  and  in 
the  presence  of  said  persons,  bum  the  same. 

Section  8.  Upon  the  destruction  of  the  ears  or  heads  as 
aforesaid,  the  magistrate,  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace 
shall  give  to  the  person  producing  such  animal  or  bird, 
a  certificate  of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
directed  to  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  in  which  such 
animal  or  bird  was  slain,  which  certificate  shall  contain  the 
following  facts,  the  kind  of  animal,  or  bird  killed,  when, 
where  and  by  whom  killed,  and  the  date  by  whom  and  in 
the  presence  of  what  elector  the  ears  of  said  animal  or  head 
of  said  bird  was  destroyed,  and  upon  the  production  of  such 
certificate,  the  said  commissioners  shall  give  an  order  upon 
the  county  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  premium  or  pre- 
miums provided  by  this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty 
of  the  magistrate,  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  taking 
the  affidavit,  provided  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  to 
file  the  same  forthwith,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  filed,  in  the 
office  of  the  commissioners  of  the  coimty,  and  upon  filing 
the  same,  the  said  magistrate,  alderman  or  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  receive  from  the  county  stock,  the  sum  of  twenty 
cents,  in  full  compensation  for  all  services  under  this  act.

To  repeal  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  for  regnlatin  and 
maintaining  offences",  passed  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.y  That  so  much  of  an  act, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  regulating  and  maintaining  of  fen- 
ces", passed  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  seven  hundred,  as 
reads  as  follows,  namely:    "For  preventing  disputes  and 
differences,  that  may  arise  through  the  neglect  or  insuffi- 
ciency of  fences,  in  this  province  and  counties  annexed,  be 
it  enacted,  that  all  cornfields  and  grounds  kept  for  enclos- 
ures, within  the  said  province  and  counties  annexed,  shall 
be  well  fenced,  with  fence  at  least  five  feet  high,  of  suffi- 
cient rail,  or  logs,  and  close  at  the  bottom;  and  whosoever, 
not  having  their  grounds  enclosed  with  sufficient  fence  as 
aforesaid,  shall  hurt,  kill  or  do  damage  to  any  horse,  kine, 
sheep,  hogs  or  goats  of  any  other  persons,  by  hunting  or 
driving  them  out  of,  or  from  the  said  grounds,  shall  be 
liable  to  make  good  all  damages  sustained  thereby  to  the 
owner   of  said  cattle.     Provided,    That  all  sorts  of  swine 
going  at  large,  contrary  to  the  intent  of  an  act  made  and 
passed  this  present  session,  entitled  ^An  act  for  the  restrain- 
ing of  swine  from  running  at  large',  shall  not  fail,  nor  be 
deemed  within  the  construction  of  this  act,  but  if  any  horse, 
kine,  sheep,  hogs  or  goats,  or  any  kind  of  cattle  shall  break 
into  any  man's  enclosure,  the  fence  being  of  the  aforesaid 
height  or  sufficiency,  and  by  the  view  of  two  persons,  for 
that  purpose  appointed  by  the  county  court,  found  and  ap- 
proved to  be  such,  then  the  owner  of  such  cattle  shall  be 
liable  to  make  good  all  damages  to  the  owner  of  the  enclos- 
ure, for  the  first  offense  single  damages  only,  and  ever  after 
double  the  damages  sustained;  and  all  persons  having  any 
imruly  horses,  mares  or  cattle,  that  are  not  to  be  kept  off, 
by  such  fences  as  aforesaid,  are  ordered  and  shall  be  obliged 
to  take  effectual  care  to  restrain  the  same  from  trespassing 
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on  their  neighbors'  enclosures ",  being  the  first  section  of 
the  said  act,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sherifiF  of  any 
county,  on  the  request  of  the  county  commissioners  thereof, 
to  cause  this  act  to  be  published  therein,  with  and  in  the 
same  manner  that  notices  of  the  next  general  election  shall 
be  published;  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether, 
or  not  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  deemed  expedient  and  de- 
sired in  Buch  county,  the  quahfied  electors  thereof  may  vote, 
at  such  next  gener^  election,  by  ballots,  written  or  printed, 
as  follows,  namely;  On  the  outside  the  words,  "Bepeal  of 
the  Fence  Law",  and  on  the  inside  the  words,  "In  Favor 
of  Eepeal,  "  or  "  Against  Eepeal " ;  and  in  receiving,  count- 
ing and  making  returns  of  the  ballots  aforesaid,  the  judge, 
inspectors  and  clerks  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  regulating  general  elections;  and  if,  upon  a 
proper  ccTunt  of  such  ballots  in  any  county,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  majority  thereof  are,  "  In  Favor  of  Bepeal, "  this  act 
shall  forthwith  take  effect  therein;  but  the  same  shall  not 
take  effect  in  any  county  of  this  Commonwealth,  until  it  has 
been  ascertained  that  the  provisions  thereof  are  deemed  ex- 
pedient and  desired  therein,  by  an  election  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  Provided,  That  if  at  an  election  held  in  any 
county,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  appear  that 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  thereat  are  "  Against  Eepeal, " 
no  vote  shall  again  be  taken,  as  herein  provided,  for  the 
period  of  three  years  thereafter.

To  protect  oil,  gas  and  water  welU,  tanks,  pipes  and  machinery  connected 
therewith,  and  to  prevent  wilful  and  malicious  injury  thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc,  That  if  any  person  shall 
wilfully  and  maliciously  injure  any  well  sunk  for  the  pro- 
duction of  oil,  or  gas,  or  water,  or  any  tank  intended  or 
used  for  the  storage  of  oil,  or  gas,  or  water,  or  any  line 
of  pipe  intended  or  used  for  the  transportation  of  oil,  or 
gas,  or  water,  or  any  machinery  connected  with  such  wells, 
tanks  or  lines  of  pipe,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  being  thereof  convicted,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay 
a  fiue  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  undergo  im- 
prisonment, not  exceeding  three  years,  or  both,  or  either,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  2,  That  whenever  any  well  shall  have  been  put

rock,  and  drive  a  round  seasoned  wooden  plug,  at  least  two 
feet  in  length,  equal  in  diameter  to  the  diameter  of  the  well 
below  the  casing,  to  a  point  at  least  five  feet  below  the  bot- 
tom of  the  casing,  and,  immediately  after  the  drawing  of 
the  casing,  shall  drive  a  round  wooden  plug  into  the  well, 
10  Laws.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  whenever,  hereafter, 
letters  of  administration,  on  the  estate  of  any  person  sup- 
posed to  be  dead  on  account  of  absence  for  seven  or  more 
years  from  the  place  of  his  last  domicile  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, shall  be  applied  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
register  of  wills,  to  whom  the  application  shall  be  made,  to 
certify  the  same  forthwith  to  the  orphans'  court  of  the 
county;  the  said  court,  if  satisfied  that  the  applicant  would 
be  entitled  thereto  were  the  supposed  decedent  in  fact  dead, 
shall  cause  to  be  advertised,  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  county,  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks,  the  fact 
of  said  application,  together  with  notice  that  on  a  day  cer- 
tain, which  shall  be  at  least  two  weeks  after  the  last  of  said 
advertisements,  the  court  will  hear  evidence  concerning  the 
alleged  absence  of  the  supposed  decedent  and  the  circum- 
stances and  duration  thereof.

lished, and  no  person  shall  be  disqualified  to  testify  by 
reason  of  his  or  her  relationship  as  husband  or  wife  to  the 
supposed  decedent,  or  of  his  or  her  interest  in  the  estate  of 
the  person  supposed  to  be  dead. 

Section  3.  If  satisfied  upon  the  hearing,  that  the  legal 
presumption  of  death  is  made  out,  the  court  shall  so  decree, 
and  shall  forthwith  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  inserted  for 
two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county, 
and,  also,  when  practicable  in  a  newspaper  published  at  or 
near  the  place  beyond  the  Commonwealth,  where,  when  last 
heard  from,  the  supposed  decedent  had  his  residence.  The 
said  notice  shall  require  the  supposed  decedent,  if  alive,  or 
any  other  person  for  him,  to  produce  to  the  court  vnthin 
twelve  weeks  from  the  date  of  its  last  insertion  satisfactory 
evidence  of  his  continuance  in  life. 

Section  4  If,  within  the  said  period  of  twelve  weeks, 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  orphans'  court  of  the  continu- 
ance in  life  of  the  said  decedent  shall  not  be  forthcoming, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  order  the  register  of 
wills  to  issue  the  letters  of  administration  to  party  thereto 
entitled;  and  the  said  letters,  until  revoked,  and  all  acts 
done  in  pursuance  thereof  and  in  reliance  thereupon,  shall 
be  as  valid  as  if  the  supposed  decedent  were  really  dead. 

Section  5.  The  orphans'  court  may  revoke  the  said  let- 
ters at  any  time,  on  due  and  satisfactory  proof  that  the  sup- 
posed decedent  is  in  fact  alive;  after  which  revocation  all 
the  powers  of  the  administrator  shall  cease,  but  all  receipts 
or  disbursements  of  assets,  and  other  acts  previously  done 
by  him,  shall  remain  as  valid,  as  if  the  said  letters  were  un- 
revoked; and  the  administrator  shall  settle  an  account  of 
his  administration  down  to  the  time  of  such  revocation,  and 
shall  transfer  all  assets,  remaining  in  his  hands,  to  the  per- 
son, as  whose  administrator  he  had  acted,  or  to  his  duly 
authorized  agent  or  attorney,  Protnded^  Nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  validate  the  title  of  any  person  to  any 
money  or  property  received  as  widow,  next  of  kin  or  heir  of 
such  supposed  decedent,  but  the  same  may  be  recovered 
from  such  person,  in  all  cases  in  which  such  recovery  would 
be  had,  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Provided  further^  That  before  any  distribution  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  estate  of  such  supposed  decedent,  the  per- 
sons entitled  to  receive  the  same  shall  respectively  give  suf- 
ficient real,  personal  security,  to  l)e  approved  of  by  the  or- 
phans' court  li^ving  jurisdiction,  in  such  sum  and  form  as 
the  court  shall  direct,  with  condition,  that  if  the  said  sup- 
posed decedent  shall  in  fact  be  at  the  time  alive,  they  will 
respectively  refund  the  amounts  received  by  each  on  demand 
with  interest  thereon;  but  if  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  is  or  are  unable  to  give  the  security 
aforesaid,  then  the  money  shall  be  put  at  inteiest,  on  secu- 
rity approved  by  said  court,  which  interest  is  to  be  paid 
annually  to  the  person  entitled  to  it,  and  the  money  to  re-

main  at  interest  until  the  secority  aforesaid  is  given,  or  the 
orphans'  court,  on  application,  shall  order  it  to  be  paid  to 
the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  it. 

After  revocation  of  the  letters,  the  person 
erroneously  supposed  to  be  dead  may,  on  suggestion  filed  of 
record  of  the  proper  fact,  be  substituted  as  plaintiff  in  all 
actions  brought  by  the  administrator,  whether  prosecuted  to 
judgment  or  otherwise.  He  may,  in  all  actions  previously 
brought  against  his  administrator,  be  subtituted  as  defend- 
ant, on  proper  suggestion  filed  by  himself,  or  by  the  plain- 
tiff therein,  but  shall  not  be  comi)elled  to  go  to  trial  in  less 
than  three  months  from  the  time  of  such  suggestion  filed.

months,  such  application  shall  not  be  made,  or  being  made, 
the  facts  exhibited  shall  be  adjudged  an  insufficient  defense, 
the  judgment  shall  be  conclusive  to  all  intents,  saving  the 
defendants  right  to  have  it  reviewed,  as  in  other  cases,  by 
certiorari  or  writ  of  error.  After  the  substitution  of  the 
supposed  decedent  as  defendant  in  any  judgment,  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  become  a  lien  upon  his  recJ  estate  in  the 
county,  and  shall  so  continue  for  the  period  of  five  years,  as 
other  judgments,  unless  and  until  it  shall  be  set  aside  by  the 
court  below,  or  reversed  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

Skction  7.    The  costs,  attending  the  issue  of  letters  or

Relallner  to  the  aBeiffniDeot  of  mortgzges  and  other  obligations. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  cases  designated 
lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  natural  or  artificial,  hold-  ott^^S^dnt^ 
ing  lands  incumbered  by  mortgage,  judgment,  recognizance 
or  other  security,  so  incumbered  by  any  previous  owner  or 
owners,  after  such  money  shall  have  become  due  and  paya- 
ble, his  or  their  agent  or  attorney,  to  tender  to  the  holder 
of  any  such  mortgage,  judgment,  recognizance  or  other  se- 
curity, such  sum  of  money,  as  shall  or  may  be  due  by  vir- 
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parties  to  obtain  said  license,  together  with  their  ages  and 
residences. 

Section  3.  The  clerk  of  said  court  shall  inquire,  of  the 
parties  applying  for  marriage  license  as  aforesaid,  on  oath,  or 
affirmation,  relative  to  the  legality  of  said  contemplated 
marriage;  and  if  there  shall  be  no  legal  impediment  there- 
to, then  he  shall  grant  such  marriage  license;  and  if  any  of 
the  persons  intending  to  marry,  by  virtue  of  said  license, 
shall  be  under  twenty -one  years  of  age,  the  consent  of  their 
parents  or  guardians  shall  be  personally  given,  before  said 
clerk,  or  certified  under  the  hand  of  such  parent  or  guar- 
dian, attested  by  two  adult  witnesses,  and  the  signature  of 
said  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  properly  acknowledged  be- 
fore a  notary  public,  or  other  officer  competent  under  the 
law  to  receive  acknowledgments,  which  said  certificate  and 
oath  shall  be  filed  of  record  in  said  office,  and  entry  of  the 
same  shall  be  made,  by  said  clerk,  on  the  marriage  license 
docket,  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  issuing  of  said  li- 
cense; and  for  which  he  shall  receive  as  his  fc>ies  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents,  in  addition  to  the  marriage  license  fee.

Section  4  The  certificate  provided  for,  marked  "dupli- 
cate," in  section  one  oiP  this  act,  shall,  by  the  person  sol- 
omnizing  said  marriage,  be  returned,  dt:dy  signed  to  the 
clerk  of  the  orphans'  court  who  issued  the  license  within 
thirty  days  after  the  solemnizing  of  said  marriage,  and  the 
said  clerk,  upon  the  reception  of  any  certificate  as  provided 
for  herein,  shall  immediately  enter  the  same  on  the  docket, 
where  the  marriage  license  of  said  person  is  recorded;  or 
if  the  marriage  be  solemnized  by  the  parties  themselves,  the 
certificate  of  such  marriage  shall  be  signed  by  them,  attested 
by  two  witnesses,  and  filed  with  said  clerk  as  aforesaid,  and 
said  certificate  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  his  office; 
and  every  minister,  justice,  or  other  person,  who  shall  neg- 
lect, or  refuse  to  transmit  said  certificate  to  said  clerk, 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars;  and  the  clerk,  who  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  make  such  record,  without  any  additional  fee, 
shall  also  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.  Said 
fines  and  forfeitures  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  county  in  which 
said  marriage  license  was  granted. 

Section  5.  If  any  minister,  justice,  or  any  other  officer,, 
or  person  shall  solemnize  the  marriage  ceremony,  or  shall 
be  attesting  witnesses  to  the  same,  within  this  Common- 
wealth, without  said  persons  having  first  obtained  the  proper 
license  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  set  forth,  he  or  they,  so 
officiating  or  attesting,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  county  in  which 
said  marriage  was  solemnized. 
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Section  6.  A  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  said  mar- 
riage license  and  certificate,  under  the  hand  of  said  clerk 
and  seal  of  said  court,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth,  as  prima  fdcia  evidence  of  said  marriage 
between  the  parties  therein  named. 

Section  7.  Any  fine,  or  forfeiture  arising  to  the  county, 
or  any  party,  person,  or  persons,  in- consequence  of  the  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  preceeding  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be 
recovered  by  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  said  party,

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc,  That  section  four  of  an  act 
SS^MTis^c^cited  tor  approved  May  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven- 
amendment,  ty-six,  supplementary  to  an  act  to  provide  for  the  incorpora- 
tion and  regulation  of  certain  corporations,  approved  April 
twenty- nin&,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- four, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

**That  before  the  exercise  of  any  of  the  powers  given 
under  this  act,  application  shall  be  first  made  to  the  muni 
cipal  authorities  of  the  city,  town  or  borough,  in  which  it  L*» 
proposed  to  exercise  said  powers,  for  permission  to  erect 
poles  or  run  wires  on  the  same,  or  over,  or  under  any  of  the 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  said  city,  town  or  borough,  which 
permission  shall  be  given  by  ordinance  only,  and  may  im- 
pose such  conditions  and  regulations  as  the  municipal 
authorities  may  deem  necessary :  Provided^  That  cities  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this 
act,"  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

That  before  the  exercise  of  any  of  the  powers  given  under 
this  act,  application  shall  be  first  made  to  the  municipal 
authorities  of  the  city,  town  or  borough,  in  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  exercise  said  powers,  for  permission  to  erect  poles, 
or  run  wires  on  the  same,  or  over,  or  under  any  of  the  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  of  said  city,  town  or  borough,  which  permis- 
sion shall  be  given  by  ordinance  only,  and  may  impose  such 
conditions  and  regulations  as  the  municipal  authorities  may 
deem  necessary.

SapjdenienUiy  to  an  act,  enttjUed  *' An  Mt  rtgu}tMug  railroad  compaDlee/' 
ipproved  th«  nlnetMnth  day  of  February,  Anno  Domini  one  tbooaand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  amending  the  fourth  section  thereof,  re- 
liUve  to  the  time  of  holdinfr  annual  meetings,  and  the  sixth  section 
thereof  relative  to  meetloj^  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtCj  That  section  four,  of  an  act 
entitled  "  An  act  regulating  railroad  companies, "  approved 
the  nineteenth  day  of  February,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty- nine,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  That  the  stocldiolders  of  such  company  shall 
meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  January  in  every  year,  at 
such  place  as  may  be  fixed  on  by  the  by-laws,  of  whidi  notice 
shall  be  given  at  least  two  weeks  previously  by  the  secre- 
tary, in  the  manner  before  mentioned,  and  choose,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  present,  a  president  and  twelve  directors, 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  for  the  ensuing  year,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until 
others  are  chosen;  at  which  annual  meeting,  the  said  stock- 
holders shall  have  fuU  power  and  authority  to  make,  alter 
or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes  given,  any  or  all  such  by- 
laws, rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  aforesaid,  and  do  and 
perform  every  other  corporate  act  authorized  by  their  char- 
ter: the  stockholders  may  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  be  summoned  by  the  president  and  directors,  in 
such  manner  and  form,  and  give  such  notice  as  may  be  pre-

other,  shall  be  acted  on  at  such  special  meeting,"  shall  be 
80  amended,  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Skctiok  4  That  the  stockholders  of  such  company  shall 
meet  at  such  place  and  on  such  days  in  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary in  every  year,  as  may  be  fixed  on  by  the  by-laws,  of 
which  meeting,  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  two  weeks 
previously  by  the  secretary,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned, 
and  choose,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  a  president 
and  twelve  directors,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  for  the  ensuing 
year,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annu^ 
election,  and  until  others  are  chosen;  at  which  annual 
meeting  the  said  stockholders  shall  have  full  power  and 
anthority  to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
given,  any  or  all  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations 
as  aforesaid,  and  do  and  perform  every  other  corporate  act 
anthorized  by  their  charter;  the  stockholders  may  meet  at 
snch  other  times  and  places  as  they  may  be  summoned  by 
the  president  and  directors,  in  such  manner  and  form,  and 
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giving  such  notice  as  may  be  prescibed  by  the  by-laws;  and 
the  president,  on  the  request  in  writing  of  any  number  of 
stockholders  representing  not  less  than  one-tenth  in  interest^ 
shall  call  a  special  meeting,  giving  the  like  notice,  and  sta- 
ting specifically  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  and  the  objects 
stated  in  such  notice,  and  no  other,  shall  be  acted  on  at  such 
special  meeting.

AN  ACT 

Empowerini;  the  Governor  of  this  Commoowealth  to  appoict  upeeial  offl- 
cers,  or  policemen  for  iLcorporated  or  unincorporated  associations, 
heretofore  or  hereafter  oriranized.  for  any  charitable  purpose. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That,  whenever  any  incor- 
porated or  unincorporated  association,  heretofore  or  here- 
after organized  in  this  Commonwealtii,  for  any  charitable 
purpose,  shall  apply  to  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth 
for  the  appointment  of  any  special  officer,  or  policeman  for 
such  association,  the  Governor  may  and  he  is  hereby  em- 
powered to  appoint  any  person  designated  by  such  associa- 
tion, to  act  as  special  officer  or  policeman  for  such  associa- 
tion, and  shall  issue  to  any  person  so  appointed,  a  commis- 
sion to  act  as  such  special  officer  or  policeman. 

Section  2.  Every  person,  so  appointed  and  conmiissioned 
by  the  Governor  to  act  as  such  special  officer  or  policeman, 
may,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  written  ac- 
ceptance of  such  office,  and  shall  record  his  commission  in 
the  office  of  recorder  of  deeds,  in  each  county  in  which 
it  is  intended  he  shall  act  as  such  special  officer  or  police- 
man; and  every  such  special  officer  or  policeman  so  ap- 
pointed, commissioned  and  qualified,  shall  possess  and  have 
the  right  to  exercise  full  power  to  arrest  any  person  for  the 
commission  of  any  offense  against  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, upon  warrant  drawn  by  the  proper  officer  in  any 
county,  in  which  he  may  be  qualified  to  act,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  and  the  keepers  of  jails,  or  lock-ups,  or 
station-houses  in  any  county  in  this  Commonwealth,  are  re- 
quired to  receive  all  persons,  so  arrested  by  any  such  special 
officer  or  policeman,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Section  3.  Every  such  special  officer  or  policeman  shall, 
when  on  duty,  wear  a  metalic  shield,  with  the  words  "  Spe- 
cial Officer,"  and  the  name  of  the  association  for  which  ap- 
pointed, inscribed  thereon. 

Section  4.  The  compensation  of  such  special  officers  or 
policemen  shall  be  paid  by  the  associations,  for  which  they 
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are  reapeotively  appointed,  in  snoh  manner  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  them. 

Sbotion  5.  Whenever  any  each  association  shall  cease  to 
require  the  services  of  any  such  special  officer  or  policeman, 
it  may  file,  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  in  the  office  or  offices  in  which  the  commission 
of  such  special  officer  or  policeman  is  recorded,  a  notice  to 
that  effect,  attested  by  its  secretary,  and  such  notice  shall 
be  noted  upon  the  margin  of  the  record  of  the  commission 
in  the  office  or  offices  where  it  is  recorded,  and  thereupon 
the  power  of  such  special  officer  or  policeman  shall  cease 
and  be  determined. 

Sbotion  6.  The  Governor  may  Recline  to  appoint  any  such 
special  officer  or  policeman,  whenever  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  in  his  opinion,  do  not  require  the  appointment  to 
be  made;  and  he  may  at  any  time  revoke  the  commission  of 
any  such  special  officer  or  policeman,  appointed  under  this 
act,  notice  of  such  revocation  shall,  however,  be  filed  by  the 
Governor  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth.

To  an  act  to  provide  for  the  erection  and  mat DtalDinfi:  of  watering  troQ«:ht, 
for  the  ase  of  horses  and  cattle,  on  the  public  roads  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  proTdlng  penaltlt^  for  the  injury  and  destruction  of  the 
same,  approred  the  twcnty-el^fhtb  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thoa- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.^  That  a  supplement  to  an 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  and  maintaining  of  watering 
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troughs,  for  the  use  of  horses  and  cattle  on  the  public  roads 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  providing  penalties  for  the  injury 
and  destruction  of  the  same,  approved  the  twenty- eighth  day 
of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  which  reads  as  follows:    '< under  the  sanction 
and  supervision  of  the  supervisors  of  roads  or  road  commis- 
sioners  of  the  respective  townships,  or  council,  or  persons 
having  charge  of  the  streets  in  the  respective  boroughs,  of 
this  Commonwealth,  any  person  or  persons,  who  may  erect 
and  maintain  in  good  repair,  a  public  watering  trough  of 
not  less  than  six  feet  in  length,  twelve  inches  in  width  and 
ten  inches  in  depth,  in  the  clear,  of  either  wood,  or  stone  or 
iron,  and  have  pure  clear  water  continually  running  into  the 
same,  except  in  hard  freezing  weather,  by  a  pipe,  pipes  or 
otherwise,  upon  the  side  of  the  public  highway,  erected  of 
sufficient  height  and  of  easy  access,  suitable  for  watering 
horses  and  cattle,  and  approved  by  the  supervisors  or  road 
commissioners  of  such  township,  or  persons  having  charge 
of  the  streets  of  the  boroughs,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  road  fund  thereof  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  annually,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time  of 
the  erection  of  such  trough:  Provided,  That  the  town  coun- 
cil, or  person  having  charge  of  the  streets,  in  the  several 
boroughs,  may  erect  proper  and  suitable  watering  troughs, 
at  an   expense  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,"   is  hereby

wise, upon  the  side  of  the  public  highway,  erected  of  suffi- 
cient height  and  of  easy  access,  suitable  for  watering  horses 
and  cattle,  and  approved  by  the  supervisors  or  road  com- 
missioners of  such  township,  or  person  having  charge  of  the 
streets  of  the  boroughs,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
road  fund  thereof  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  dol- 
lars annually,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time  of  the 
erection  of  such  trough:  Provided^  That  the  town  council, 
or  person  having  charge  of  the  streets,  in  the  several  bor- 
oughs, may  erebt  proper  and  suitable  watering  troughs  at  an 
expense   not   exceeding  twenty  dollars:  Provided  further, 
That,  after  the  first  payment  and  before  receiving  any  sub 
sequent  annual  payment,  such  chartered  society  shall  pub- 
lish a  statement,  attested  by  the  president  and  secretary,

the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
Treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated: 

For  the  Superintendent,  in  addition  to  his  salary  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction,  twelve  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  annum.

For  the  relief  and  benefit  of  injured  indigent  persons,  whether  resoltinff 
in  death  or  not,  and  to  make  proyis ion  for  expenses  incnrred  In  taklnif 
charge  of  the  same,  where  such  parties  are  not  residents  of  the  coantj 
wherein  said  accidents,  or  injuries,  or  deaths  may  have  occurred. 

Whereas,  Persons  are  found  travelling  about  from  place 
to  place,  idle  and  apparently  homeless  and  without  the 
means  of  subsistance; 

And  whereasj  Persons  of  that  character  are  frequently 
injured,  or  hurt,  or  killed; 
Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.  That,  in  all  counties  of 
this  Commonwealth,  where  poor,  or  ahushouses  are  not  pro- 
vided by  law  for  indigent  persons  in  and  for  said  counties, 
and  where  said  individuals  are  found  travelling  about,  and 
not  residents  of  said  counties,  and  meet  with  accidents  or 
injuries,  from  any  cause  whatever,  so  as  to  render  them 
either  temporarily  or  permanently  injured,  or  a  charge,  or 
causing  their  death;  all  the  expenses  so  incurred  shall  be 
bom  by  the  county  in  which  said  accident,  or  injury,  or 
death  may  have  occurred,  and  not  by  the  boroughs  or  town- 
ships wherein  said  accident,  or  injury,  or  death  did  occur. 
It  shall  however  be  temporarily  the  duty,  when  such  persons 
are  injured,  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  said  boroughs 
or  townships,  wherein  said  accidents  occur,  to  look  after  and 
attend  to  the  wants  of  all  such  parties,  injured  or  killed, 
and,  as  soon  as  convenient  thereafter,  inform  the  county 
commissioners,  or  their  regularly  authorized  clerk  of  the 
injuries,  or  condition,  or  death  of  all  such  parties;  and  any 
expenses  thereby  incurred,  by  said  borough  or  townships, 
shall  be  paid  or  refunded  by  the  counties,  through  their 
county  commissioners. 

Section  2.  When  such  accident,  or  injury,  or  death  occurs, 
any  individual  may  give  the  information,  to  either  the  bor- 
ough, or  township  poor  authorities,  or  to  the  county  com- 
missioners, or  their  authorized  clerk,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  any  of  those  parties  so  informed  to  look  after  and  attend 
to  the  same.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  <&c,,  That  whenever  any  raibroad, 
of  any  corporation  by  or  imder  any  law  of  this  State,  shall 
have  been  sold,  or  shall  hereafter  be  sold,  and  conveyed  un- 
der and  by  virtue  of  any  process,  or  decree  of  any  court  of 
this  State,  or  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  person  or  persons,  for  or  on  whose  account  such  railroad 
was  purchased  or  may  hereafter  be  purchased,  shall  have 
proceeded  to  organize  a  new  corporation  under  existing  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  such  new  corporation  so  organized 
shall  have  a  period  of  live  years  from  the  date  of  the  organ- 
ization of  such  corporation  for  the  completion  of  such  rail- 
road: Provided^  Such  new  corporation  shall,  before  being 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act,  duly  accept  the  provisions 
of  the  existing  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law.

Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  such  as  shall,  be-

RegnlAtlDs^  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  reyeral  borooghi  and  townshipe 
of  this  Common  wealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dhc.  That  the  qualified  electors 
of  each  borough  and  township  in  this  Commonwealth  shall, 
on  the  third  Tuesday  of  February  of  each  year  hereafter, 
elect  an  officer,  to  be  styled  collector  of  taxes,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  next  after 
his  election. 

Section  2.  The  courts  of  quarter  sessions  shall  have  power 
to  fill,  by  appointment,  all  vacancies  in  the  said  office,  with- 
in their  respective  counties.  And,  if  any  person  elected  to 
fill  said  office  shall  fail  to  give  bond  and  qualify  as  herein- 
after provided,  on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  the  term  of 
said  court  next  ensuing  his  election,  the  said  court  shall  de- 
clare his  office  vacant  and  appoint  a  suitable  person,  resi- 
dent in  the  proper  borough  or  township,  to  fill  the  same. 

Section  3.  The  collector  of  taxes  shall,  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of 
office,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  proper  county,  and  shall  also  enter  into  a 
bond  to  the  Commonwealth,  in  double  the  probable  amount 
of  taxes  that  will  come  into  his  hands,  with  at  least  two  suf- 
ficient sureties;  said  bond  to  be  approved,  by  the  said  court

Section  5.  The  collector  of  taxes  shall  have  all  the  power 
for  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  during  his  term  of  office, 
heretofore  vested  in  collectors  of  county  taxes  under  exist- 
ing laws,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  penal- 
ties for  neglect,  or  violation  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Section  6.  The  collector  of  taxes  shall  provide  an  appro- 
priate book,  the  cost  of  which  shall  be  allowed  to  him  in  the 
settlement  of  his  accounts,  in  which  he  shall  enter  in  alpha- 
betical order  the  names  of  all  persons  charged  with  taxes 
in  the  duplicates  aforesaid,  and  showing  the  amount  of  such 
tax  charged  against  each  person,  which  book  shall  be  at  ali 
times  open  to  the  inspection  of  each  taxpayer,  and  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  collector  of  taxes  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Section  7.  Where  any  duplicate  of  taxes  assessed  is  issued 
and  delivered  to  the  collector  of  taxes,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  collector  to  give  public  notice  as  soon  thereafter  as 
conveniently  can  be  done,  by  at  least  ten  written  or  printed 
notices  to  be  posted  in  as  many  public  places  in  diflFerent 
parts  of  the  townsaip  or  borough,  that  said  duplicate  has 
been  issued  and  delivered  to  him;  and  all  persons,  who  shall 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice  make  pay- 
ment of  any  taxes  charged  against  them  in  said  duplicate, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  reduction  of  five  per  centum  from  the 
amount  thereof;  and  all  persons,  who  shall  fail  to  make 
payment  of  any  taxes  charged  against  them  in  said  dupli- 
plicate  for  six  months  after  notice  given  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  charged  five  per  cent,  additional  on  the  taxes  charged 
against  them,  which  shall  be  added  thereto  by  said  collector 
of  taxes  and  collected  by  him. 

Section  8.  The  collector  of  taxes  shall,  in  person  or  by 
some  person  duly  authorized,  be  in  attendance  for  the  piir- 
pose  of  receiving  and  receipting  for  taxes  on  Thursday,  Fri 
day  and  Saturday  of  each  week,  during  the  last  two  weeks 
of  said  sixty  days,  between  the  hours  of  two  o'clock  and  six 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  his  residence,  or  some  other 
place  in  the  proper  township  or  borough,  to  be  designated 
by  him  in  the  notice  aforesaid. 
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Section  0.  The  collector  of  taxes  shall  collect  the  taxes 
charged  in  said  duplicates  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  re- 
spective treasurers  or  authorities  entitled  thereto,  after  de- 
ducting his  commission  for  the  collection  thereof,  which  is

The  police  constables  and  watch- 
men shall  obey  the  orders  of  the  mayor  and  make  report  to 
him,  which  report  shall  be  laid  before  the  council  by  him 
whenever  required;  and  he  shall  exercise  a  constant  super- 
vision and  control  over  the  conduct  of  the  police  constables 
and  watchmen,  receive  and  examine  all  complaints  prefer- 
red against  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  councils;  and  the  mayor  shall  be  required 
to  remove  from  office  any  police  constable  or  watchman 
by  him  appointed,  upon  a  resolution  to  that  effect  being 
passed  by  two-thirds  of  both  branches  of  council,"  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

The  mayor  hereafter  elected  of  each  of  said  cities  of  the 
third  class  shall  possess  the  qualifications  of  a  member  of  se- 
lect council,  and  shall  be  chosen  at  the  municipal  election  to 
to  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  re- 
election ;  he  shall  be  the  chief  executive  magistrate  of  the  city 
and  shall  be  ex-officio  a  justice  of  the  peace  vnthin  the  city; 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  be  vigilant  and  active  in  causing  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  said  city,  to  be  executed  and  enforced  therein,  and,  in 
order  to  enable  him  more  effectually  to  preserve  the  peace 
and  good  order  of  the  city,  all  the  powers  given  to  sheriffs 
of  this  Commonwealth  to  prevent  routs,  riots  and  tumultu- 
ous assemblies  are  hereby  conferred  upon  him;  he  shall 
communicate  to  councils  at  the  first  stated  meeting  in  the 
month  of  January  of  each  year,  and  oftener  if  he  shall 
deem  expedient,  the  condition  of  the  city  in  relation  to  its 
government,  finances  and  improvements,  and  shall  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  all  such  measures  as  the  business  in- 
terests of  the  city  may,  in  his  opinion,  require,  and  he  shall 
pay  all  fees  received  by  him  into  the  city  treasury  monthly; 
the  councils  shall  fix  the  number  of  police  constables  and 
watchmen,  and  the  mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  vnth 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  select  council,  appoint  the 
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said  police  constables  and  watchmen,  and  at  bis  pleasure 
dismiss  all  or  any  of  tbem  and  in  like  manner  all  vacancies 
shall  be  filled.      The  police  constables  and  watchmen  shall  To obeyordera of 
obey  the  orders  of  the  mayor  and  make  report  to  him,  which  to*winI       '^^ 
report  sliall  be  laid  before  the  council  by  him  whenever  re- 
quired; and  he  shall  exercise  a  constant  supervision  and 
control  over  the  conduct  of  the  police  constables  and  watch- 
men, receive  and  examine  all  complaints  preferred  against 
them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  report  the  same 
to  conncils;  and  the  mayor  shall  be  required  to  remove  from   Remoyais. 
oflSce  any  police  constable  or  watchman  by  him  appointed, 
upon  a  resolution  to  that  effect  being  passed  by  two  thirds 
of  both  branches  of  council.

To  provide  for  a  deficit,  Id  the  department  for  the  support  of  the  desti- 
tute ctaildreo  of  deceased  and  permanently  disabled  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors of  the  State,  for  the  year  endln^r  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty- four,  and  May  thirty-tlrst,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eif^hty-flye,  respectively. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  the  sum  of  fourteen 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  thirty  cents, 
($14,166  30),  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
bills  due  and  rendered,  but  remaining  unpaid  for  the  year 
ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  and  that  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  eight  thousand  ninety- one  dollars  and  ninety- 
six  cents,  ($8.CW1  96),  is  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
bills  due  and  rendered,  but  remaining  unpaid  for  the  first 
six  months,  of  the  year  ending  the  thirty  first  day  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- five; 
these  sums  to  be  expended  and  accounted  for  as  provided, 
by  the  act  approved  the  ninth  day  of  Apiil,  one  thousand

AN  ACT 

AmendlDii:  an  act,  entitled  *'  A  further  sapplement  to  an  act  for  the  r^* 
ulatlon  and  continuance  of  a  ayatemoi  education  by  common  achools," 
approved  April  ninth,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty  seven,  authorizing  cities  of  the  third  class  to  hold  separate  teach, 
ers'  institutes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dkc,  That  section  nine,  of  said 
act,  which  provides  as  follows,  viz:  **That  from  and  after 
the  appointment  of  a  city  or  borough  superintendent,  in 
any  city  or  borough  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  proper 
notification  of  the  superintendent  of  the  common  schools  of 
the  fact  of,  such  city  or  borough  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  county  superintendent,  of 
the  county  in  which  said  city  or  borough  is  located,  except 
that  in  the  matter  of  holding  annual  teachers'  institutes,  as 
provided  in  section  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  this  act,  in 
which  the  city  or  borough  superintendent  shall  co- operate: 
and  the  quota  of  the  annual  State  appropriation,  to  said 
city  or  borough,  shall    not  be   diminished,   by   reason  of 
any  contribution  to  the  salaries  of  county  superintendents; 
nor  shall  the  directors  of  such  city  or  borough  vote  at  any 
election  for  county  superintendent,"  be  amended,  by  adding 
the  following  proviso,  viz:   Provided,  That  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  board  of  school  directors  or  controllers  of  any 
city  of  the  third  class  within  this  Commonwealth,  by  reso- 
lution at  any  stated  meeting  and  duly  recorded,  to  author- 
ize the  holding  of  a  separate  annual  teachers'  institute  for 
said  city,  and,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  holding  of 
institute,  shall  be  in  no  wise  subject  to  the  authority  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  superintendent  of   the  schools  of  the 
county,  in  which  said  city  is  located;  and,  when  the  holding 
of  said  separate  annual  institute  shall  have  been  so  author- 
ized as  aforesaid,  the  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  said 
city  shall  have  power  to  call  a  teachers'  institute,  and  to 
draw  from  the  county  treasury,  moneys  for  the  support  of 
the  same  in  like  manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  the 
county  superintendents  of  this  Commonwealth  are  now  em- 
powered to  do;  and  that  said  annual  institute  shall  have 
power  to  elect  a  committee  on  permanent  certificates,  in  and 
for  said  city,  as  county  institutes  are  now  empowered  to  do 
for  their  respective  counties.

and  loan  associations. 

Section  2.  All  shares  of  stock  in  any  bank,  banking  or 
saving  institution  or  company,  safe  deposit,  guarantee, 
surety  and  real  estate  title  insurance  or  trust  company,  now 
or  hereafter  incorporated  by,  or  in  pursuance  of,  any  law 
of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  made  taxable  for  State  purposes,  at  the  rate 
of  three  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  value  thereof  annually. 

Section  3.  In  case  any  bank  or  savings  institution,  safe  de- 
posit, guarantee,  surety  and  real  estate  title  insiu-ance  or  trust 
company,  incorporated  by  this  State,  or  the  United  States, 
shall  elect  to  collect  annually  from  the  shareholders  thereof  a 
tax  of  six- tenths  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  all 
the  shares  of  said  bank  or  savings  institution,  and  pay  the 
same  into  the  State  Treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March,  in  each  year,  the  shares  and  so  much  of  the  capital 
and  profits  of  such  bank,  as  shall  not  be  invested  in  real 
estate,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  other  taxation  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  4.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty -of  the 
treasurer  of  each  private  corporation,  incorporated  by  or 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  the  laws  of  any 
other  State,  or  of  the  United  Stntes,  and  doing  business  in 
this  Commonwealth,  upon  the  payment  of  any  interest  on 
any  scrip,  bond,  or  certificate  of  indebtedness,  issued  by  said 
corporation  to  residents  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  held  by 
them,  to  assess  the  tax  imposed  and  provided  for  State  pur- 
poses upon  the  nominal  value  of  each  and  every  said  evi- 
dence of  debt,  and  to  report  on  oath,  annually  on  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  to  the  Auditor  General  the  amount 
of  indebtedness  of  the  corporation  owned  by  residents  of 
this  Commonwealth,  as  nearly  as  the  same  can  be  ascer- 
tained; and  it  shall  be  his  further  duty  to  deduct  three  mills 
on  every  dollar  of  the  interest  paid  as  aforesaid  and  return 
the  same  into  the  State  Treasury  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  thirty -first  day  of  December  in  each  year;  and  his  com- 
pensation for  his  services  shall  be  the  same  that  city  and 
borough  treasurers  receive  for  similar  services;  and  for 
every  failure  to  assess  and  pay  said  tax  and  make  report  as 
aforesaid,  the  Auditor  General  shall  add  ten  per  centum  as 
a  penalty  to  the  amount  of  the  tax;  in  payment  of  said  tax 
by  a  corporation  the  bonds,  certificates  or  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness  issued  by  it  shall  be  exempt  from  all  other 
taxation  in  the  hands  of  the  holders  of  the  same. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  cashier 
of  every  bank,  or  savings  institution,  safe  deposit,  guaran- 
tee, surety  and  real  estate  title  insurance  or  trust  company, 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of 
the  United  States,  and  doing  business  in  this  Common- 
wealth, failing  to  pay  in  the  six  mill  tax  as  aforesaid,  to 
make  report  in  writing  to  the  Auditor  General  on  or  before 
the  twentieth  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  stating  specifically 
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the  amonnt  of  capital  stock  and  the  amount  paid  in,  a  full 
and  complete  list  of  the  share  holders  of  such  bank  or 
savings  institution,  with  their  rewdence,  and  number  and 
par  value  of  shares  of  stock  held  by  each  person  respect- 
ively, value  of  said  stock  in  the  market  where  such  bank  is 
located  during  the  year  ending  with  twentieth  day  of  June, 
which  said  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  pres- 
ident or  cashier,  taken  before  some  officer  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths;  and  the  said  president  or  cashier  shall  also 
furnish  a  duplicate  original  of  said  report  to  the.  commis- 
sioners of  the  proper  city  or  county  in  which  such  bank  or 
institution  is  located,  to  be  used  by  them  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  all  taxes  against  said  shareholders.  The  Auditor 
General  shall  have  power  to  incpiire  into  the  value  of  such 
stock,  and  either  abate  or  increase  the  ass  issment  as  may  be 
just  If,  the  said  bank  oilicers  sliall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
furnish  the  reports  aforesaitl,  as  above  rtHjuired,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Auditor  Creiieral  to  re([uire  the  said  officers 
to  appear  before  him  in  person,  with  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  said  bank  or  savings  institution,  for  interrogation 
and  examination,  and  the  Auditor  General  shall  have  power 
to  issue  subpoenas  and  attachments,  to  be  served  by  any 
constable  or  sheriff,  and  to  compel  the  attendance  of  such 
bank  officer  and  the  production  of  such  books  and  papers, 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  make  a  correct  list  of  the 
shareholders,  with  their  residence  and  the  number  and  value 
of  their  shares;  and  the  said  Auditor  General  may  settle  an 
account  in  the  usual  mode  against  the  individual  share- 
holders for  the  State  tax  of  three  mills,  and  proeeed  to  col- 
lect the  same  according  to  law;  and  he  shall,  also,  transmit 
the  lists  and  assessments  made  by  him  to  the  commission- 
ers of  the  proper  cities  and  counties  to  be  used  by  them  in 
assessing  taxes  against  the  shareholders;  and  any  president 
or  cashier  of  any  bank  or  savings  institution,  neglecting  or 
refusing  to  furnish  the  said  report,  or  to  do  and  perform 
any  of  the  matters  and  things  required  of  him  by  this  act, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars;  and 
any  bank  or  savings  institution,  refusing  to  permit  the  said 
president  or  cashier  to  make  the  said  reports  or  to  produce 
its  books  as  above  required,  shall  be  hable  to  a  like  penalty 
of  one  thousand  dollars;  and  the  Auditor  General  may  set- 
tle an  account  against  the  president  and  cashier,  so  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  to  make  report  as  aforesaid,  or  against  the 
bank  or  savings  institution,  refusing  to  permit  the  making 
of  said  report,  or  the  production  of  its  books  and  papers  as 
aforesaid,  and  proooinl  for  the  collection  of  said  penalties 
for  the  use  of  the  Conuiionvvealth,  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  are  now  recovorahh'  1 ;,  law. 

Section  G.  The  hoanl  of  rc\isiou  in  ilio  city  of  Phihidel- 
phia,  and  the  commissioners  of  the  other  counties  of  the 
Commonwealth,  shall  fiuiiish  the  assessors,  of  the  several 
townships  and  boroughs  of  the  respective  counties,  with 
proper  blanks,  the  form  of  which  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
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Auditor  General;  and  the  several  assessors  shall  famish  the 
same  to  each  taxable  person,  upon  which  blank,  the  taxable 
person  shall  make  return  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  all 
matters  owned  by  him,  made  taxable  by  this  act,  as  well  as 
of  all  other  personal  property  taxable  for  State  purposes: 
Providedj  That  the  taxable  person  shall  not  include  in  said 
return  the  obligations  of  public  or  private  corporations,  the 
tax  upon  which  is  required  by  law  to  be  collected  from  the 
holder  of  such  obligations  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury 
by  the  corporation. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  taxable  person  to 
make  the  return,  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  of  this 
act,  within  ten  days  after  being  required  so  to  do,  with  his 
or  her  affidavit  thereto  attached,  made  and  subscribed  be- 
fore the  proper  assessor,  that  the  return  is  true  and  correct 
to  the  best  of  his  or  her  knowledge  and  belief.  Any  person 
who  shall  willfully  and  corruptly  make  a  false  and  fraudu- 
lent return  shall  be  guilty  of  wiUf ul  and  corrupt  perjury. 

Section  8.  The  several  assessors  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  administer  the  oaths  and  affirmations  re- 
quired by  this  act  to  all  taxable  persons,  without  charge. 

Section  9.  Upon  the  refusal  or  failure  of  any  taxable 
person  to  make  a  return,  as  required  by  this  act,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  make  a  return  for  such  taxa- 
ble person,  estimating  the  amount  from  the  best  informa- 
tion at  his  command,  to  which  estimated  return,  the  proper 
county  commissioners  or  boards  of  revision  shall  add  fifty 
per  centum,  and  the  aggregate  amount  so  obtained  shall  be 
the  basis  for  taxation:  Provided^  That  if  such  taxable  per- 
son, on  or  before  the  day  fixed  for  appeals  from  assess- 
ments, shall  present  reasons  under  oath,  satisfactory  to  the 
proper  county  commissioners  or  boards  of  revision,  excus- 
ing the  failure  to  make  a  return  as  should  have  been  made  to 
the  assessor,  the  proper  county  commissioners  or  boards  of 
revision  shall  substitute  the  taxable  person's  return  for  that 
returned  by  the  assessor,  to  have  the  like  effect  as  if  no  fail- 
ure had  occurred. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  county  commis- 
sioners, or  the  board  of  revision  of  taxes  in  counties  or 
cities  CO- extensive  with  counties,  forthwith  upon  the  passage 
of  this  act,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  make  an  examination  of  the  dockets  of  the  re- 
corder of  deeds,  mortgages  and  so  forth,  from  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  if  the  county  shall 
have  been  in  existence  so  long,  if  not,  from  the  date  of  or- 
ganization of  the  county  to  the  present  time,  and  the  dock- 
ets of  the  prothonotary  or  clerk  of  common  pleas  from  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  to  the  present 
time,  and  make  report  to  the  said  county  commissioners  or 
board  of  revision  of  taxes,  the  number  and  amount  of  un- 
satisfied mortgagee,  bonds  and  judgments  and  agreements 
for  the  payment  of  money,  and  the  names  of  ^e  parties 
thereto,  which  information  shall  be  filed  of  record  in  the 
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office  of  the  said  county  commissioners,  or  board  of  revision 
of  taxes. 

Secttion  11.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  deeds,  mortgages  and  other 
instaruments  of  writing,  in  each  and  every  county  and  city  co- 
extensive with  a  county  in  this  Commonwealth,  to  keep  a  daily 
record,  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  records,  of  every 
mortgage  or  article  of  agreement  given  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  money,  entered  in  his  office  for  recording,  which  said 
record  shall  set  forth  the  following  information,  to  wit:  the 
date  of  the  mortgage  or  agreement,  names  of  the  parties 
thereto,  the  just  sum  of  money  secured,  and  the  date  or  sev-

fied, which  upon  its  receipts  shall  be  filed  of  record  by  the 
county  commissioners  or  l>oard  of  revision  of  taxes. 

Section  14.  That  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  county 
commissioners,  or  the  board  of  revision  of  taxes,  of  the  proper 
city  or  county,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  daily  records  from 
the  offices  of  the  recorder,  or  prothonotiry  or  clerk,  to  file 
the  same  in  their  office;  and,  on  or  before  the  time  of 
making  the  annual  or  triennial  assessment  in  any  year,  to 
prepare,  from  the  said  records,  statements,  showing  the 
number  and  amount  of  said  mortgages  and  all  other  obliga- 
tions, and  names  of  the  parties  thereto  in  each  township,  or 
ward  in  the  county,  which  said  statement  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  assessor  or  assessors  of  each  township  or  ward  re- 
spectively, before  said  officers  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  proper  duties. 

Section  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  or 
assessors  in  making  up  their  valuations  of  money  at  interest, 
in  their  respective  districts,  to  compare  the  personal  return 
made  by  each  person  with  the  statement  furnished  them  by 
the  county  commissioners,  or  board  of  revision  of  taxes, 
and,  if  the  amount  of  said  mortgages  or  other  obligations, 
as  contained  in  said  statement,  shall  exceed  the  amount  set 
forth  in  the  personal  return  of  any  person,  to  note  the  fact 
and  make  return  of  the  same  to  the  commissioners,  or  board 
of  revision  of  taxes,  of  the  proper  city  or  county. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the 
county  commissioners,  or  board  of  revision  of  taxes,  upon 
the  returns  made  to  them  by  the  assessors  of  the  several 
townships  and  wards;  in  all  cases  where  it  shall  appear,  on 
proving  the  record,  that  any  person  has  returned  a  less 
amount  of  moneys  at  interest  than  appears  from  the  records 
in  possession  of  the  commissioners,  or  board  of  revision  of 
taxes,  thereupon  to  raise  the  valuation  of  the  property  of 
said  person,  to  the  amount  set  forth  in  said  records,  and 
forthwith  to  notify  the  person  interested  of  the  said  increase 
of  valuation,  and  that  the  same  is  subject  to  be  appealed 
from,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  orig- 
inal assessment. 

Section  17.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer and  Auditor  General,  in  the  settlement  of  the  State 
tax  account  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty- six,  to  allow,  in  addition  to  the  compensation  for  col- 
lection of  said  tax  now  authorized  by  law,  a  further  com- 
pensation of  five  per  centum,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  to  be  proven  by  vouchers  presented  to 
and  approved  by  the  board  of  revenue  commissioners,  which

corporations:  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shadl  not  apply  to  corporations  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  malt,  spiritouB  or  vinous  liquors,  or  in  the  manufacture 
of  gas:  Provided,  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately, 
reserving  and  excepting  unto  the  Ck>mmonwealth  the  right 
to  collect  any  taxes  accrued  under  the  laws  repealed  by 
this  act. 

Section  21.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  here- 
with, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

eight  hundred  and  serenty-six,  coofirmatoiy  of  said  act  and  to  care  the 
omission  therefrom  of  a  recital  of  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest. 

Whbbbas,  On  the  fourth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy- six^  was  approved  an  act  of  the  Gen-

visions of  the  Constitution,  which  prohibits  the  granting  of 
a  bank  charter  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty  years; 

And  whereas,  It  is  important  that  said  question  should  PreMnbi*  Ho.  a. 
be  removed  from  all  doubt; 

Now  therefore, 

Sectiok  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtCj  That  provident  institutions,  £^|^[;^  ^' ^'*'^**^ 
savings  institutions  and  savings  banks,  chartered  under  the  StS^for^rlnitj 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  may  renew  and  x«*^ 
extend  their  charters,  corporate  rights  and  franchisee  for 
the  period  of  twenty  years,  in  manner  following,  to  wit:

Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm,  company,  corporation  or  association  engaged  in  mining 
coal,  mining  and  manufacturing  or  manufacturing  it,  in  this 
State,  their  clerks,  agents,  superintendents,  officers  or  ser- 
vants, to  employ,  cause  or  permit  to  be  employed,  any  female 
labor  or  laborers  in  and  about  the  coal  mine,  or  any  of  the 
manufactories  of  coal,  in  this  State;  and  any  person  so 
offending,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  months,  either,  or  both  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court;  one-half  of  said  fine  to  go  to  the  informer  and 
the  remainder  to  the  school  fund  of  the  district  wherein  the 
offense  shall  have  been  committed:  Provided  however,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  bill  shall  not  affect  the  employment 
of  a  female  in  an  office,  or  in  the  performance  of  clerical 
work,  at  such  mine  or  colliery.

Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That  in  all  cases,  where  re- 
funding bonds  shall  be  given  upon  the  distribution  or  par- 
tition of  the  estate  of  any  decedent,  no  action  or  suit  thereon 
shall  be  brought  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the 
date  of  such  bond:  Proinded,  That  where  the  creditor  shall 
be  within  the  age  of  twenty- one  years,  noji  compos  mentis, 
imprisoned,  or  from  or  without  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, or  where  a  creditor,  whose  debt  shall  not  mature  within 
snch  period,  shall  file  within  said  period,  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  said  court,  a  copy  or  particular  statement  of  any 
bond,  covenant,  debt  or  demand  upon  which  his  claim  arises, 
then  and  in  any  such  cases,  an  action  may  be  brought  by 
the  creditor  at  any  time  not  exceeding  two  years,  from  the 
coming  of  age,  or  removal  of  such  disability  of  the  creditor, 
or  the  maturing  of  the  debt  or  demand  aforesaid.

To  amend  tbe  BeveDth  Bectlon  of  an  act,  relating  to  the  support  and  em- 
ployment of  tbe  poor,  approved  tbe  thirteenth  day  of  June,  Anno  Dom- 
ini one  thoasand  eli^bt  handred  and  thlrty-alx,  authorizing  the  over- 
leers  of  the  poor  of  any  district  to  purchase  or  lea^e  real  estate. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfec,  That  the  seventh  section  of  section-,  of  actof 
an  act,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  support  and  em-  f^l^S^tf* 
ployment   of  the   poor,"  approved   the   thirteenth   day  of 
JTine,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
Bix,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  overseers  of  every  district  to 
contract  with  any  person  for  a  house  or  lodging  for  keeping, 
maintaining  and  employing  such  poor  persons  of  the  dis- 
trict, as  shall  be  adjudged  proper  objects  of  relief,  and 
there  to  keep,  maintain  and  employ  such  poor  persons,  and 
to  receive  the  benefit  of  their  work  and  labor,  for  and  to- 
wards their   maintenance  and   support;  and,  if  any  poor 
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person  shall  refuse  to  be  kept  and  employed  in  such  house, 
he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  relief  from  the  overseers 
during  such  refusal,"  shall  be  amended  to  read  as  followe: 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  overseers  of  every  district  to 
contract  with  any  person  for  a  house  or  lodging  for  keep- 
ing, maintaining  and  employing  such  poor  persons  of  the 
district,  as  shall  be  adjudged  proper  objects  of  relief,  and 
there  to  keep,  maintain  and  employ  such  poor  persons;  and, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  proper  county,  for  the  same  purpose  to  purchase  suita- 
ble real  estate  in  fee  or  for  a  term  of  years,  and  to  improve 
the  same,  and  to  receive  the  benefit  of  their  work  and  labor, 
for  and  towards  their  maintenance  and  support;  and,  if  anj 
poor  person  shall  refuse  to  be  kept  and  employed  in  such 
house,  or  upon  such  real  estate,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
receive  relief  from  the  overseers  during  such  refusal.

Be  it  enacted^  <tc.,  That,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  county  commissioners,  in  all  coun- 
ties where  the  county  treasurer  collects  taxes,  shall,  on  pe- 
tition of  at  least  five  hundred  taxable  inhabitants  of  said 
county,  have  power  and  authority  to  change  the  date  or 
dates  at  which  a  reduction  for  prompt  payment  shall  cease, 
and  the  various  provisions  of  the  act  under  which  the  county 
treasurer  collects  the  taxes  shall  go  into  effect 

Section  2.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall  fix  and 
determine,  and  give  due  notice  thereof  to  the  county  treas-

ReltUng  to  bltmniooua  coal  mioes  andproTiding  for  the  IWes,  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  therein. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &c.,  That  the  owner,  operator 
or  superintendent  of  every  bitnminous  coal   mine,  shall 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  an  acciurate  map  or  plan  of  such 
coal  mine,  on  a  scale  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  to  the 
inch,  which  map  or  plan  shall  exhibit  all  the  openings  or 
excavations,  the  shaft,  tunnels,  slopes,  planes,  gangways, 
entries,  cross-headings,  rooms,  et  cetera,  and  shall  show  the 
direction  of  the  air  currents  therein,  and  shall  accurately  de- 
lineate the  boundary  lines  between  said  coal  mine  and  adjoin- 
ing mines  operated  by  other  parties,  and  show  the  relation 
and  proximity  of  the  workings  thereto.     The  maps  shall 
also  show  the  changes  of  level  of  the  lowest  entry  in  use 
for  drainage  connecting  with  each  independent  opening. 
The  said  map  or  plan,  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  together  wifii 
a  record  of  all  the  surveys  of  said  boundary  lines  and  open- 
ings and  excavations  aforesaid,  shall  be  kept  at  such  mine 
by  the  said  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  for  the  use 
of  the  mine  inspector,  and  for  the  inspection  of  any  miner 
working  in  said  mine,  whenever  said  miner  shall  have  cause 
to  fear  that  the  worldng  place,  where  he  is  working,  is  be- 
coming dangerous  by  reason  of  its  proximity  to  other  work- 
ings, which  may  be  supposed  to  contain  water  or  danger- 
ous gas.     The  said  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  shall, 
as  often  as  once  in  every  six  months,  accurately  place  or 
cause  to  be  placed  on  the  map  or  plan  of  said  coal  mine,  a 
plan  of  the  excavations  made  of  all  the  working  places,  or 
other  parts  of  such  coal  mine,  during  the  preceding  six 
months;  and,  Titienever  the  workings  or  excavations  of  said 
coal  mine,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  have  been  driven  to  with- 
in ten  feet  of  the  boundary  line,  or  when  said  coal  mine,  or 
any  part  of  the  same,  is  abandoned,  the  owner,  operator  or 
superintendent  thereof  shall  furnish,  the  mine  inspector 
within  three  months  after,  the  proximity  to  the  boundary 
line  as  aforesaid,  or  after  abandonment  of  the  said  mine,  or 
any  part  of  the  same,  with  a  correct  copy,  on  tracing  mus- 
lin, of  the  map  or  plan  of  said  mine,  which  shall  accurately 
show  all  excavations  and  workings  of  such  mine  to  date, 
exhibiting  clearly  the  part  or  parts  abandoned,  and  the  part 
or  parts  in  proximity  to  the  boundary  line  aforesaid.     The 
maps  or  pliyis  of  the  several  coal  mines  in  each  district, 
which  are  furnished  to  mine  inspector  as  last  aforesaid,  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  remain  in 
the  eare  of  the  inspector  of  the  district  in  which  the  said 
mines  are  situated,  to  be  transferred  by  him  to  his  successor 
in  office,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  copy  of  the  same  be  made 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  operator  or  his  agent    If 
the  mine  inspector  shall  find,  or  have  good  reason  to  believe, 
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that  any  map  or  plan  of  any  coal  mine,  made  or  furnished 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  materially  in- 
accurate or  imperfect,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  a 
correct  map  or  plan  of  said  coal  mine  to  be  made,  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  or  operator  thereof,  the  cost  of  which 
shall  be  recoverable  from  said  owner  or  operator  as  other 
debts  are  recoverable  by  law:  Provided  iiovoerxr^  That  if  the 
map  or  plan,  which  is  claimed  to  be  inaccurate,  shall  prove 
to  have  been  correct,  then  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  held 
liable  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  making  said  test  survey, 
and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon 
warrants  of  the  Auditor  General,  who  shall  require  proper 
vouchers  and  satisfactory  proof  of  the  same. 

Section  2.  It  shall  not  be  lavrful  for  the  owner,  operator, 
contractor,  lessee  or  agent  of  any  bituminous  coal  mine,  or 
for  any  firm,  company,  corporation  or  association,  their 
derks,  servants,  agents  or  employ^,  to  employ  any  person 
at  work  within  said  coal  mine,  or  permit  any  person  to  be 
in  said  coal  mine  for  the  purpose  of  working  therein,  unle>8 
they  are  in  communication  with  at  least  two  openings,  if 
the  mine  be  worked  by  shaft  or  slope,  which  two  shafts  or 
slopes  shall  be  separated  by  natural  strata  at  all  points  by  a 
distance  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  Hfty  feet,  except 
in  mines  already  opened,  such  distance  may  be  less,  if  in 
the  judgment  of  the  mine  inspector  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  is  impracticable;  and  if  the  mine  be  worked  by  drift, 
two  openings,  exclusive  of  the  air  shaft,  and  not  less  than 
twenty-four  feet  apart,  shall  be  required,  except  in  drift 
mines  heretofore  opened,  where  the  mine  inspector  of  the 
district  shall  deem  it  impracticable:  Provided  However^  That 
an  aggregate  number,  not  exceeding  twenty  persons,  may 
be  employed  in  the  mine  at  any  one  time  until  the  second 
opening  shall  be  reached  and  made  available,  which  said 
second  opening,  the  mine  inspector  shall  cause  to  be  made 
without  necessary  delay ;  and,  in  case  of  furnace  ventilation 
being  used  before  the  second  opening  is  reached,  the  fur- 
nace shall  not  be  placed  within  forty  feet  of  the  foot  of  the 
shaft,  slope  or  drift,  and  shall  be  well  secured,  from  danger 
from  tire,  by  brick  or  stone  walls  of  sufficient  thickness, 
while  being  driven  for  making  and  perfecting  the  second 
opening. 

Section  3.  When  the  second  opening  or  outlet  is  made, 
which  does  not  exceed  seventy-five  feet  in  vertical  depth 
from  the  surface  to  the  seam  or  stratum  of  coal  that  is  being 
mined,  it  shall  be  set  apart  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of 
ingress  or  egress  to  or  from  the  mine  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons employed  therein,  and  it  shall  not  be  clogged  or  ob> 
structed  with  ice,  machinery,  pumps,  or  currents  of  heated 
air  or  steam;  and  if  the  opening  is  a  shaft,  it  shall  befitted 
with  safe  and  convenient  stairs,  not  less  than  two  feet  wide 
and  to  not-  exceed  an  angle  of  sixty  degrees  descent,  and 
landings  of  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  wide  and  fou' 
feet  long,  at  easy  and  convenient  distances,  and  all  water 
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coming  from  the  surface  or  out  of  the  strata  in  the  shaft 
shall  be  conducted  by  rings,  casing  or  otherwise,  and  be 
prevented  from  so  falling  down  the  shaft  as  to  wet  persons 
who  are  ascending  or  descending  the  stairway  of  the  shaft; 
if  the  second  opening  is  a  slope  for  a  traveling  way,  it  shall 
not  have  a  greater  angle  of  descent  than  twenty  degrees 
and  may  be  of  any  depth ;  but  when  the  seam  or  stratum  of 
coal,  at  main  outlet  or  escajx^ment  shaft  in  counoction  with 
any  mine,  exceeds  seventy-live  feet  in  veilical  depth  from 
the  surface,  the  miners  or  other  employes  in  the  mine  shall 
be  lowered  into  or  raised  from  the  said  mine  by  ma- 
chinery, and  when  the  employes  are  lowered  into  or  raised 
from  the  said  mine  at  the  main  outlet,  tho  escapement 
shaft  shall  be  fitted  with  safe  and  available  machin- 
ery, or  safe  and  convenient  stairs,  by  which  persons 
employed  in  the  mine  may  readily  escape  in  case  of 
accident.  The  hoisting  machinery  and  stairs  usi^d  for  low- 
ering or  raising  the  employes  into  or  out  of  the  mine  shall  be* 
kept  in  a  safe  condition,  and  inspected  once  each  twenty - 
four  hours  by  a  competent  person  employed  in  whole  or  in 
part  for  that  purf)Ose.  And  such  machinery  and  the  method 
of  its  inspection  shall  be  approved  by  the  mining  inspector 
of  the  district  where  the  mine  is  situated :  Provided^  That 
when  miners  are  not  at  work  in  the  mine,  the  said  second 
shaft  or  slope  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  lowering  ma- 
terial: Provided  furtlier,  That  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  be  applicable  to  stairways  now  in  use,  when, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  they  are  sufficient.  The 
owner,  operator,  lessee  or  agent  shall  provide  and  maintain 
a  metal  tube  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft,  suita- 
bly adapted  to  the  free  passage  of  sound,  through  which 
conversation  may  be  held  between  persons  at  the  bottom  and 
at  the  top  of  the  shaft,  also  the  ordinary  means  of  signal- 
ing to  and  from  the  top  and  bottom  of  the  shaft,  and  an  ap- 
proved safety  catch,  and  sufficient  cover  over  head  on  every 
carriage  used  for  lowering  and  hoisting  persons;  and  the 
said  owner,  operator,  lessee  or  superintendent  shall  see  that 
sufficient  flanges  are  attached  to  the  sides  of  the  drum  of 
every  machine  that  is  used  for  lowering  and  hoisting  per- 
sons in  and  out  of  the  mine,  and  also  that  adequate  brakes 
are  attached  to  the  dnim;  the  main  coupling  chain,  at- 
tached to  the  socket  of  the  wire  rope,  shall  be  made  of  the 
best  quality  of  iron,  and  shall  be  tested  by  w^eights  or  other- 
wise to  the  satisfaction  of  the  insi)octor  of  the  district;  and 
bridle  chains  shall  be  attached  to  the  main  socket  from  the 
cross  pieces  of  the  carriage,  so  that  no  single  chain  shall  be 
used  for  lowering  or  raising  persons  into  or  out  of  Uk*  mine; 
and  no  greater  number  of  p(»rsons  shall  be  lowrriul  or  Insisted 
at  any  one  time  than  may  be  permitted  by  Iho  iu>p»'C'tor  of 
the  district;  and  notice  of  the  number  so  allowed  to  be 
lowered  or  hoisted  at  any  one  time  shall  be  kept  posted  up 
by  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  in  a  conspicuous 
place  at  the  opening  of  the  shaft. 
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Section  4.  The  owner  or  agent  of  every  bitominons  coal 
mine,  whether  shaft,  or  slope,  or  drift,  shall  provide  and 
hereafter  maintain  for  every  such  mine  ample  means  of  ven- 
tilation, affording  not  less  than  one  hundred  cnbic  feet  per 
minute  for  each  and  every  person  employed  in  said  mine, 
and  as  much  more  as  the  circumstances  may  require,  which 
shall  be  circulated  around  the  main  headings  and  cross- 
headings  and  working  places  to  an  extent  that  will  dilute, 
carry  off  and  render  harmless  the  noxious  or  dangerous 
gases  generated  therein;  and  all  mines  generating  fire-damp 
shall  be  kept  free  of  standing  gas  in  the  worked-out  or  aban- 
doned parts  of  the  same  as  far  as  practicable,  and  the  en- 
trance thereto  shall  be  properly  closed,  and  cautionary  no- 
tice shall  be  posted  to  warn  persons  of  danger;  and  every 
working  place,  and  all  other  places,  where  gas  is  known  to 
exist  or  supposed  to  exist,  shall  be  carefully  examined  by 
the  fire  boss,  immediately  before  each  shift,  with  a  safety 
lamp,  and  in  making  said  examination,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  ^e  fire  boss  at  each  examination  to  leave  at  the  face  of 
every  place,  so  examined,  evidence  of  his  presence;  and  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  miner  to  enter  any  mine  or  part 
of  a  mine  generating  fire-damp,  until  it  has  been  examined 
by  the  fire  boss  as  aforesaid  and  reported  by  him  to  be  safe. 

Section  5.  In  order  to  better  secure  the  proper  ventilation 
of  every  coal  mine,  and  promote  the  health  and  safety  of 
the  persons  employed  therein,  the  owner  or  agent  shall  em- 
ploy a  competent  and  practical  inside  overseer,  to  be  called 
mining  boss,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  and  an  experienced  coal 
miner,  and  shall  keep  a  careful  watch  over  the  ventilating 
apparatus  and  the  air- ways,  travelling-ways,  pumps  and 
pump  timbers  and  drainage;  and  shall  see  that,  as  the  min- 
ers advance  their  excavations,  all  loose  coal,  slate  and  rock 
overhead  are  carefully  secured  against  falling  therein,  or  on 
the  traveling- ways;  and  that  sufficient  props,  caps  and  tim- 
bers are  furnished,  of  suitable  size  and  cut  square  at  both 
ends  and  as  near  as  practicable  to  a  proper  length,  for  the 
places  where  they  are  to  be  used ;  and  such  props,  caps  or 
timbers  shall  be  delivered  and  placed  in  the  working  places 
of  the  miners,  and  every  workman  in  want  of  props  or  tim- 
ber and  cap  pieces  shall  notify  the  mining  boss  or  his  as- 
sistant of  the  fact,  at  least  one  day  in  advance,  giving  the 
length  and  number  of  props  or  timbers  and  cap  pieces  re- 
quired, but  in  cases  of  emergency  the  timbers  may  be  or- 
dered immediately  upon  the  discovery  of  any  danger  (the 
place  and  manner  of  leaving  the  orders  for  the  timber  shall 
be  designated  and  specified  in  the  rules  of  the  mine)  and 
said  working  places  shall  be  vacated  until  supplied  with  the 
timber  needed;  and  shall  see  that  all  water  be  drained  or 
hauled  out  of  all  working  places  before  the  miner  enters, 
and  as  far  as  practicable  kept  dry  while  the  miner  is  at 
work.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mining  boss  to  see 
that  proper  cut-throughs  are  made  in  the  room  pillars  of 
the  miners'  places,  at  0uch  distances  apart  as  in  the  judg- 
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ment  of  the  inspector  may  be  deemed  requisite,  not  more 
than  thirty-live  nor  less  than  sixteen  yards  each,  for  the 
purpose  of  ventilation.  And  in  all  traveling -ways  or  road, 
holes  for  shelter  shall  be  made  at  least  every  thirty  yards 
and  be  kept  whitewashed,  a  space  two  feet  six  inches  be- 
tween the  wagon  and  the  rib  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for 
shelter.  And  the  mining  boss  shall  measure  the  air  cur- 
rent at  least  once  a  week,  at  the  inlet  and  outlet  and  at  or 
near  the  face  of  the  headings,  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  such 
measurements,  which  shall  be  placed  by  him  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose,  the  said  book  to  be  open  for  the  examin- 
ing of  the  inspector  of  the  district:  he  shall  also,  on  or 
about  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  mail  to  the  inspec- 
tor of  his  district  a  true  copy  of  the  air  measurements  given, 
stating  also  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  or  about 
said  mine,  the  number  of  mules  and  horses  used,  and  the 
uiunber  days  worked  in  each  month.  Blanks  for  such  pur- 
|)06e  shall  be  furnished  him  by  the  inspector  of  the  district 

It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  mining  boss  to  imme- 
diately notify  the  agent  or  owner  of  the  mine,  in  writing, 
of  his  inability  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. It  shall  then  become  the  duty  of  said  superintend- 
ent, operator,  lessee  or  owner,  at  once  to  attend  to  the  mat- 
ter complained  of  by  the  mining  boss,  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  hereof.  The  safety  lamps  used  for  examining 
mines,  or  which  may  be  used  in  working  therein,  shall  be 
fnrnished  by  and  be  the  property  of  the  owner  of  said  mines, 
and  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  agent  of  such  mine;  and  in 
all  mines,  the  doord,  used  in  assisting  or  directing  the  ven- 
tilation of  the  mine,  shall  be  so  hung  and  adjusted  that 
they  will  close  themselves,  or  be  supplied  with  springs  or 
pulleys  so  that  they  cannot  be  left  standing  open;  and  bore 
holes  shall  be  kept  not  less  than  twelve  feet  in  advance  of 
the  face,  and  when  necessary,  on  the  sides  of  working  places, 
which  are  being  -driven  towards  and  in  dangerous  proxim- 
ity to  an  abandoned  mine,  or  part  of  a  mine  suspected  of 
containing  inflammable  gases,  or  which  is  inundated  with 
water.  The  mining  boss,  his  assistant,  or  assistants,  shall 
visit  and  examine  every  working  place  in  the  mine,  at  least 
once  every  alternate  day,  while  the  miners  of  such  place  are 
or  should  be  at  work,  and  shall  direct  that  each  and  every 
working  place  be  properly  secured  by  props  or  timber,  so 
that  safety  in  all  respects  be  assured,  and  that  no  person 
shall  be  directed  to  work  in  an  unsafe  place,  unless  it  be  for 
the  purpose  of  making  it  safe.  All  owners  or  operators  of 
bituminous  coal  mines  shall  keep  posted,  in  a  conspicuous 
place  about  their  mines,  printed  rules,  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  district  mining  inspector,  defining  the  duties 
of  all  persons  employed  in  or  about  said  mines  or  colleries, 
which  said  notice  shall  be  printed  in  the  language  or  langu- 
ages used  by  any  ten  miners  working  therein. 

Section  6.  Any  miners,  workmen  or  other  person,  who 
shall  intentionally  injure  any  shaft,  lamp,  instrument,  air- 
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course  or  brattice,  or  obstmct  or  throw  open  air- ways,  or 
cany  lighted  pipes  or  matches  into  places  that  are  worked 
by  salety  lamps,  or  handle  or  disturb  any  part  of  the  machi- 
nery, or  open  a  door  and  not  close  it  again,  or  enter  any 
place  of  the  mine  against  caution,  or  disobey  any  order 
given  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  dc  any 
other  act  whereby  the  lives  or  the  health  of  persons,  or  the 
security  of  the  mines  or  the  machinery,  is  endangered,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  punished 
in  a  manner  provided  in  the  twenty- first  section  of  this  act; 
all  machinery  about  mines  shall  be  properly  fenced  off,  and 
there  shall  be  cut,  in  the  side  of  every  hoisting  shaft  at  the 
bottom  thereof,  a  traveling  way  sufficiently  high  and  wide 
to  enable  persons  to  pass  the  shaft,  in  going  tcom  one  side 
of  the  mine  to  the  other,  without  passing  over  or  under  the 
cage  or  other  hoisting  apparatus. 

Section  7.  If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  is  or  shall 
hereafter  be  seized  in  his  or  their  own  right  of  coal  lands, 
and  it  shall  not  be  practicable  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  act  in  regard  to  drainage  and  ventilation,  by 
means  of  openings  on  his  or  their  own  land,  and  the  same 
can  be  done  by  means  of  openings  on  adjacent  lands,  he  or 
they  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  the  proper  county,  after  ten  days  notice  to  the  owner  or 
owners,  their  agent  or  attorney,  setting  forth  the  facts 
under  oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  the  place 
or  places  where  such  opening  or  openings  can  be  made, 
and  that  he  or  they  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners 
of  the  land  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid,  for  the  privilege 
of  making  such  opening  or  openings;  whereupon,  the  said 
court  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  and  competent  citi- 
zens of  the  county  to  view  the  ground  designated,  and  lay 
out,  from  the  point  or  points  mentioned  in  such  petition,  a 
passage  or  passages  for  air  and  water,  not  more  than  six- 
teen feet  in  diameter,  by  the  shortest  and  most  convenient 
route  to  the  coal  of  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  pre- 
ferring in  all  cases  an  opening  through  the  coal  strata 
where  the  same  is  practicable;  the  said  viewers  shall  at  the 
same  time  assess  the  damages  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioner 
or  petitioners  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  which 
damages  shall  be  fully  paid  before  such  opening  is  made. 
It  shcdl  be  the  duty  of  tlie  petitioner,  or  the  viewers,  to  give 
notice,  by  at  least  three  written  or  printed  hand-bills  posted 
on  the  premises  at  or  near  the  place  where  such  openiog  is 
proposed  to  be  made  at  least  five  days  prior  to  the  time  of 
meeting  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  set- 
ting forth  distinctly  the  time,  place  and  object  of  their 
meeting,  and  also  to  give  personal  notice  to  the  owners, 
their  agents  or  attornoys,  if  residing  in  the  same  county; 
and  the  said  viewers  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  their  ap- 
pointment, make  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  said 
court,  stating  the  amount  of  damages  awarded,  accompanied 
by  a  map  or  plan  of  the  proposed  openings;  and  if  no  ex- 
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eeptions  be  filed  to  the  said  report  within  ten  days  after 
notice  to  the  opposite  party,  his  agent  or  attorney,  of  the 
filing  of  said  report,  it  shall  be  marked  confirmed  by  the 
clerk,  and  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  may  proce€Ml  to  make 
said  opening  or  openings,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  use 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  ventilation  and  drainage  as 
aforesaid  and  as  a  passage  way.     The  proceedings  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  road  docket  of  the  proper  county,  and  the 
pay  of  viewers  shall 'be  the  same  as  in  road  cases.     If  ex- 
ceptions be  filed  they  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  said  court 
as  speedily  as  possible,  and  both  parties  to  have  the  right 
to  take  depositions  as  in  road  cases.     If,  however,  the  peti- 
tioner desires  to  make  such  opening  before  the  final  dispo- 
sition of  such  exceptions,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  do  so, 
by  giving  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  court  securing  the 
damages  as  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  lateral  railroads. 
Section  8.  In  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  the  Oovemor 
shall,  as  hereinafter  provided,  during  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary, appoint  two  mining  engineers  of  good  repute  and  of 
known  experience  and  practice  at  the  time;  he  also  shall,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  during  the  same  month  and  every  four 
years  thereafter,  notify  three  president  judges  of  the  courts 
of  common  pleas  of  the  judicial  districts  of  the  State  con- 
taining bituminous  coal  mines,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  each 
of  them,  to  appoint  one  reputable  miner,  of  at  least  five 
years  practical  experience  in  the  mining  region  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  practice  at  least  three  months  prior  to  his  appoint- 
ment, and  a  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  not  less  than  five 
years:  Provided^  That  any  person  having  been  employed, 
five  months  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  examining  board, 
as  Superintendent,  State  or  county  officer  shall  not  serve  on 
examining  board.     The  two  engineers  and  the  three  miners 
80  appointed  shall  constitute  a  board  of  examiners,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  the  character  and  qualifica- 
tions of  candidates  for  the  office  of  inspector  of   mines, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act     The  examining  board  so 
constituted  shall  meet  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  and,  when  called  together  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  extra  occasions,  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may 
designate,  and  after  being  duly  organized  and  having  taken 
and  subscribed,  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer 
the  same,  the  following  oath,  namely:    '^We,  the  under- 
signed, do  solemnly  swear  ( or  affirm )  that  we  will  perform 
the  duties,  of  examiners  of  applicants  for  appointment  as 
inspectors  of  bituminous  coal  mines,  to  the  best  of  our  abil- 
ities, and  that,  in  recommending  or  rejecting  said  appli- 
cants, we  will  be  governed  by  the  evidence  of  the  qualifica- 
tion to  fill  the  position,  under  the  law  creating  the  same  and 
not  by  any  consideration  of  political  or  other  personal  favor, 
that  we  will  certify  all  whom  we  may  find  qualified  accord- 
ing to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  act  and  none 
others,"  shall  proceed  to  the  examination,  which  shall  be  in 
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writing,  of  those  who  may  represent  themselves  as  candi- 
dates for  said  office;  and  they  shall  certify  to  the  Governor 
the  names  of  all  snch  applicants  as  they  shall  find  compet- 
ent to  fill  the  office,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  which 
names,  with  the  certificates  and  their  percentage  and  the 
oath  of  the  examiner,  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  be  filed  in  his  office:  Provided, 
That  no  person  shall  be  returned  as  competent  whose  per- 
centage shall  be  less  than  ninety  per  cent.,  and  such  certifi- 
cate shall  be  valid  only  when  recommended  by  four  of  the 
examining  board.  The  qualification  of  candidates  for  said 
office  of  inspectors  of  mines,  to  be  inquired  into  and  certi- 
fied by  said  examiners,  shall  be  as  follows,  namely:  They 
shall  be  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  of  temperate  habits,  of 
good  repute  as  men  of  personal  integrity,  shall  have  at- 
tained the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  shall  have  had  at  least 
five  years  practical  experience  in  the  workings  of  the  coal 
mines  of  Pennsylvania,  and,  upon  the  examination,  they 
shall  give  evidence  of  such  theoretical  as  well  as  practical 
knowledge,  and  general  intelligence  regarding  mines  and 
mining  and  the  working  thereof,  and  all  noxiors  gases,  as 
will  satisfy  the  examiners  of  their  capability  and  fitness 
for  the  duties  imposed  upon  inspectors  of  mines,  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  The  board  of  examiners  shall  also 
at  their  meeting,  or  when  at  any  time  called  by  the  Gov- 
ernor together  for  an  extra  meeting,  divide  the  bituminous 
coal  counties  of  the  State  into  eight  inspection  districts,  as 
nearly  equal  to  the  labor  to  be  performed  as  is  possible, 
and,  at  any  subsequent  calling  of  the  board  of  examiners, 
this  division  may  be  revised  as  experience  may  prove  to  be 
advisable;  and  they  shall  immediately  after  the  examina- 
tion furnish  each  person,  who  came  before  said  examination 
board  to  be  examined,  all  questions,  which  were  given  at 
the  examination,  on  printed  slips  of  paper  and  to  be  marked 
solved  right  or  wrong  as  the  case  may  be.  The  board  of 
examiners  shall  each  receive  five  dollars  per  day,  and  all 
necessary  expenses,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury. 

Upon  the  filing  of  the  certificates  of  the  examining  board 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
Governor  shall,  from  the  names  so  certified,  commission  one 
person  to  be  inspector  of  mines  for  each  district,  as  fixed 
by  the  examiners  in  pursuance  of  the  act,  whose  commission 
shall  be  for  a  full  term  of  four  years  to  be  computed  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-five:  Always  provided  however^  The  highest  candi- 
date or  candidates  in  percentage  shall  have  priority  to  be 
commissioned  for  a  full  term,  or  unexpired  term,  before 
those  candidates  of  a  lower  percentage,  and  in  case  of  a  tie 
in  percentage  the  oldest  candidate  shall  be  conomissioned. 
As  often  as  vacancies  occur  in  said  offices  of  inspectors  of 
mines,  the  Governor  shall  commission,  for  the  unexpired 
term,  from  the  names  on  file,  the  highest  in  percentage  above 
ninety  per  centum,  in  the  office  of  tiie  Secretary  of  t]be  Com- 
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monwealth,  until  the  number  shall  be  exhausted,  and,  when- 
ever this  may  occor,  the  Governor  shall  cause  liio  aforesaid 
board  of  examiners  to  meet,  who  shall  examine  persons  who 
may  present  themselves  for  the  vacant  office  of  inspector,  in 
the  same  manner  as  herein  provided,  and  the  board  of  ex- 
aminers shall  certify  to  the  Governor  one  person  highest  in 
percentage,  to  be  commissioned  by  him  for  the  office  of  in- 
spector for  the  unexpired  term;  and  any  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  the  examining  board,  shall  be  filled  by  those  or 
their  successors  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  vacancy  occurred. 

Each  inspector  of  mines  shall  receive  for  his  services  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  and  actual  traveling 
expenses,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  General;  and  all  mine  inspectors 
hereafter  appointed  shall  make  their  residence  and  keep  an 
office  in  the  district  for  which  they  are  commissioned.  Each 
inspector  is  hereby  authorized  to  procure  such  instruments 
and  chemical  tests,  stationery,  and  to  incur  such  expense  of 
communication  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties  under  tliis  act,  at  the  cost 
of  the  State,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer 
upon  accounts  duly  certified  by  him,  and  audited  by  the 
proper  department  of  the  State.  All  instruments,  plans, 
books,  memoranda,  notes,  et  cetera^  pertaining  to  the  office, 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  delivered  to 
their  successors  in  office.  That,  in  addition  to  the  expenses 
now  allowed  by  law  to  the  mine  inspectors  in  enforcing  the 
several  provisions  of  this  act,  to  which  this  is  supplement- 
ary, they  shall  be  allowed  all  necessary  expenses,  by  them 
incurred  in  enforcing  the  several  provisions  of  said  laws  in 
the  respective  courts  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  same  to  be 
paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Audi- 
tor General,  after  auditing  the  same;  all  such  accounts  pre- 
sented by  the  mine  inspector  to  the  Auditor  General  shall 
be  itemized,  and  first  approved  by  the  court  before  which 
the  proceedings  were  instituted. 

Section  9.  Each  inspector  of  bituminous  coal  mines  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  give  bond 
in  the  sum  of  'five  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  president  judge  of  the  district  in  which  he 
resides,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty, 
and  take  an  oath  (or  affirmation)  to  discharge  his  duties  im- 
partially and  with  fidelity  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
ability. 

Bat  no  person,  who  shall  act  as  a  manager  or  agent  of 
any  coal  mine,  or  as  a  mining  engineer,  or  to  be  interested 
in  operating  any  coal  mine,  shall,  at  the  same  time,  act  as 
an  inspector  of  coal  mines  under  this  act. 

Section  10.  The  inspector  of  bituminous  coal  mines  shall 
each  devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office; 
it  shall  be  his  office  to  examine  the  mines  in  his  district,  as 
often  as  possible,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  once  in  three 
months,  (  and  report  how  often  he  has  visited  each  mine  in 
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the  year ),  to  see  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  ob- 
served and  strictly  carried  out;  and  he  shall  make  record  of 
all  examinations  of  mines  shopping  the  condition  in  which 
he  finds  them,  especially  in  reference  to  ventilation  and 
drainage,  the  number  of  mines  in  his  district,  the  number 
of  persons  employed  in  each  mine,  the  extent  to  which  the 
law  is  obeyed,  and  progress  made  in  the  improvement  sought 
to  be  secured  by  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  number  of  ac- 
cidents and  deaths  resulting  from  injuries  received  in  or 
about  the  mines,  with  cause  of  such  accident  or  death, 
which  record,  completed  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
of  each  and  every  year,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  ol 
February  following,  be  tiled  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
Internal  Affairs,  to  be  by  him  recorded  and  included  in  the 
annual  report  of  his  department 

Section  11.  That  the  inspectors  may  be  enabled  to  per- 
form the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  them,  they  shall  have 
the  right  at  all  times  to  enter  any  bituminous  coal  mine,  to 
make  examination,  or  obtain  information;  they  shall  notify 
the  owners,  operators,  lessees,  superintendent,  or  mining 
bosses,  in  writing  and  keep  a  copy  thereof,  immediately  of 
the  discovery  of  any  violation  of  this  act,  and  of  the  pen- 
alty imposed  thereby  for  such  violation  and  in  case  of  such 
notice  being  disregarded  for  the  space  of  five  days,  they 
shall  institute  proceedings  against  the  owner,  operator, 
lessee,  superintendent,  or  mining  boss,  of  the  mine,  under 
the  provisions  of  section  twenty- one  of  this  act;  in  case 
however  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  of  any 
district,  delay  may  jeopardize  life  or  limb,  he  shall  at  onoe 
notify  one  of  the  inspectors  of  the  other  district,  whereupon 
they  shall  at  once  proceed  to  the  mine  where  the  danger 
exists  and  examine  into  the  matter,  and  if,  after  full  inves- 
tigation thereof,  they  shall  be  agreed  in  the  opinion  that 
there  is  immediate  danger,  they  shall  apply  in  tiie  name  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county,  or  in  case  the  court  shall  not  be  in  session  to  a 
judge  of  the  said  court  in  chambers,  in  which  the  mine 
may  be  located,  for  an  injunction  to  suspend  all  work  in 
and  about  such  mine;  whereupon  said  court  or  judge  shall 
at  once  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  speedily  the  same, 
and,  if  ^e  cause  appear  to  be  sufficient  after  hearing  the 
parties  and  their  evidence  as  in  like  cases,  shall  issue  their 
writ  to  restrain  the  working  of  said  mine  until  all  cause  of 
danger  is  removed;  and  the  costs  of  said  proceedings^  in- 
cluding the  charges  of  attorney  prosecuting  the  same,  shall 
be  borne  by  the  owner,  lessee  or  agent  of  the  mine:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  fee  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dollars 
shall  be  taxed  in  any  one  case  for  the  attorney  prosecuting 
such  case:  Provided  further,  That  if  said  court  shall  find 
the  cause  not  sufficient,  then  the  case  shall  be  dismissed, 
and  the  costs  shall  be  borne  by  the  county. 

Section  12.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  any  explosion,  or 
other  accident,  in  any  bituminous  coal  mine  or  the  machin- 
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617  connected  therewith,  loss  of  life  or  serious  personal  in- 
jury shall  occnr,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  having 
charge  of  such  mine  or  colliery  to  give  notice  thereof  forth- 
with to  the  inspector  of  the  district,  and  if  any  person  is 
killed  thereby  to  the  coroner  of  the  county,  who  shall  give 
due  notice  of  the  inquest  to  be  held;  if  the  coroner  shall 
determine  to  hold  an  inquest,  the  mine  inspector  shall  be 
aUowed  to  testify  and  offer  such  testimony  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  thoroughly  inform  the  said  inquest  of  the  causes 
of  the  death;  and  the  said  inspector  shall  have  authority  at 
any  time  to  appear  before  such  coroner  and  jury  and  ques- 
tion or  cross-question  any  witness,  and  in  choosing  a  jury 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  such  inquest,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  coroner  to  impannel  a  jury,  no  one  of  whom 
shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  inspector,  upon  being  notified  as  herein  pro- 
vided, to  immediately  repair  to  the  scene  of  the  accident 
and  make  such  suggestions  as  may  appear  necessaiy  to  se- 
cure the  future  safety  of  the  men;  and,  if  the  results  of  the 
explosion  or  accident  do  not  require  an  investigation  by  the 
coroner,  he  shall  proceed  to  investigate  and  ascertain  the 
cause  of  the  explosion  or  accident,  and  make  a  record  there- 
of, which  he  shall  file  as  provided  for;  and  to  enable  him  to 
make  the  investigation,  he  shall  have  power  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  persons  to  testify,  and  to  administer  oaths,  or 
affirmations;  the  cost  of  such  investigation  shall  be  paid  by 
the  county  in  which  the  accident  occurred,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  costs  of  inquests  held  by  the  coroners  or  justices  of 
the  peace  are  paid. 

Skction  13.  The  court  of  common  pleas  of  any  county 
in  the  proper  district,  upon  a  petition  signed  by  not  less 
than  fifteen  reputable  citizens,  who  shall  be  miners,  owners 
or  lessees  of  mines,  and  with  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more 
of  said  petitioners  attached,  setting  forth  that  any  inspector 
of  mines  neglects  his  duties,  or  is  incompetent,  or  that  he 
is  guilty  of  a  malfeasance  in  office,  shall  issue  a  citation  in 
the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  said  inspector  to  ap- 
pear, on  not  less  than  fifteen  days'  notice,  upon  a  day  fixed, 
before  said  court,  at  which  time  the  court  shall  proceed  to 
inquire  into  and  investigate  the  allegations  of  the  petition- 
ers; if  the  court  find  that  the  said  inspector  is  neglectful 
of  his  duties,  or  is  incompetent  to  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office,  or  that  he  is  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office,  the 
court  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  de- 
clare the  office  of  said  inspector  vacant,  and  proceed  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  supply  the  va- 
cancy; the  costs  of  said  investigation  shall,  if  the  chaises 
are  sustained,  be  imposed  upon  the  inspector,  but  if  the 
charges  are  not  sustained,  they  shall  be  imposed  upon  the 
petitioners. 

Section  14.  The  inspector  shall  exercise  a  sound  discre- 
tion in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  if 
the  operator,  owner,  or  miners  shall  not  be  satisfied  with 
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any  deciBion  the  inspector  may  airive  at  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  under  this  act,  which  said  decision  shall  be  in 
writing  signed  by  the  mine  inspector,  the  said  owner,  oper- 
ator, miner  or  miners,  shall  forthwith  appeal  from  such  de- 
cision to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  where- 
in the  mine  is  located,  and  said  court  shall  speedily  deter- 
mine the  question  involved  in  said  decision  and  appeal, 
which  said  decision  shaU  be  binding  and  conclusive.  The 
court  in  its  discretion  may  appoint  three  practical,  reputa- 
ble, competent  and  disinterested  persons,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  under  instructions  of  the  said  court  to  forthwith 
examine  such  mine,  and  make  report  under  oath  of  the 
facts  as  they  exist,  or  may  have  been,  together  with  their 
opinions  thereon.  The  report  of  said  board  shall  become 
absolute,  unless  exceptions  thereto  shall  be  filed  within  ten 
days  after  notice  of  the  filing  thereof  to  the  owner,  opera- 
tor, miner  or  miners,  or  inspector;  and  if  exceptions  are 
filed,  the  court  shall  at  once  hear  and  determine  the  same, 
and  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  If  the  court 
shall  finally  sustain  the  decision  of  the  inspector,  then  the 
appellant  shall  pay  all  costs  of  such  proceedings,  and  if 
the  court  shall  not  sustain  the  decision  of  the  inspector, 
then  such  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the  county,  or  by  the  apel- 
lant  and  county,  in  such  proportion  as  the  court  shall  de- 
termine. That  no  appeal  from  any  decision  made  by  any 
mine  inspector  shall  work  as  a  supersedeas  to  such  decision 
during  the  pendency  of  such  appeal,  but  all  such  decisions 
shall  be  in  full  force  until  reversed,  or  modified  by  the 
proper  court 

Section  15.  On  the  petition  of  the  mine  inspector  of  any 
district,  the  courts  of  common  pleas  in  any  county  in  said 
district  shall,  at  the  first  term  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
appoint  an  examining  board,  consisting  of  a  mine  inspector, 
an  operator  and  a  miner,  who  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  shall  have  at  least  five  years  experience  in  the 
bituminous  mines  of  the  State,  who  shall  examine  any  per- 
son applying  thereto  as  to  his  competency  and  qualifica- 
tions to  discharge  the  duties  of  mining  boss.  The  said 
board  of  examiners  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  inspector, 
and  they  shall  gi-aut  certificates  to  all  persons  whose  exam- 
ination shall  disclose  their  fitness  for  the  duties  of  mining 
boss,  and  such  certificates  shall  be  sufiicient  evidence  of  the 
holder  8  competency  and  qualifications  for  the  duties  of  the 
said  office:  Provided,  That  any  person, who  shall  have  been  em- 
ployed as  a  miner  at  least  five  years  in  the  bituminous  mines 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  as  a  mining  boss  continuously  by  the 
same  person  or  firm  for  the  period  of  one  year  next  preeed 
ing  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate 
without  undergoing  said  examination,  but  he  shall  not  be 
employed  by  any  other  person  or  firm  without  having  imder- 
gone  such  examination.  The  examining  board  shall  hold 
their  office  for  the  period  of  four  years  from  the  date  of 
their  appointment,  and  shall  receive  &ye  dollars  per  day  for 
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each  day  necessarily  employed,  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of 
three  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled,  to 
be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth.  For  each  certificate  granted 
the  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  which  shall 
be  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

No  person  shall  act  as  fire  boss  in  any  bituminous  mine, 
unless  granted  a  certificate  of  competency  by  any  of  the 
mine  inspectors  of  the  bituminous  region  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  operator,  contractor, 
superintendent,  or  agent  to  employ  any  person  as  fire  boss 
who  has  not  obtained  such  certificate. 

After  January  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  no  owner,  operator,  contractor,  lessee,  superin- 
tendent or  agent  shall  employ  any  mining  boss  or  fire  boss, 
who  does  not  have  the  certificate  of  competency  or  service 
required  by  this  section. 

And  if  any  accident  shall  occur,  in  any  mine  in  which  a 
mining  boss  or  fire  boss  shall  be  employed,  who  has  no  cer- 
tificate of  comi)etency  or  service  as  required  by  this  section, 
by  which  any  miner  shall  be  killed  or  injured,  he  or  his 
heirs  shall  have  a  right  of  action  against  such  operator, 
owner,  superintendent,  contractor,  lessee  or  agent,  and  shall 
recover  the  full  value  of  the  damages  sustained. 

Section  16.  No  boy,  under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  and 
no  woman  or  girl  of  any  age,  shall  be  employed  or  permit- 
ted to  be  in  any  bituminous  coal  mine  for  the  purpose  of 
employment  therein,  nor  shall  any  boy  under  the  age  of  ten 
years,  or  any  woman  or  girl  of  any  age,  be  employed  or 
permitted  to  be  in  or  about  the  outside  structure  or  work- 
ings of  any  bituminous  mine  or  colliery,  for  the  purpose  of 
employment:  Provided  however^  That  this  provision  shall 
not  effect  the  employment  of  a  boy  or  a  female  of  suitable 
age  in  an  office,  or  in  the  performance  of  clerical  work  at 
such  mine  or  colliery. 

Section  17.  For  any  injury  to  person  or  property  occa- 
sioned by  any  violation  of  this  act,  or  any  wilful  failure  to 
comply  with  its  provisions,  a  right  of  action  against  the 
party  at  fault  shall  accrue  to  the  party  injured  for  the  di- 
rect damage  sustained  thereby;  and  in  any  case  of  loss  of 
life  by  reason  of  such  violation  or  wilful  failure,  a  right  of 
action  against  the  party  at  fault  shall  accrue  to  the  widow 
and  lineal  heirs  of  the  person,  whose  life  shall  be  lost,  for 
like  recovery  of  damages  for  the  injury  they  shall  have  sus- 
tained. 

Sbction  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  owners,  operators, 
contractors,  superintendents,  lessees  or  agents  to  keep  at  the 
mouth  of  the  drift,  shaft,  or  slope,  or  at  such  other  place  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  mine  iiisi)ector,  stretchers  prop- 
erly constructed  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  away  any 
miner  or  employ 6  working  in  or  about  such  mine,  who 
may  in  any  way  be  injured  in  and  about  his  employment. 

Section  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  inspector, 
on  each  visit  to  any  mine,  to  make  out  a  written,  or  partly 
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written  and  partly  printed,  report  of  the  condition  in  which 
he  finds  such  mine  and  post  the  same  in  the  office  at  the 
mine.  The  said  report  shall  give  the  date  of  the  visit,  the 
number  of  visits  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of 
mines  in  his  district,  the  number  of  feet  of  air  in  circula- 
tion and  where  measured,  and  stich  other  information  as  he 
shall  deem  necessary;  and  the  said  report  shall  remain 
posted  in  the  office  for  one  year,  and  said  report  may  be 
examined  by  any  miner  or  person  employed  in  and  about 
such  mine. 

Section  20.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  in 
each  year,  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  every 
mine  or  colliery  shall  send  to  the  inspe:tor  of  lis  district  a 
correct  report,  specifying,  with  respect  to  the  year  ending 
the  thirty-first  of  December  preceding  such  report,  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  operator,  and  officers  of  itte  mine, 
and  the  quantity  of  coal  mined;  the  report  shall  be  in  such 
form  and  give  such  information  as  may  be  from  time  to 
time  required  and  prescribed  by  the  mine  inspector  of  the 
district  Blank  forms  for  such  reports  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Gonmionwealth. 

Section  21.  The  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  the  duties 
required  to  be  performed  by  any  section  of  this  act,  by  the 
parties  therein  required  to  perform  them,  or  the  violation 
of  toy  of  the  provisions  or  requirements  hereof,  shall  be 
deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  be  pun- 
ished by  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  and  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court  And  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine  and  costs 
for  the  space  of  ten  days,  the  defendant  shall  be  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing six  months. 

Section  22.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  mine  employing  less  than  ten  persons  in  any  one  pe- 
riod of  twenty- four  hours. 

Section  28.  All  acts,  or  parts  of  acts  supplied  or  incon- 
sistent herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  health  and  safety  of  persoDB  employed  in  and  iboot 
the  anthracite  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for  the  protection  and 
preservation  of  property  connected  therewith. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  act  shall  apply  to  every  anthracite  coal 
mine  or  colliery  in  the  Commonwealth,  provided  the  said 
mine  or  colliery  employs  more  than  ten  (10)  persons. 
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IK8PECTOB8  AND  INSPECTION    DISTRICTS. 


Section  1.  The  counties  of  Sullivan,  Susquehanna,  Wayne, 
Luzerne,  Lackawanna,  Carbon,  Schuylkill,  Northumberland, 
Columbia,  Lebanon  and  Dauphin,  or  so  much  of  them  as 
may  be  included  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
divided  into  seven  inspection  districts,  as  follows: 

First.  That  portion  of  the  Wyoming  coal  field  included 
in  the  counties  of  Lackawanna,  Wayne  and  Susquehanna. 

Second.  The  county  of  Sullivan,  and  that  portion  of  the 
Wyoming  coal  field  situated  in  Luzerne  county,  efist  of  and 
including  Plains  and  Kingston  townships. 

Third.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  Wyoming  coal  field 
west  of  Plains  and  Kingston  townships,  including  the  city 
of  Wilkes- Barre  and  the  boroughs  of  Kingston  and  Ed- 
wardsville. 

Fourth.  That  part  of  Luzerne  county  lying  south  of  the 
Wyoming  coal  field,  together  with  Carbon  county. 

Fifth.  That  part  of  the  Schuylkill  coal  field  in  Schuyl- 
kill county,  lying  north  of  the  Broad  mountain  and  east  of 
a  meridian  line  tiirough  the  centre  of  the  borough  of  Gir- 
ardville. 

Sixth.  That  part  of  the  Schuylkill  coal  field  in  Schuyl- 
kill  county,  lying  north  of  the  Broad  moimtain  and  west  of 
a  meridian  line  through  the  centre  of  the  borough  of  Gir- 
ardville,  together  with  Columbia,  Northumberland  and 
Dauphin  countie& 

Seventh.  All  that  part  of  the  Schuylkill  coal  field  in 
Schuylkill  county  lying  south  of  the  Mahanoy  valley,  and 
the  county  of  Lebanon. 

Section  2.  In  order  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in 
the  office  of  inspector  of  mines  by  reason  of  expiration  of 
term,  resignation,  removal  for  cause,  or  from  any  other 
reason  whatever,  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  coimty  of  Luzerne  shall  appoint  an  examining  board 
for  the  counties  of  Sullivan,  Susquehanna,  Wayne,  Lu- 
zerne, Lackawanna  and  Carbon,  and  the  judges  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Schuylkill  shall  appoint 
an  examining  board  for  the  coimties  of  Schuylkill,  North- 
umberland, Columbia,  Lebanon  and  Dauphin. 

Section  3.  The  said  board  of  examiners  shall  be  composed 
of  three  reputable  coal  miners,  in  actual  practice,  and  two 
reputable  mining  engineers,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  first  term  of  court  in  each  year  to  hold  their  places 
during  the  year.  Any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the 
board  of  examiners  shall  be  filled  by  the  court  as  they  oc- 
cur. 

Section  4  Whenever  candidates  for  the  office  of  inspec- 
tor are  to  be  examined,  the  said  examiners  shall  give  public 
notice  of  the  fact,  in  not  less  than  two  papers  published  in 
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the  oounty  and  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  meeting,  speci- 
fying the  time  and  place  when  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
The  said  examiners  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duties,  and  four  of  them  shall  agree  in  their  recom- 
mendation of  candidates  to  the  Governor,  and  shall  recom- 
mend onlj  such  applicants  as  they  find  qualified  for  the 
office. 

Should  the  board  of  examiners  not  be  able  to  agree  in 
their  selection  and  recommendation  of  a  candidate,  the 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  shall  dissolve  the  said 
board  and  appoint  a  new  board  of  like  qualifications  and 
powers.  The  said  board  of  examiners  shall  be  permitted 
to  engage  the  services  of  a  clerk,  and  they,  together  with 
the  clerk,  shall  each  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per 
day,  for  every  day  they  are  actually  engaged  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  under  this  appointment,  and  mileage, 
at  the  rate  of  six  cents  per  mile,  from  their  home  to  tiie 
place  of  meeting  and  return  by  the  nearest  practicable  rail- 
way route. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  examiners  as 
aforesaid,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  such  person  to  fill  the 
office  of  inspector  of  mines  under  this  act  and  shall  issue 
to  him  a  commission  for  the  term  of  five  years,  subject 
however  to  removal  for  neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance  in 
office,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  5.  The  person  so  appointed  must  be  a  citizen  of 
Pennsylvania  and  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty 
years.  He  must  have  a  knowledge  of  the  different  systems 
of  working  coal  mines,  and  have  been  practically  connected 
with  the  anthracite  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  five  years,  and  he  must  also  have  had  ex- 
perience in  the  working  and  ventilation  of  coal  mines  where 
noxious  and  explosive  gases  are  evolved.  Before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  an  oath,  or  affirm- 
ation, before  an  officer  properly  qualified  to  administer  the 
same,  that  he  will  perform  his  duties  with  fidelity  and  im- 
partiality, which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  filed  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  prothonotary  of  the  county. 

He  shall  also  provide  himself  with  the  most  modem  in- 
struments and  appliances  for  carrying  out  the  intentions  of 
this  act. 

Section  6.  The  salary  of  each  of  the  said  inspectors  shall 
be  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  which  salary,  together 
with  the  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  ont 
of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  Auditor  General. 

Section  7.  Each  of  the  said  inspectors  shall  reside  in  the 
district  for  which  he  is  appointed,  and  shall  give  his  whole 
time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  He  shall  ex- 
amine all  the  collieries  in  his  district  as  often  as  his  duties 
will  permit,  not  less  than  four  times  a  year,  or  oftener  if 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  or  the  condition  of  the  mines  re- 
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quire  it,  see  that  every  necessary  precaution  is  taken  to  se- 
cure the  safety  of  the  workmen,  and  that  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  observed  and  obeyed,  attend  everj'  inqupst  held 
by  the  coroner  or  his  deputy  upon  the  bodies  of  persons 
killed  in  or  about  the  collieries  in  his  district,  visit  the 
scene  of  the  accident  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  exam- 
ination int  J  the  particulars  of  the  same  whenever  loss  of 
life  or  serious  personal  injury  occurs,  as  elsewhere  herein 
provided  for,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  his  proceedings 
to  the  Secretrry  of  Internal  Affairs  of  the  Common wealtii 
at  the  close  of  every  year,  enumerating  all  the  accidents  in 
and  about  the  collieries  of  his  district,  marking  in  tabular 
form  those  accidents  causing  death  or  serious  personal  in- 
jury, the  condition  of  the  workings  of  the  said  mines  with 
regard  to  the  safety  of  the  workmen  therein  and  the  ventil- 
ation thereof,  and  the  result  of  his  labors  generally  shall 
be  fully  set  forth. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  examiners  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for,  in  order  to  divide  more  equitably  among  the  sev- 
eral mine  inspectors  the  labor  to  be  performed  and  the 
territory  to  be  covered  by  them  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  office,  may,  at  any  time  when  they  shall  deem 
it  desirable  or  necessary,  readjust  the  several  districts  by 
the  creation  of  new  boundary  lines,  thereby  adding  to  or 
taking  from,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  districts  as  at  present 
bounded  and  described,  if  the  court  approve  the  same. 

Section  9.  The  mine  inspector  shall  have  the  right,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  his  duty,  to  enter,  inspect  and  examine 
any  mine  or  colliery  in  his  district  and  the  workings  and 
machinery  belonging  thereto,  at  all  reasonable  times,  either 
by  day  or  night,  but  not  so  as  to  impede  or  obstruct  the 
working  of  the  colliery,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  take 
one  or  more  of  his  fellow  inspectors  into  or  around  any 
mine  or  colliery  in  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed,  for 
the  purpose  of  consultation  or  examination. 

He  shall  also  have  the  right,  and  it  is  hereby  made  his 
duty  to  make  inquiry  into  the  condition  of  such  mine  or 
colliery,  workings,  machinery,  ventilation,  drainage,  method 
of  lighting  or  using  lights,  and  into  all  other  matters  and 
things  connected  with  oi  relating  to,  as  well  as  to  make  sug- 
gestions providing  for,  the  heal&  and  safety  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  or  about  the  same,  and  especially  to  make  inquiry 
whether  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with. 

The  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  such  mine  or 
colliery  is  hereby  required  to  furnish  the  means  necessary 
for  such  entry,  inspection,  examination,  inquiry  and  exii 

The  inspector  shall  make  a  record  of  the  visit,  noting  the 
time  and  material  circumstances  of  the  inspection. 

Section  10.  No  person,  who  shall  act  or  practice  as  a  land 
agent,  or  as  the  manager,  or  agent  of  any  coal  mine  or  col- 
liery, or  as  a  mining  engineer,  or  who  is  pecuniarily  interested 
in  operating  any  coal  mine  or  colliery  in  his  distnct,  shall  at 
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Section  11.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  fifteen  or 
more  reputable  coal  operators  or  miners  or  both,  setting 
forth  that  any  inspector  of  mines  neglects  his  duties,  or  is 
incompetent,  or  is  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  court  of  conmion  pleas  of  the  proper  oountj 
to  issue  a  citation  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the 
said  inspector  to  appear,  at  not  less  than  fifteen  days  notice, 
on  a  day  fixed,  before  said  court,  and  the  court  shall  then 
proceed  to  inquire  into  and  investigate  the  allegations  of 
the  petitioners;  if  the  court  find  that  the  said  inspector  is 
neglectful  of  his  duties,  or  that  he  is  incompetent  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  office  for  any  cause  that  existed  pre- 
vious to  his  appointment,  or  that  has  arisen  since  his  ap- 
pointment, or  that  he  is  goilty  of  malfeasance  in  office,  the 
court  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, who  shall  declare  the  office  of  inspector  for  the 
district  vacant,  and  proceed  in  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  to  appoint  a  properly  qualified  person  to 
fill  the  office. 

The  cost  of  said  investigation  shall  be  borne  by  the  re- 
moved inspector,  but  if  the  allegations  in  the  petition  are 
not  sustained  the  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioners. 

Section  12.  The  maps  and  plans  of  the  mines  and  the 
records  thereof,  together  with  all  the  papers  relating  there- 
to, shall  be  kept  by  the  inspector  properly  arranged  and  pre- 
served in  a  convenient  place  in  the  district  for  which  each 
inspector  has  been  appointed,  and  shall  be  transferred  by 
him,  with  any  other  property  of  the  Commonwealth  that 
may  be  in  his  possession,  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Section  13.  The  persons,  who  at  the  time  this  act  goes 
into  effect  are  acting  as  inspectors  of  mines  under  the  aots 
hereby  repealed,  shall  continue  to  act  in  the  same  manner, 
as  if  they  had  been  appointed  under  this  act,  and  until  the 
term  for  which  they  were  appointed  has  expired. 


ARTICLE  ni. 


SUBVETS,  MAPS  AND  PLANS. 
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Section  1.  The  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of 
every  coal  mine  or  colliery  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
an  accurate  map  or  plan  of  the  workings  or  excavations  of 
such  coal  mine  or  colliery,  on  a  scale  of  one  hundred  feet 
to  the  inch,  which  map  or  plan  shall  exhibit  the  workings 
or  excavation  in  each  and  every  seam  of  coal,  and  the  tun- 
nels and  passages  connecting  with  such  workings  or  exca- 
vations; it  shall  state,  in  degrees,  the  general  incIinatioQ  of 
the  stratii,  with  any  material  deflection  therein,  in  said 
workings  or  excavations,  and  shall  also  state  the  tidal  ele- 
vations of  the  bottom  of  each  and  every  shaft,  slope,  tun- 
nel and  gangway  and  of  any  other  point  in  the  mine  or  on

the  surface,  where  Biich  elevation  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
bj  the  inspector.  The  map  or  plan  shall  show  the  number 
of  the  last  survey  station,  and  date  of  each  survey,  on 
the  gangways  or  the  most  advanced  workings;  it  shall  also 
accurately  show  the  boundary  lines  of  the  lands  of  the  said 
coal  mine  or  colliery,  and  the  proximity  of  the  workings 
thereto;  a  true  copy  of  which  map  or  plan,  the  said  owner, 
operator  or  superintendent  shall  deposit  with  the  inspector 
of  mines  for  the  district  in  which  the  said  coal  mine  or 
colliery  is  situated,  showing  the  workings  of  each  seam,  if 
so  desired  by  the  inspector,  on  a  separate  sheet  of  tracing 
muslin.  One  copy  of  the  said  map  or  plan  shall  be  kept 
at  the  colliery. 

Section  2.  The  said  owner,  operator  or  superintendent 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  every  six  months,  place  or  cause 
to  be  placed,  on  the  said  inspector's  map  or  plan  of  said 
coal  mine  or  colliery,  the  plan  of  the  extensions  made  in 
such  coal  mine  or  colliery  during  the  preceding  six  months. 
The  said  extensions  shall  be  placed  on  the  inspector's  map 
and  the  map  returned  to  the  inspector  within  two  months 
from  the  date  of  the  last  survey. 

Section  3.  When  any  coal  mine  or  colliery  is  worked  out 
preparatory  to  being  abandoned,  or  when  any  lift  thereof 
is  about  to  be  abandoned,  the  owner,  operator  or  superin- 
tendent of  such  coal  mine  or  colliery  shall  have  the  maps 
or  plans  thereof  extended  to  include  all  the  excavations, 
as  far  as  practicable,  and  such  portions  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  require,  shall  be  carefully  verified. 
►  Section  4.  Whenever  the  owner,  operator  or  superin- 
tendent of  any  coal  mine  or  colliery  shall  neglect  or  refuse, 
or,  from  any  cause  not  satisfactory  to  the  inspector,  shall 
fail  for  a  period  of  three  months  to  furnish  to  tiie  inspector 
the  map  or  plan  of  said  colliery,  or  of  the  extensions 
thereto  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  inspector  is  hereby 
authorized  to  cause  an  accurate  map  or  plan  of  such  coal 
mine  or  colliery  to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
thereof,  which  cost  shall  be  recoverable  from  said  owner 
as  other  debts  are  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  5.  If  the  inspector  finds,  or  has  reason  to  believe 
that  any  map  or  plan  of  any  coal  mine  or  colliery,  fur- 
nished under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  materially  in- 
accurate or  imperfect,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  applica 
tion  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  ia  which 
such  colliery  is  situated  for  an  order  to  have  an  accurate 
map  or  plan  of  said  colliery  prepared,  and  if  such  survey 
shall  prove  that  the  map  furnished  was  materially  inaccur- 
ate or  imperfect  such  owner,  operator  or  superintendent 
shall  be  liable  for  the  expense  incurred  in  making  the  same. 
Section  6.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  the  map  or  plan  fur- 
nished by  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  was  not 
materially  inaccurate  or  imperfect,  the  Commonwealth  shall 
be  held  hable  for  the  expense  incurred  in  making  said  test 
survey. 
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Secjtion  7.  If  it  shall  be  shown  that  the  said  owner,  opera- 
tor or  superintendent  has  knowingly  and  designedly  caused  or 
allowed  snch  map  or  plan  when  furnished  to  be  incorrect  or 
false,  such  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  thus  oflFendin^ 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  ujwn  conviction  there- 
of, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  8.  The  maps  or  plans  of  the  several  coal  mines 
or  collieries  in  each  district  and  which  are  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  inspector  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  shall  remain  in  the  care  of  the  inspector  uf 
the  district  in  which  the  said  collieries  are  situated,  to  be 
transferred  by  him  to  his  successor  in  office,  and  in  no  case 
shall  any  copy  of  the  same  be  made  without  the  consent  of 
the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent. 

Section  9.  The  inspector's  map  or  plan  of  any  particular 
colliery  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection,  ( in  the  presence  of 
the  inspector ,)  of  any  miner  of  that  colliery,  whenever  said 
miner  shall  have  cause  to  fear  that  his  working  place  is  be- 
coming dangerous  by  reason  of  its  proximity  to  other  work 
ings,  which  may  be  supposed  to  contain  water  or  dangerous 
gases,  but  only  to  the  miner  working  in  such  supposed  dan- 
gerous place. 


ARTICLE  IV. 


SHAFTS,  SLOPES,  OPENINGS  AND  OUTLETS. 
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Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner,  operator 
or  superintendent  of  any  mine  to  employ  any  person  or 
persons  in  such  mine,  or  permit  any  person  or  persons  to 
be  in  such  mine  for  the  purpose  of  working  therein,  unless 
they  are  in  connection  with  every  seam  or  stratum  of  coal, 
and  from  every  lift  thereof  worked  in  such  mine,  not  less 
than  two  openings  or  outlets,  separated  by  a  strata  of  not 
less  than  sixty  (bO)  feet  in  breadth  under  groimd  and  one 
hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  in  breadth  at  the  surface,  at 
which  openings  or  outlets  safe  and  distinct  means  of  ingress 
and  egress  are  at  all  times  available  for  the  person  or  per- 
sons employed  in  the  said  mine;  but  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sary for  the  said  two  openings  to  belong  to  the  same  mine, 
if  the  persons  employed  therein  have  safe,  ready  and  avail- 
able means  of  ingress  and  egress  by  not  less  than  two  open- 
ings. This  section  shall  not  apply  to  opening  a  new  mine, 
or  to  opening  any  new  lift  of  a  mine  while  being  worked 
for  the  purpose  of  making  communication  between  said  two 
outlets,  so  long  as  not  more  than  twenty  persons  are  em- 
ployed at  any  one  time  in  such  mine  or  new  lift  of  a  mine, 
neither  shall  it  apply  to  any  mine  or  part  of  a  mine  in  which 
the  second  outlet  has  been  rendered  unavailable,  by  reason 
of  the  final  robbing  of  pillars  previous  to  abandonment,  so 
long  as  not  more  than  twenty  persons  are  employed  therein 
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at  any  one  time.  The  cage  or  cages  and  other  means  of 
egress  shall  at  all  times  be  available  for  the  persons  em- 
ployed where  there  is  no  second  outlet. 

Section  2.  The  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  any 
mine,  to  which  there  is  only  one  shaft,  slope  or  outlet,  may 
petition  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  and  for  the  county 
in  which  such  mine  is  situated,  which  said  court  is  hereby 
empowered  to  act  in  the  premises,  setting  forth  that  in 
consequence  of  intervening  lands  between  the  working  of 
his  mine  and  the  most  practicable  point,  or  the  only  practi- 
cable point,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  which  to  make  or  bring 
to  the  surface  from  the  working  of  his  mine,  he  is  unable 
to  make  an  additional  shaft,  slope  or  outlet,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  this  act;  whereupon  the  court  may 
make  an  order  of  reference,  and  appoint  three  disinterested 
persons,  residents  of  the  county,  viewers,  one  or  more  of 
whom  shall  be  a  practical  mining  engineer,  all  of  whom 
after  being  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties, 
shall  view  and  examine  the  premises,  and  determine  as 
to  whether  the  owner  should  have  the  privilege  of  making 
an  additional  outlet  through  or  upon  any  intervening  lands 
as  the  case  may  require,  and  report  in  writing  to  the  term 
of  court,  which  report  shall  be  entered  and  filed  of  record; 
if  the  finding  of  the  viewers,  or  any  two  of  them,  is  in 
favor  of  the  owner  of  such  coal  mine  or  colliery,  he  may 
make  an  additional  shaft,  slope  or  outlet,  under,  Uirough  or 
upon  intervening  lands,  as  may  be  determined  upon  and 
provided  for  by  Qie  award;  if  the  finding  of  the  viewers  is 
against  the  owner,  or  if  no  award  be  made  by  reason  of  any 
default  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  owner,  he  shall  be 
bound  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  this  section  had  not  been  enacted;  in  case  the 
said  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  desires  to,  and  claims 
that  he  ought  to  make  an  additional  opening  under,  through 
or  upon  any  adjoining  or  intervening  lands,  to  meet  the  re- 
([uirements  of  this  act,  for  the  ingress  and  egress  of  the 
men  employed  in  his  or  their  mine,  he  or  they  shall  make 
a  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  petition,  with  a  survey  set- 
ting forth  the  point  of  conmiencement  and  the  point  of  ter- 
mination of  the  proposed  outlet,  which,  he  or  they,  their 
engineers,  agents  or  employes  may  enter  upon  said  inter- 
vening lands  and  survey  and  mark,  as  he  or  they  shall  find 
it  proper  to  adopt,  for  such  additional  outlet,  doing  as  little 
damage  as  possible  to  the  property  explored;  and  the  view- 
ers shall  state  in  their  report  what  damage  will  be  sustained 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  intervening  lands  by  the 
opening,  constructing  and  using  of  the  outlet;  and  if  the 
report  is  not  appealed  from,  it  shall  be  confirmed  or  re- 
jected by  said  court,  as  to  right  and  justice  shall  appertain; 
and  any  further  and  all  proceedings  in  relation  thereto 
shall  be  in  conformity  with  like  proceedings,  as  in  the  case 
of  a  lateral  railroad  across  or  under  intervening  lands,  under 
the  act  in  relation  to  lateral  railroads  approved  the  fifth 
15  Laws. 
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day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  and  the  supplements  thereto,  so  far  as  the  pro- 
visions of  the  same  are  applicable  hereto;  and  the  noticee, 
to  the  owner  of  intervening  lands,  of  the  intention  to  apply 
for  the  privilege  of  making  an  outlet,  and  meeting  of  the 
viewers,  shall  be  given,  and  the  costs  of  the  case  shall  be 
paid,  as  provided  in  the  said  act  of  fifth  day  of  May,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  the 
supplements  thereto. 

Section  3.  The  escapements,  shafts  or  slopes  shall  be 
fitted  with  safe  and  available  appliances,  by  which  the  per- 
sons employed  in  the  mine  may  readily  escape,  in  case  an 
accident  occurs  deranging  the  hoisting  machinery  at  ihe 
main  outlets. 

Section  4.  In  slopes,  where  the  angle  of  inclination  is 
fifteen  degrees  (  15°  )  or  less,  there  must  be  provided  a  sep- 
arate travelling  way,  which  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe 
condition  for  travel  and  kept  free  from  steam  and  danger- 
ous gases. 

Section  5.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  in- 
flammable  Btructure,  other  than  a  frame  to  sustain  pulleys 
or  sheaves,  shall  be  erected  over  the  entrance  of  any  open- 
ing connecting  the  surface  with  the  underground  worlnngs 
of  any  mine,  and  no  "  breaker,"  or  other  inflammable  struc- 
ture for  the  preparation  or  storage  of  coal,  shall  be  erected 
nearer  than  two  hundred  (200)  feet  to  any  such  opening, 
but  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  erection 
of  a  fan  drift  for  the  purpose  of  ventilation,  or  of  a  trestle 
for  the  transportation  of  cars  from  any  slope  to  such  breaker, 
or  structure,  neither  shall  it  apply  to  any  shaft  or  slope 
until  the  same  has  been  driven,  to  its  proposed  limit,  or 
until  the  work  of  development  and  shipment  of  coal  has 
commenced:  Provided,  That  this  section  shal  not  apply  to 
breakers  that  are  now  erected  or  that  are  in  course  of  erec- 
tion. 

Section  6.  The  top  of  each  shaft,  and  also  of  each  slope, 
if  dangerous,  or  any  intermediate  lift  thereof,  shall  be  se- 
curely fenced  oflP  by  railing,  or  by  vertical  or  flat  gates. 

Section  7.  Every  abandoned  slope,  shaft,  air-hole  and 
drift  shall  be  properly  fenced  around  or  across  its  entrance. 

Section  8.  AH  underground  entrances  to  any  places  not 
in  actual  course  of  working  or  extension  shall  be  properly 
fenced  across  the  whole  width  of  such  entrances,  so  as  to 
prevent  persons  from  inadvertently  entering  the  same, 
^  Section  9.  The  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  any 
coal  mine  or  colliery,  which  is  worked  by  shaft  or  slope, 
shall  provide  and  maintain  a  suitable  appliance  by  or 
through  which  conversation  can  be  held  by  and  between 
persons  at  the  bottom  and  at  the  top  of  the  shaft  or  slope, 
and  also  an  efficient  means  of  signaling  from  the  bottom  of 
such  shaft  or  slope  to  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  hoist- 
ing engine. 

Section  10.  Hand-rails  and  efficient  safety  oatchee  shall 
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be  attached  to,  and  a  sufficient  cover  overhead  shall  be  pro- 
Tided  on,  every  cage  used  for  lowering  or  hoisting  persons 
in  any  shaft 

Sbction  11.  Wherever  practicable,  every  cage  or  gun- 
boat, used  for  lowering  or  hoisting  persons  in  any  slope, 
shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  protector  so  constructed, 
that  persons,  while  on  such  cage  or  gunboat,  shall  not  be 
struck  by  anything  which  may  fall  or  roll  down  said  slope. 

Section  12.  The  main  link  and  chain,  connecting  the 
rope  to  the  cage,  gunboat  or  car  in  any  shaft  or  slope,  shall 
be  made  of  the  best  quality  of  iron.  Bridle  chains,  made 
of  the  same  quality  of  iron,  shall  be  attached  to  the  main 
link,  rope  or  rope  socket  from  the  cross  head  of  the  cage  or 
gunboat,  when  persons  are  being  lowered  or  hoisted  thereon. 

Section  13.  The  ropes,  safety  catches,  links  and  chains 
shall  be  carefully  examined  every  day  they  are  used,  by  a 
competent  person  delegated  for  that  purpose,  and  any  de- 
fects therein  found,  by  which  life  and  limb  may  been  en- 
dangered, shall  be  immediately  remedied. 

Section  14.  An  efficient  brake  shall  be  attached  to  every 
drum  that  is  used  for  lowering  or  raising  persons  or  ma- 
terial in  any  mine. 

Section  15.  Flanges  or  horns,  of  sufficient  dimensions  to 
prevent  the  rope  from  slipping  oS  the  said  drum,  shall  be 
provided  and  properly  attached  to  the  drum,  and  all  ma- 
chines used  for  lowering  or  hoisting  persons  in  mines  shall 
be  provided  with  an  indicator  to  show  the  position  of  the 
cage,  car  or  gunboat  in  the  shaft  or  slope. 

Section  16.  Over  all  shafts,  which  are  being  sunk  or 
shall  hereafter  be  sunk,  a  safe  and  substantial  structure 
shall  be  erected  to  sustain  the  sheaves  or  pulleys,  at  a  height 
of  not  less  than  twenty  ( 20 )  feet  above  the  tipping  place, 
and  the  top  of  such  shaft  shall  be  arranged  in  such  manner 
that  no  material  can  fall  into  the  shaft  while  the  bucket  is 
being  emptied. 

Section  17.  The  said  structure  shall  be  erected  as  soon 
as  a  substantial  foundation  is  obtained,  and  in  no  case  shall 
a  shaft  be  sunk  to  a  depth  of  more  than  fifty  (  50 )  feet 
without  such  structure. 

Section  18.  If  provision  is  made  to  land  the  bucket  upon 
a  truck,  the  said  truck  shall  be  constructed  in  such  man- 
ner that  material  cannot  fall  into  the  shaft. 

Section  19.  All  rock  and  coal  from  shafts  as  they  are 
being  sunk  shall  not  be  raised,  except  in  a  bucket  or  on  a 
cage,  and  such  bucket  or  cage  must  be  connected  to  the  rope 
or  chain  by  a  safety  hook,  clevis,  or  other  safe  attachment 

Section  20.  Such  shafts  shall  be  provided  with  guides 
fmd  guide  attachments,  applied  in  such  a  manner  as  to  pre- 
vent Ibe  bucket  from  swinging  while  descending  or  ascend- 
ing therein,  and  such  guides  and  guide  attachments  shall 
be  maintained  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  seventy-five 
(75)  feet  from  the  bottom  of  such  shaft,  until  its  sinking 
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shall  have  been  completed,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  shafts  one  hundred  (100)  feet  or  less  in  depth. 

Section  21.  Where  the  strata  are  not  safe,  every  shaft 
shall  be  securely  cased,  lined  or  otherwise  made  secura 

Section  22.  The  following  rules  shall  be  observed,  as  far 
as  practicable,  in  every  shaft  to  which  this  act  applies: 

First — After  each  and  every  blast,  the  chargeman  must 
see  that  all  loose  material  is  swept  down  from  the  timbers, 
before  the  workmen  descend  to  their  work. 

Second — After  a  suspension  of  work,  and  also  after  firing 
a  blast  in  a  shaft  where  explosive  gases  are  evolved,  the  per- 
son inc  harge  must  have  the  said  shaft  examined  and  tested 
with  asafety  lamp,  before  the  workmen  are  allowed  to  de- 
scend. 

Thirrl — ^Not  more  than  four  persons  shall  be  lowered  or 
hoisted  in  any  shaft  on  a  bucket  at  the  same  time,  and  no 
person  shall  ride  on  a  loaded  bucket 

Fourth — Whenever  persons  are  employed  on  platforms, 
in  shafts,  the  person  in  charge  must  see  that  the  said  plat- 
forms are  properly  and  safely  constructed. 

Fifth — While  shafts  are  being  sunk,  all  blasts  therein 
must  be  exploded  by  an  electric  battery. 

Sixth — Every  person,  who  fails  to  comply  with,  or  who 
violates  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
ofPense  against  this  act. 
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Section  1.  All  boilers  used  for  generating  steam  in  and 
about  mines  and  collieries  shall  be  kept  in  good  order,  and 
the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  shall  have  them  ex- 
amined and  inspected  by  a  competent  boilermaker,  or  other 
well  qualified  person,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  and 
oftener  if  needed.  The  result  of  such  examination,  under 
oath,  shall  be  certified  in  writing  to  the  inspector  for  the  dis- 
trict, within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter. 

Section  2.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  to  place  any  boiler  or  boilers  for  the  purpose 
of  generating  steam  under,  nor  nearer  than  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  to,  any  coal  breaker  or  other  structure,  in  which 
persons  are  employed  in  the  preparation  of  coal :  Proi^ided, 
That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  breakers  already  erected, 
or  that  are  in  course  of  erection. 

Section  3.  Each  nest  of  boilers  shall  be  provided  with  a 
safety-valve,  of  sufficient  area  for  the  steam  to  escape,  and 
with  weights  or  springs  properly  adjusted. 
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Section  4  Every  boiler-bouse  shall  be  provided  with  a 
steam-gauge,  properly  connected  with  the  boilers,  to  indi- 
date  the  steam  pressure;  and  another  steam-gauge  shall  be 
attached  to  the  steam  pipe  in  the  engine  house,  and  placed 
in  such  position,  that  the  engineer  or  fireman  can  readily 
examine  them  and  see  what  pressure  is  carried.  Such  steam- 
gauges  shall  be  kept  in  good  order,  tested  and  adjusted  as 
often  as  once  in  every  six  months,  and  their  condition  re- 
ported to  the  inspector  in  the  same  manner  as  the  report  of 
boiler  inspection. 

Section  5.  All  machinery  used  in  or  around  the  mines 
and  collieries,  and  especially  in  breakers,  such  as  engines, 
wheels,  screens,  shafting  and  belting,  shall  be  protected  by 
covering  or  railing,  so  as  to  prevent  persons  from  inadver- 
tently walking  against  or  falling  upon  the  same.  The  sides 
of  stairs,  trestles  and  dangerous  plank  walks,  in  and  around 
the  collieries,  shall  be  provided  with  hand  and  guard-railing 
to  prevent  persons  from  falling  over  the  sides.  This  section 
shall  not  forbid  the  temporary  removal  of  a  fence,  guard- 
rail or  covering  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  or  other  opera- 
ion,  if  proper  precautions  are  used  and  the  fence,  guard- 
ail  or  covering  is  replaced  immediately  thereafter. 

Section  6.  A  sober  and  competent  person,  not  under 
eighteen  ( 18 )  years  of  age,  shall  be  engaged  to  run  the 
breaker  engine,  and  he  shall  attend  to  said  engine  while  the 
machinery  is  in  motion. 

Section  7.  A  signal  apparatus  shall  be  established  at  im- 
portant points  in  every  breaker,  so  that  in  case  of  an  acci- 
dent, the  engineer  can  be  promptly  notified  to  stop  the 
machinery. 

Section  8.  No  person  under  fifteen  ( 15 )  years  of  age 
shall  be  appointed  to  oil  the  machinery,  and  no  person 
shall  oil  dangerous  parts  of  such  machinery  while  it  is 
in  motion. 

Section  9.  No  person  shall  play  with,  loiter  around  or  inter- 
fere with  any  machinery  in  or  about  any  mine  or  colliery. 

Section  10.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
article  shall  be  deemed  an  o£Fense  against  this  act. 
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ARTICLE  VL

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  operator  or  2Sal!»to1£imo?' 
superintendent  of  each  mine  or  colliery,  at  the  request  in  Tided,  on  reqneatoc 
writing  of  the  inspector  of  mines,  to  provide  a   suitable  *"'~^"*' 
building,  not  an  engine  or  boiler  house,  which  shall  be 
convenient  to  the  principal  entrance  of  such  mine,  for  the 
use  of  the   persons  employed  therein  for  the  purpose  of 
washing  themselves  and  changing  their  clothes  when  en- 
tering &ie  mine  and  returning  therefrom.     The  said  build- 
ing shall  be  maintained  in  good  order,  be  properly  lighted 
and  heated,  and  supplied  with  pure  cold  and  warm  water,

If  any  person  or  persons  shall  neglect  or  &il  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  maliciously  injure,  or 
destroy,  or  cause  to  be  injured  or  destroyed,  the  said  build- 
ing or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  of  the  appliances,  or  fit- 
tings used  for  supplying  light,  heat  and  water  therein,  or 
doing  any  act  tending  to  the  injury  or  destruction  thereof, 
he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offense  against  this 
act 
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Section  1.  The  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of 
every  mine  or  colliery,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
provide  and  keep  at  such  mine  or  colliery  an  ambulance 
and  also  at  least  two  (  2 )  stretchers,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
veying to  their  places  of  abode  any  person  or  persons,  who 
may  be  injured  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  or  their  work 
at  such  mine  or  colliery. 

Section  2.  The  said  ambulance  shall  be  constructed  upon 
good,  substantial  and  easy  springs;  it  shall  be  covered  and 
dosed,  and  shall  have  windows  on  the  sides  or  ends;  it  shall 
be  of  sufficient  size  to  convey  at  least  two  injured  persons, 
with  two  attendants,  at  one  time,  and  shall  be  provided  with 
spring  mattresses,  or  other  comfortable  bedding,  to  be  placed 
on  roller  frames,  together  with  sufficient  covering  for  the 
comfort  and  protection  and  convenient  moving  of  the  in- 
jured; it  shall  also  be  provided  with  seats  for  the  attend- 
ants. The  stretchers  shaU  be  constructed  of  such  material 
and  in  such  manner  as  to  afford  the  greatest  ease  and  com- 
fort in  the  carriage  of  the  injured  person. 

Section  3.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons  employed  in 
or  about  a  mine  or  colliery  shall  receive  such  injury,  by  ac- 
cident or  otherwise,  while  so  employed,  as  would  render 
him  or  them  unable  to  walk  to  his  or  their  place  of  abode, 
the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  such  mine  or  col- 
liery shall  immediately  cause  such  person  or  persons  to  be 
removed  to  his  or  their  place  of  abode,  or  to  an  hospital,  as 
the  case  may  require. 

Section  4.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  owner,  opera- 
tor or  superintendent  of  any  mine  or  colliery  shall  be  ex- 
cepted from  the  requirement  of  an  ambulance  as  aforesaid, 
if  the  places  of  abode  of  all  the  workmen  at  such  mine  or 
colliery  be  within  a  radius  of  a  half  mile  from  the  principal 
entrance  to  such  mine. 

Section  5.  It  is  provided  further  that  where  two  or  more 
mines  or  collieries  are  located  within  one  mile  of  each  other, 
or  the  ambulance  is  located  within  one  mile  of  each  colliery, 
but  one  ambulance  as  aforesaid  shall  be  required,  if  the  said 
mines  or  collieries  have  ready  and  quick  means  of  communi- 
cation one  with  the  other  by  telegraph  or  telephone 
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Sbction  6.  An  ambulance  as  aforesaid  shall  not  be  re-  Prorifliomiofaot 
quired  at  any  mine  or  colliery  at  which  less  than  twenty  S2b*°  ***^  ^  ^  ^^' 
(20)  persons  are  employed. 

Section  7.  In  case  the  distance  from  any  mine  or  col 
liery,  to  the  place  of  abode  of  the  person  injured,  is  such 
as  to  permit  his  conveyance  to  his  home,  or  to  an  hospital, 
more  quickly  and  conveniently  by  railway,  such  mode  of 
conveyance  shall  be  permitted,  but  in  such  case  the  convey- 
ance must  be  under  cover  and  the  comfort  of  the  injured 
person  must  be  provided  for. 


ARTICLE  VHL 


CEBTIFIW)    MINE   FOREMAN. 


Section  1.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  no  person  shall  be 
permitted  to  act  as  mine  foreman,  unless  he  is  registered  as 
a  holder  of  a  certificate  under  this  act 

Section  2.  Certificates  of  qualification  to  mine  foreman 
shall  be  granted  by  the  Seoretary  of  Internal  Affairs  to 
every  applicant,  who  may  be  reported  by  the  examiners,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  as  having  passed  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination, and  as  having  given  satisfactory  evidence  of  at 
least  five  years  practical  experience,  and  of  good  conduct, 
capability  and  sobriety. 

The  certificate  shall  be  in  manner  and  form  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Internal  AfiPairs,  and  a  record 
of  all  certificates  issued  shall  be  kept  in  his  department 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  examination  of  candidates 
for  such  certificates,  a  board  of  examiners  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  each  of  the  inspection  districts  provided  for  by 
this  act  The  said  board  shall  consist  of  the  district  in- 
spector of  mines,  a  practical  miner  and  one  owner,  operator 
or  superintendent  of  a  mine.  The  said  inspector  shall  act 
ex-officio,  and  the  said  engineer  and  owner,  operator  or  su< 
perintendent  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner,  and  at  the 
same  time,  as  the  boards  of  examiners  for  candidates  for 
mine  inspectorship  under  this  act  are  now  appointed.  The 
said  board  shall  act  as  such  for  the  period  of  one  year  from 
the  date  of  their  appointment  Meetings  of  the  board  may 
be  held  at  any  time,  and  they  may  make  such  rules  and 
conduct  such  examinations  as  in  their  judgment,  may  seem 
proper  for  the  purpose  of  such  examinations.  The  said 
board  shall  report  their  action  to  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
Affairs,  and  at  least  two  of  the  members  thereof  shall  certify 
to  the  qualification  of  each  candidate,  who  has  passed  such 
examination.  The  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of 
such  board  to  and  from  their  place  of  meeting,  together 
with  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  each  to  the  said  prac- 
tical miner  and  owner,  operator  or  superintendent,  members 
of  such  board,  for  each  day  they  are  actually  engaged 
therein,  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  days  in  all  during  the  year, 
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shall  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth,  on  an  order  of  the 
Auditor  General  drawn  on  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  mine  inspector,  member  of  such  board 

Section  4.  Certificates  of  service,  which  shall  have  the 
same  effect  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  as  certificates  of 
qualification,  shall  be  granted  by  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
Affairs,  on  the  report  of  the  examining  board,  to  each  per- 
son who,  for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty -six,  has  acted  at 
any  mine  under  this  act  as  mine  foreman.  Certificates  of 
qualification  and  certificates  of  service  shall  contain  the  full 
name,  age  and  place  of  birth  of  the  applicant,  as  also  the 
length  and  nature  of  his  previous  service  in  or  about  mines. 

Section  5.  Before  certificates  as  aforesaid  shall  be  granted, 
applicants  for  same  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
AfiPairs  the  following  fees,  namely:  For  examination  one 
dollar,  for  registration  of  certificate  one  dollar,  for  certifi- 
cate one  dollar.  All  fees  so  received  shall  be  covered  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

□Section  6.  No  mine  shall  be  operated  for  a  longer 
period  than  thirty  ( 30 )  days  without  the  supervision  of  a 
mine  foreman:  Provided  hoii^i'^er,  That  any  mine  employ- 
ing ordinarily  lees  than  ten  ( 10  )  persons  under  ground  or 
one  whose  daily  output  is  less  than  fifty  ( 50 )  tons  of  coal, 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  operations  of  this  section. 

Section  7.  In  case  any  mine,  except  as  hereinafter  ex- 
cepted, is  worked  a  longer  period  than  thirty  ( 30 )  days 
without  such  certificated  mine  foreman,  the  owner,  operator 
or  superintendent  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  per  day,  for  each  day  over  the  said  thirty 
( 30 )  days  during  which  the  said  mine  is  worked,  imless  it 
shall  be  clearly  shown  that  the  said  owner,  operator  or 
superintendent  has  used  all  reasonable  means  for  the  en- 
•forcement  of  this  article  and  to  prevent  the  mine  from 
being  worked  contrary  to  this  act:  And  provided  further^ 
That  in  case  no  suitable  or  satisfactory  certificated  mine 
foreman  may  at  the  time  be  obtained,  some  suitable  person 
may  be  api>ointed  to  act  as  mine  foreman  for  the  space  of 
three  months,  or  until  such  person  can  obtain  the  proper  cer- 
tificate under  this  act. 

Section  8.  In  case  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  a  certifi- 
cate, the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  may  supply  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  person  losing  the  same,  upon  the  payment  of 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents:  Provided,  It  shall  be  shown  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  that  the  loss  has  actually  oc- 
ciured. 

Section  9.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  forge  or  coun- 
terfeit a  certificate,  or  knowingly  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
any  false  statement  in  any  certificate  under  this  act,  or  in 
any  official  copy  of  the  same,  or  shall  urge  others  to  do  so, 
or  shall  utter  or  use  any  such  forged  or  false  certificate  or 
unofficial  copy  thereof,  or  shall  make,  give,  utter,  produce 
or  make  use  of  any  false   declaration,  representation  or 
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statement  in  any  euch  certificate,  or  copy  thereof,  or  any 
docanient  containing  the  same,  he  or  they  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  Penalty- 
fined  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  try- 
ing the  case. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  BOYS  AND  FEMALES. 


Section  1.  No  boy  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
no  woman  or  girl  of  any  age,  shall  be  employed  or  permitted 
to  be  in  any  mine  for  the  purpose  of  employment  therein; 
nor  shall  a  boy  under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  or  a  woman, 
or  girl  of  any  age,  be  employed  or  permitted  to  be  in  or 
about  the  outside  structures  or  workings  of  a  colliery  for 
the  purpose  of  employment,  but  it  is  provided,  however,  that 
this  prohibition  shall  not  affect  the  employment  of  a  boy  or 
female  o!  suitable  age  in  an  office,  or  in  Uie  performance  of 
clerical  work  at  a  colliery. 

Section  2.  When  an  employer  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  age 
of  any  boy  or  youth  applying  for  employment  in  or  about 
a  mine  or  colliery,  he  shall  demand  and  receive  proof  of 
the  said  lawful  employment  age  of  such  boy  or  youth  by 
certificate  from  the  parent  or  guardian,  before  said  boy  or 
youth  shall  be  employed. 

Section  3.  If  any  person  or  persons  contravene,  or  fail 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  respect  to  the 
employment  of  boys,  young  male  persons,  or  females,  or  if 
he  or  they  shall  connive  with,  or  permit  others  to  contra- 
vene or  fail  to  comply  with  said  provisions,  or  if  a  parent 
or  guardian  of  a  boy  or  young  male  person,  make  or  give 
a  false  certificate  of  the  age  of  such  boy  or  young  male 
person,  or  knowingly  do  or  perform  any  other  act  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  employment  for  a  boy  or  young  male 
person  under  the  lawful  employment  age  and  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  or  they  shall  be  guilty 
of  an  offense  against  this  act. 
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Section  1.  The   owner,   operator  or   superintendent  of  ^®"^*JJ^°  ***  ^ 
every  mine  shall  provide  and  maintain  an  adequate  supply  ^"* 
of  pure  air  for  the  same,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  At  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  a  fur- 
nace for  the  purpose  of  ventilating  any  mine  wherein  ex- 
plosive gases  are  generated. 

Section  3.  The  minimum  quantity  of  air  thus  produced  Minimum  qnantitr 
shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  ( 2CX) )  cubic  feet  per  duced. 
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minute,  for  each  and  every  person  employed  in  any  mine, 
and  as  much  more  as  the  circumstances  may  require. 

Section  4.  The  ventilating  carrents  shall  be  conducted 
and  circulated  to  and  along  the  face  of  each  and  every 
working  place  throughout  the  entire  mine,  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  dilute,  render  harmless  and  sweep  away  smoke 
and  noxious  or  dangerous  gases,  to  such  an  extent  that  ail 
working  places  and  traveling  roads  shall  be  in  a  safe  and 
fit  state  to  work  and  txavel  therein. 

Section  5.  All  worked  out  or  abandoned  parts  of  a  mine, 
so  far  as  practicable,  shall  be  kept  free  of  dangerous  bodies 
of  gases. 

Section  6.  One  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  every 
mine  employing  more  than  seventy-five  ( 75 )  persons  must 
be  divided  into  two  or  more  districts;  each  district  shall  be 
provided  with  a  separate  split  of  pure  air,  and  the  ventila- 
tion shall  be  so  arranged  that  no  more  than  seventy-five 
( 75 )  persons  shall  be  employed  at  the  same  time  in  any 
one  current  or  split  of  air. 

The  inlet  and  return  air  passages  for  any  particular  dis- 
trict must  be  separated  by  a  pillar  of  coal  or  stone,  if  Uie 
thickness  and  dip  of  the  vein  will  permit,  except  where  it  is 
necessary  to  cut  through  said  dividing  pillar  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ventilation,  tre&c  or  drainage. 

Section  7.  All  the  air  passages  shall  be  of  a  sufficient 
area  to  allow  the  free  passage  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
(  200 )  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  for  every  person  working 
therein,  and  in  no  case,  in  mines  generating  explosive  gases, 
shall  the  velocity  exceed  four  hundred  and  fifty  ( 450 )  lin- 
eal feet  per  minute  in  any  opening,  through  which  the  air 
currents  pass,  if  gauze  safety  lamps  are  used,  except  in  the 
main  inlet  or  outlet  airways. 

Section  8.  All  cross  cuts,  connecting  the  main  inlet  and 
outlet  air  passages  of  every  district,  when  it  becomes  nec- 
essary to  close  them  permanently,  shall  be  substantially 
closed  with  brick  or  other  suitable  building  material,  laid 
in  mortar,  or  cement  wherever  practicable,  but  in  no  case 
shall  said  air  stoppings  be  constructed  of  plank,  except  for 
temporary  purposes,  or  as  above  provided. 

Section  9.  All  doors  used  in  assisting  or  in  any  way 
affecting  the  ventilation  shall  be  so  hung  and  adjusted,  that 
they  will  cloee  of  their  own  accord  and  cannot  stand  open. 

Section  10.  All  main  doors  shall  have  an  attendant, 
whose  constant  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  them  for  transpor- 
tation and  travel  and  prevent  them  from  standing  open, 
longer  than  is  necessary  for  persons  or  cars  to  pass  through. 

Section  11.  All  main  doors  shall  be  so  placed  that  when 
one  door  is  open,  another,  which  has  the  same  efiPect  upon 
the  same  current,  shall  be  and  remain  closed,  and  thus  pre- 
vent any  temporary  stoppage  of  the  air  current. 

Section  12.  An  extra  main  door  shall  be  placed  and  kept 
standing  open  so  as  to  be  out  of  reach  of  accident,  and  so 
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fixed  that  it  can  be  at  once  closed  in  the  event  of  an  acci- 
dent to  the  doors  in  use. 

Section  13.  The  frame  work  of  such  main  doors  shall  be 
substantially  secured  in  stone  or  brick  laid  in  mortar  or 
cement,  unless  otherwise  permitted  in  writing  by  the  in- 
spector. 

Section  14  All  permanent  air  bridges  shall  be  substan- 
tially built  of  sudi  material  and  of  such  strength  as  the 
circnmstances  may  require. 

Section  15.  The  quantities  of  air  in  circulation  shall  be 
ascertained  with  an  anemometer,  or  other  efficient  instru- 
ment. Such  measurements  shall  be  made  by  the  inside 
foreman,  or  his  assistant,  once  every  week  at  the  inlet  and 
outlet  airways,  also  at  or  near  the  face  of  each  gangway, 
and  shall  be  entered  in  the  colliery  report  book. 

Section  16.  A  copy  of  these  air  measurements  shall  be 
sent  to  the  inspector,  before  the  twelfth  (12)  day  of  each 
month  for  the  preceding  month,  together  with  a  statement 
of  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  each  district 

Section  17.  All  ventilators,  used  at  mines  generating  ex- 
plosive gasta,  shall  be  provided  with  recording  instruments 
by  which  the  number  of  revolutions  of  the  fan  shall  be 
registered  for  each  hour,  and  such  data  shall  be  taken  and 
reported  in  the  colliery  report  book. 

Section  18.  Any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  neglect  or 
fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  who 
shall  knowingly  make  any  false  report  in  jegard  to  air 
measurements,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  against  this  act 
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ARTICLE  XL 


PROPS    AND   timbers. 


Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  operator, 
superintendent,  or  mine  foreman  of  every  mine  to  furnish 
to  the  miners,  at  their  request,  all  props  and  timbers  neces- 
sary for  the  safe  mining  of  coal  and  for  the  protection  of 
the  lives  of  the  workmen.  Such  props  and  timbers  shall 
be  suitably  prepared  and  shall  be  delivenfdto  the  workmen, 
as  near  to  iiieir  working  places  as  they  can  be  conveyed  in 
ordinary  mine  cars,  free  of  charge. 

Section  2.  Every  workman  in  want  of  props  or  timbers 
shall  notify  the  mine  foreman,  or  his  assistant,  of  the  fact, 
at  least  one  day  in  advance,  giving  the  length  of  the  props 
or  timber  requii^,  and  in  case  of  danger  from  loose  roof 
or  sides,  he  shall  not  continue  to  cut  or  load  coal,  until  the 
said  props  and  timber  have  been  properly  furnished  and  the 
place  made  secure. 

Section  3.  A  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  article  shall  be  deemed  an  offense  against  this  act,  and 
shall  be  taken  to  be  negligence  per  se  on  the  part  of 
the  owner,  operator,  superintendent  or  mine  foreman 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  such  mine,  in  action  for  the  re- 
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covery  of  damages  for  accidents  resulting  from  the  insuf- 
ficient propping  of  such  mine  through  failure  to  furnish 
the  necessary  props  or  timbers. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

OERERAL    RULES. 


<i«neral  rulee. 
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The  following  general  rules  shall  be  observed  in  every 
mine  to  which  this  act  applies: 

Rule  1.  The  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  a  mine 
or  colliery  shall  place  tibe  underground  workings  thereof 
and  all  that  is  related  to  the  same  under  the  charge  and 
daily  supervision  of  a  competent  person,  who  shall  be 
called  "  mine  foreman. '' 

Rule  2.  Whenever  a  mine  foreman  cannot  personally 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  so  far  as  they  pertain 
to  him,  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  shall  au- 
thorize him  to  employ  a  sufficient  number  of  competent 
persons  to  act  as  his  assistants,  who  shall  be  subject  to  his 
orders. 

Rule  3.  The  mine  foreman  shall  have  charge  of  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  ventilation,  and  the  speed  of  the  ventila- 
tors shall  be  particularly  under  his  charge  and  direction. 

Rule  4  All  accessible  parts  of  an  abandoned  portion  of 
a  mine,  in  which  explosive  gases  have  been  found,  shall 
be  carefully  examined  by  the  mine  foreman,  or  his  assist- 
ants, at  least  once  every  week,  and  all  danger  found  ex- 
isting therein  shall  be  immediately  removed.  A  report  of 
said  examination  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  at  the 
colliery  for  that  purpose  and  signed  by  the  person  making 
the  same. 

Rule  5.  In  mines  generating  explosive  gases,  the  mine 
foreman  or  his  assistants  shall  make  a  careful  examination 
every  morning  of  all  working  places  and  traveling  roads 
before  the  workmen  shall  enter  the  mine,  and  such  exami- 
nation shall  be  made  with  a  safety  lamp  within  three  hours 
at  most  before  time  for  commencing  work,  and  a  workman 
shall  not  enter  the  mine  or  his  working  place  until  the  said 
mine  or  part  thereof  and  working  place  are  reported  to  be 
safe.  Every  report  shall  be  reconled  without  delay  in  a 
book,  which  shidl  be  kept  at  the  colliery  for  the  purpose, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  tlie  person  making  the  examination. 

Rule  6.  The  person  who  makes  said  examination  shall 
establish  proof  of  the  same  by  marking  plainly  the  date 
thereof  at  the  face  of  each  working  place. 

Rule  7.  A  station  or  stations  shall  be  established  at  the 
Entrance  to  each  mine,  or  di£Perent  parts  of  each  mine  as 
the  case  may  require,  and  a  workman  shall  not  pass  beyond 
any  such  station,  until  the  mine  or  part  of  the  mine  beyond 
the  same  has  been  inspected  and  reported  to  be  safa 

Rule  8.  If  at  any  time  it  is  found  by  the  person  for  the 
time  being  in  charge  of  the  mine,  or  any  part  thereof,  that, 
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certain 


by  reason  of  noxious  gases  prevailing  in  such  mine,  or  such 
part  thereof,  or  of  any  cause  whatever,  the  mine  or  the  said 
part  is  dangerous,  every  workman,  except  such  persons  as 
may  be  required  to  remove  the  danger,  shall  be  withdrawn 
from  the  mine,  or  such  part  thereof  as  is  so  found  dan- 
gerons,  until  the  said  mine,  or  said  part  thereof,  is  exam- 
ined by  a  competent  person  and  reported  by  him  to  be  safe. 

Rule  9.  In  every  working  approaching  any  place  where  safety  lampA 
there  is  likely  to  be  an  accumulation  of  explosive  gases,  or  Jj^j^**^  ^ 
in  any  working  in  which  danger  is  imminent  from  explo- 
sive gases,  no  Hght  or  fire,  other  than  a  locked  safety  lamp, 
shall  be  allowed  or  used.  Whenever  safety  lamps  are  re- 
quired in  any  mine,  they  shall  be  the  property  of  the  owner 
of  said  mine,  and  a  competent  person,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose,  shall  examine  every  safety  lamp 
immediately  before  it  is  taken  into  the  workings  for  use  and 
ascertain  it  to  be  clean,  safe  and  securely  locked,  and  safety 
lamps  shall  not  be  used  until  they  have  been  so  examined 
and  found  safe,  clean  and  securely  locked,  unless  permis- 
sion be  first  given  by  the  mine  foreman  to  have  the  lamps 
used  unlocked. 

Rule  10.  No  one,  except  a  duly  authorized  person,  shall  Keys. 
have  in  his  possession  a  key,  or  any  other  contrivance,  for 
the  purpose  of  unlocking  any  safety  lamp  in  any  mine 
where  locked  safety  lamps  are  used.  No  lucifer  matches  or 
any  other  apparatus  for  striking  light  shall  be  taken  into 
said  mine  or  parts  thereof. 

Rule  11.  No  blast  shall  be  fired  in  any  mine  where  locked  BUsts. 
safety  lamps  are  used,  except  by  permission  of  the  mine 
foreman  or  his  assistant,  and  before  a  blast  is  fired,  the  per- 
son in  charge  must  examine  the  place  and  adjoining  places 
and  satisfy  himself  that  it  is  safe  to  fire  such  blast  before 
such  permission  is  given. 

Rule  12.  The  mine  foreman,  or  his  assistant,  shall  visit 
and  examine  every  working  place  in  the  mine  at  least  once 
every  alternate  day,  while  the  men  of  such  place  are  or 
should  be  at  work,  and  shall  direct  that  each  and  every 
working  place  is  properly  secured  by  props  or  timber,  and 
thai  safety  in  all  respects  is  assured  by  directing  that  all 
loose  coal  or  rock  shall  be  pulled  down  or  secured,  and  that 
no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  work  in  an  unsafe  place, 
unless  it  be  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  secure. 

Rule  13.  The  mine  foreman,  or  some  other  competent  EzaminatioD  of 
person  or  persons  to  be  designated  by  him,  shall  examine  at  "  " 
least  once  every  day  all  slopes,  shafts,  main  roads,  traveling 
ways,  signal  apparatus,  pulleys  and  timbering,  and  see  that 
they  are  in  safe  and  efficient  working  condition. 

Rule  14.  Any  person  having  charge  of  a  working  place  aoofe  aad  sides  to 
in  any  mine  shall  keep  the  roof  and  sides  thereof  properly  *^"^ 
secured  by  timber,  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  prevent  such  roof 
and  sides  from  falling,  and  he  shall  not  do  any  work  or  per- 
mit any  work  to  be  done  under  loose  or  dangerous  material, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  same. 
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DMiier  from  water.  Rule  15.  Whenever  a  place  is  likely  to  contain  a  danger- 
ous accumolation  of  water,  the  working  approaching  such 
place  shall  not  exceed  twelve  ( 12 )  feet  in  width,  and  there 
shall  be  constantly  kept,  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than 
twenty  ( 20 )  feet  in  advance,  at  least  one  bore  hole  near  ihe 
center  of  the  working  and  sufficient  flank  bore  holes  on 
each  side. 

Rule  16.  No  person  shall  ride  upon  or  against  any  loaded 
car,  cage  or  gunboat  in  any  shaft,  slope  or  plane  in  or 
about  a  mine  or  oollieiy. 

Rule  17.  Not  more  than  ten  (10)  persons  shall  be  hoisted 
or  lowered  at  any  one  time  in  any  shaft  or  slope,  and  when- 
ever ten  persons  shall  arrive  at  the  bottom  of  any  shaft  or  slope 
in  which  persons  are  regularly  hoisted  or  lowered,  they  shall 
be  furnished  with  an  empty  car  or  cage  and  be  hoisted,  ex- 
cept however  in  mines  where  there  is  provided  a  traveling 
way  having  an  average  pitch  of  fifteen  degrees  ( 15° )  or 
lees  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  feet  in  length. 

Rule  18.  An  engineer  placed  in  charge  of  an  engine, 
whereby  persons  are  hoisted  or  lowered  in  any  mine,  shall 
be  a  sober  and  competent  person  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  (  21 )  years  of  age. 

Ride  19.  Every  engineer  shall  work  his  engine  slowly 
and  with  great  care  when  any  person  is  being  lowered  or 
hoisted  in  a  shaft  or  slope,  and  no  one  shall  interfere  with 
or  intimidate  him  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Rule  20.  An  engineer,  who  has  charge  of  the  hoisting 
machinery  by  which  persons  are  loweied  or  hoisted  in  a 
mine,  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  for  that  purpose  dur- 
ing the  whole  time  any  person  or  persons  are  below  ground, 
and  he  shall  not  allow  any  person  or  persons,  except  such 
as  may  be  deputed  by  the  owner,  operator  or  superintend- 
ent, to  handle  or  meddle  with  the  engine  under  his  charge 
or  any  part  of  its  machinery. 

signals.  Rule  21.  When  any  person  is  about  to  descend  or  ascend 

a  shaft  or  slope,  the  headman  or  footman,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  inform  the  engineer  by  signal  or  otherwise  of  the 
fact,  and  the  engineer  shall  return  a  signal  before  moving 
or  starting  the  engine.  In  the  absence  of  a  headman  or 
footman,  the  person  or  persons  about  to  descend  or  ascend 
shall  give  and  receive  the  signals  in  the  same  manner. 

OatBide  foreman.  Rule  22.  The  owner,    operator   or   superizftendent   of  a 

colliery  shall  place  a  competent  person,  to  be  called  outside 
foreman,  in  charge  of  the  breaker  and  the  outside  work  of 
such  colliery,  and  who  shall  direct,  and,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, see  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  complied  with  in 
respect  to  the  breaker,  outside  machinery,  ropes,  cages  and 
all  other  things  pertaining  to  the  outside  work,  unless  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  act. 

Dirt  In  ooai  break-         Rule  23.  In  all  coal  breakers,  where  the  coal  dust  is  so 

•^  dense  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  persons  employed 

therein,  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  said 
breaker  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  inspector,  immedi- 
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ately  adopt  measures  for  the  removal  of  the  dust,  as  far  as 
practicable. 

Rule  24  Any  miner,  or  other  workman,  who  shall  dis- 
cover anything  wrong  with  the  ventilating  current,  or  with 
the  condition  of  the  roof,  sides,  timber  or  roadway,  or  with 
any  other  part  of  the  mine,  in  general,  such  as  would  lead 
him  to  suspect  danger  to  himself,  or  to  his  fellow- workmen, 
or  to  the  property  of  his  employer,  shall  immediately  re- 
port the  same  to  the  mine  foreman,  or  other  person  for  the 
time  being  in  charge  of  that  portion  of  the  mine. 

Rule  25.  iiny  person  or  persons  who  shall  knowingly  or 
willfully  damage,  or  without  proper  authority  remove,  or 
render  useless  any  fencing,  means  of  signaling,  apparatus, 
instrument  or  machine,  or  shall  throw  open  or  obstruct  any 
airway,  or  open  a  ventilating  door  and  not  have  the  same 
closed,  or  enter  a  place  in  or  about  a  mine  against  caution, 
or  carry  fire,  open  lights  or  matches  in  places  where  safety 
lamps  are  used,  or  handle  without  authority,  or  disturb  any 
machinery  or  cars,  or  do  any  other  act  or  thing,  whereby 
the  lives  or  health  of  persons,  or  the  security  of  the  prop- 
erty in  or  about  a  mine  or  colliery  are  endangered,  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  ofiPense  against  this  act. 

Rule  26.  Gunpowder,  or  any  other  explosive,  shall  not  be 
stored  in  a  mine,  and  a  workman  shall  not  have  at  any  one 
time  in  any  one  place  more  than  one  keg  or  box  containing 
twenty-five  (25)  pounds,  unless  more  is  necessary  for  a  per- 
son to  accomplish  one  day's  work. 

Rule  27.  Every  person  who  has  gunpowder,  or  other  ex-  How  to  be  kept 
plosive  in  a  mine,  shall  keep  it  in  a  wooden  or  metallic  box 
securely  locked,  and  such  box  shall  be  kept  at  least  ten  feet 
from  the  tracks,  in  all  cases  where  room  at  such  distance  is 
available. 

Rule  28.  Whenever  a  workman  shall  open  a  box  contain- 
ing explosives,  or  while  in  any  manner  handling  the  same, 
he  shall  first  place  his-  lamp  not  less  than  five  feet  from 
such  explosive  and  in  such  a  position  that  the  air  current 
cannot  convey  sparks  to  it,  and  a  workman  shall  not  ap- 
proach nearer  than  five  feet  to  an  open  box  containg  pow- 
der, with  a  lighted  lamp,  lighted  pipe  or  any  other  thing 
containing  fire. 

Rule  29.  When  high  explosives,  other  than  gunpowder, 
are  used  in*any  mine,  the  manner  of  storing,  keeping,  mov- 
ing, charging  and  firing,  or  in  any  manner  using  such  ex- 
plosives, shall  be  in  accordance  with  special  rules,  as  fur- 
nished by  the  manufacturers  of  the  same.  The  said  rules 
shall  be  endorsed  with  his  or  their  official  signature,  and 
shall  be  approved  by  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent 
of  the  mine  in  which  such  explosives  are  used. 

Rule  30.  In  charging  holes  for  blasting  in  slate  or  rock 
in  any  mine,  no  iron  or  steel  pointed  needle  shall  be  used,  Needle. 
and  a  tight  cartridge  shall  not  be  rammed  into  a  hole  in 
coal,  slate  or  rock  with  an  iron  or  steel  tamping  bar,  unless  Tamping  bar. 
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the  end  of  the  tamping  bar  is  tipped  with  at  least  six  (6  ) 
inches  of  copper,  or  other  soft  metal. 

Rule  31.  A  charge  of  powder,  or  any  other  explosive,  in 
slate  or  rock,  which  has  missed  fire,  shall  not  be  withdrawn 
or  the  hole  reopened. 

Rule  32.  A  miner,  or  other  person  who  is  about  to  ex- 
plode a  blast  by  the  use  of  a  patent,  or  other  squibs,  or 
matches,  shall  not  shorten  the  match,  nor  saturate  it  with 
mineral  oil,  nor  turn  it  down  when  placed  in  the  hole,  nor 
ignite  it  except  at  its  extreme  end,  nor  do  anything  tending 
to  shorten  the  time  the  match  will  bum. 

Rule  33.  When  a  workman  is  about  to  fire  a  blast,  he 
shall  be  careful  to  notify'  all  persons,  who  may  be  in  danger 
therefrom,  and  shall  give  sufficient  alarm,  so  that  any  per- 
son or  persons,  who  may  be  approaching,  shall  be  warned 
of  the  danger. 

Rule  34.  Before  commencing  work,  and  also  after  the 
firing  of  every  blast,  the  miner,  working  a  breast  or  any 
other  place  in  a  mine,  shall  enter  such  breast  or  place  to 
examine  and  ascertain  its  condition,  and  his  laborer  or  as- 
sistant shall  not  go  to  the  face  of  such  breast  or  place  until 
the  miner  has  examined  the  same  and  found  it  to  be  safe. 

Rule  35.  No  person  shall  be  employed  to  blast  coal  or 
rock,  unless  the  mine  foreman  is  satisfied  that  such  person 
is  qualified  by  experience  and  judgment  to  perform  the 
work  with  ordinary  safety. 

Rule  36.  A  person  who  is  not  a  practical  miner  shall  not 
charge  or  fire  a  blast  in  the  absence  of  an  experienced 
miner,  unless  he  has  given  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  abil- 
ity to  do  so  with  safety  and  has  obtained  permission  from 
the  mine  foreman  or  person  in  charge. 

Rule  37.  An  accumulation  of  gas  in  mines  shall  not  be 
removed  by  brushing,  where  it  is  practicable  to  remove  it 
by  brattice. 

Rule  38.  When  gas  is  ignited  by  blast  or  otherwise,  the 
person  igniting  the  same  shall  immediately  extinguish  it, 
if  possible,  and  notify  the  mine  foreman  or  his  assistant  of 
the  fact,  and  workmen  must  see  that  no  gas  blowers  are  left 
burning  upon  leaving  their  working  places. 

Rule  39.  Every  fireman  in  charge  of  a  boiler  or  boilers 
for  the  generation  of  steam  shall  keep  a  constant  watch  of 
the  same;  he  shall  see  that  the  steam  pressure  does  not  at 
any  time  exceed  the  limit  allowed  by  the  outside  foreman 
or  superintendent;  he  shall  frequently  try  the  safety  valve 
and  shall  not  increase  the  weight  on  the  same;  he  shall 
maintain  a  proper  depth  of  water  in  each  boiler,  and  if 
anything  should  happen  to  prevent  this,  he  shall  report  the 
same  without  delay  to  the  foreman  for  the  time  being  in 
charge,  and  take  such  other  action  as  may,  under  the  par- 
ticular circumstances,  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life 
and  preservation  of  property. 

Rule  40.  At  every  shaft  or  slope,  in  which  provision  is 
made  in  this  act  for  lowering  and  hoisting  persons,  a  head- 
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&an  ABd  footmaB  shall  be  designated  by  the  superintendent 
or  foreman  to  be  at  their  proper  places  from  the  time  that 
persons  begin  to  descend  until  all  the  persons,  who  may  be 
at  the  bottom  of  said  shaft  or  slope  when  quitting  work, 
fihall  be  hoisted  Such  headman  and  footman  «hall  I'erson- 
ally  attend  to  the  signals,  and  see  that  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  in  respect  to  lowering  and  hoisting  persons  in  shafts  or 
slopes,  shall  be  complied  with. 

RuJe  41.  No  person,  except  the  mssi  giving  the  signal, 
shall  jump  on  a  car,  cage  or  gunboat  after  the  signal  to 
start  has  been  given,  and  if  any  person  should  enter  a  car, 
cage  or  gunboat  in  excess  of  the  lawful  number,  the  head- 
man or  footman  ^all  notify  him  of  the  fact  and  request 
him  to  get  off,  which  request  must  be  immediately  complied 
with  Any  violation  of  this  rule  must  be  reported  promptly 
to  the  mine  foreman. 

Rule  42.  Every  passage  way^  used  by  persons  in  any 
mine  and  also  used  for  transportation  of  coal  or  other  ma- 
terial, shall  be  made  of  sufficient  width  to  permit  persons 
to  pass  moving  cars  with  safety,  but  if  found  impracticable 
to  make  ai^  passage  way  of  sufficient  width,  then  safety 
holes  of  ample  dimensions  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  apart  shall  be  made  on  one  side  of  said  pas- 
sage way.  The  said  passage  way  and  safety  holes  shall  be 
kept  free  from  obstructions  and  shall  be  well  drained,  the 
roof  and  sides  of  the  same  shall  be  made  secure. 

Eu2e  43.  When  locomotives  are  .used  in  any  mine  their 
>;peed  shall  not  exceed  six  miles  per  hour,  and  an  efficient 
•alarm  shall  be  provided  and  attached  to  the  front  end  of 
every  train  of  cars  pushed  by  a  locomotive  in  aixy  mine  or 
part  of  a  mine. 

Rule  44.  Locomotives  propelled  by  steam^  if  using  fire, 
shall  not  be  used  in  any  passage  way,  which  is  also  used  as 
an  in- take  air  way  to  any  mine  or  part  of  a  mine  where  per- 
sons are  employed,  unless  there  be  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
air  circulating  therein  to  maintain  a  healthy  atmosphere 

Rule  45.  No  person,  except  the  driver  and  helper,  shall 
couple  or  uncouple  loaded  or  empty  cars  while  the  same  are 
in  motion. 

Rule  40.  When  cars  are  mn  on  gravity  roads  by  brakes 
or  sprags,  the  runner  shall  ride  only  on  the  rear  end  of  the 
last  car;  and  when  said  cars  €ire  run  by  sprags,  a  space  of 
not  less  than  two  feet  &om  the  body  of  the  car  shall  be 
made  on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  track,  whenever  it  may  be 
m^cessary  for  the  runner  to  pass  along  the  side  of  the  mov- 
ing car  or  cars,^and  said  space  or  passage  way  shall  always 
1)0  kept  free  from  obstruction. 

Rule  47.  Not  person  shall  run  cars  on  gravity  roads,  or 
act  as  a  driver  or  runner,  or  sprag  any  mine  car  after  it  has 
been  started  from  the  face  of  a  chamber,  unless  he  is  au- 
thorized to  do  so  by  the  mine  foreman  or  his  assistant,  and 
all  runners  engaged  in  any  mine  or  part  of  a  mine  must 
have  attained  the  age  of  fifteen  (15)  years.

ttule  48.  When  deemed  necessary  by  the  mine  inspeefoF 
and  upon  his  request  in  writing  to  the  owner^  operator  or 
superintendent,  safety  holes  shall  be  made  at  the  bottom 
of  all  slopes  and  planes,  and  shall  be  kepi  free  irom  ob^ 
struction,-  to  enable  the  footman  to  escape  readily  in  ease  oi 
danger. 

Rule  49^  Safety  blocks,  or  some  other  device  for  the  pur 
pose  of  preventing  cars  from  falling  into  a  shaft,  or  ran- 
ning  away  on  a  slope  or  plane,  shall  be  {^aced  at  or  near 
the  head  of  every  shaiif  slope  or  plane,  and  said  safetv 
blocks  or  other  device  must  be  maintained  in  good  working 
order. 

Rule  50,  No  person  shall  travel  chi  any  gravity  plane 
while  cars  are  being  hcHsted  or  lowered  thereon.  When 
ever  ten  persons  arrive  at  the  bottom  or  top  of  any  plane 
on  which  it  is  necessary  for  men  to  travel,  traffic  thereon 
shall  be  suspended  for  a  period  of  time  long  enou^  to  per- 
mit them  to  reach  the  top  or  bottom  of  said  plane. 

Rule  51.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  mine 
car  shall  be  built  or  reconstructed  lor  use  in  any  mine,  un- 
less the  bumpers  are  of  sufficient  length  and  width  to  keep 
the  bodies  of  said  cars  separated  by  not  less  than  twelve 
( 12 )  inches  when  the  cars  stand  on  a  straight  level  road 
and  the  bumpers  touch  each  other,  and  five  year»  after  the 
passage  of  this  act^  no  mine  car  shall  be  used  in  any  mine 
unless  it  complies  with  the  above  conditions^ 

Rule  52.  Every  person  wha  willfully  or  ne^igently  act* 
in  contravention  of,  or  fails  Uy  comply  with,  any  of  fte 
foregoing  rules,  or  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article, 
shall  be  gmlty  of  an  offense  against  this  acL

Section  1.  Th€*re  shall  be  established  in  every  mine  or 
colliery,  to  which  this  act  applies,  such  rules  for  the  conduct 
and  guidance  of  the  persons  acting  in  the  management  of 
such  mine  or  colliery^  or  employed  in  or  about  the  same,  a.* 
nndor  the  ]>articular  state  and  circumstances  of  such  mine 
or  colliery  may  appear  best  ccdculated  to  prevent  dangeron? 
accidents  wid  to  provide  for  the  safety  and  proper  disci- 
pline of  the  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  mine  or  col- 
liery ;  and  such  special  rules  when  established  shall  be  signed 
by  the  inspector,  who  is  the  inspector  of  the  district  at  the 
time  such  rules  are  established,  and  shall  also  be  approve*! 
by  the  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  mine  or  colliery  is 
located,  and  after  having  been  so  signed  and  approved^  the 
said  special  rules  shall  be  observed  in  and  about  every  such 
mine  or  colliery  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  enacted 
in  this  act 

Section  2.  If  any  person,  who  is  bound  to  observe*  the 
special  rules  established  for  any  mine  or  colliery,  acts  io 
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contravention  of,  or  fails  to  comply  with,  any  of  snch  special 
mles,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  ofiFense  against  this  act,  and 
the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  such  mine  shall 
also  be  guilty  of  an  ofiFense  against  this  act,  unless  he 
proves  that  he  had  taken  all  reasonable  means,  by  pul^sh- 
ing  and  to  the  best  of  his  power  enforcing  the  said  rules  as 
regulations  for  the  working  of  the  mine  or  colliery,  so  as  to 
prevent  such  contravention  or  non-complicmce. 

Section  3.  The  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  of  every 
mine  or  colliery,  to  which  this  act  applies,  shall  forward  to 
the  inspector  of  his  district,  for  his  approval,  a  copy  of  the 
proposed  special  rules  for  such  mine  or  colliery  within  three 
months  after  the  commencement  of  this  act,  or  within  three 
months  after  the  commencement  of  any  work  for  the  pur- 
pose of  opening  a  new  mine,  or  renewing  the  work  of  an 
old  mine.     The  proposed  special  rules,   together  with   a 
printed  notice  specifying  that  any  objection  to  such  rules 
on  the  ground  of  anything  contained  therein  or  omitted 
therefrom,  may  be  sent  by  any  of  the  persons  employed  in 
the  mine  to  the  inspector  of  the  district,  at  his  address 
stated  in  such  notice,  shall,  during  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  such  rules  are  transmitted  to  the  inspector,  be  posted 
up  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in  this  act  respecting  the 
publication  of  special  rules  for  the  information  of  persons 
employed  in  the  mine,  and  a  certificate  that  such  rules  and 
notice  have  been  so  posted  up  shall  be  sent  to  the  inspector 
with  the  rules  signed  by  the  person  sending  the  same. 

If  the  rules  are  not  objected  to  by  the  inspector  or  by 
the  court  within  thirty  ( 30 )  days  after  their  receipt  by  him, 
they  shall  be  established. 

If  the  inspector  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed 
special  rules,  or  any  of  them,  do  not  sufficiently  provide  for 
the  prevention  of  dangerous  accidents  in  the  mine  or  col- 
liery, or  for  the  safety  of  the  persons  employed  in  or  about 
the  mine  or  colliery,  or  are  unreasonable,  he  may,  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  rules,  object  to 
them  and  propose  to  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent, 
in  writing,  any  modifications  in  the  rules  by  way  of  omis- 
sion, alteration,  substitution  or  addition. 

If  the  owner,  operator  or  superintendent  does  not,  within

Every  person  who  pulls  down,  injures  or  defaces  any  ab- 
stract or  special  rules,  when  posted  up  in  pursuance  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  against 
this  act.

Section  1.  Whenever  loss  of  life  to  a  miner  or  other 
employ^  occurs  in  or  about  a  mine  or  colliery,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  promptly  to  the  inspector  of  mines  for  the 
district  in  which  the  accident  occurred  by  the  mine  fore 
man  or  outside  foreman,  or  other  person  having  immer]iat<» 
charge  of  the  work  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  and  when 
death  results  from  personal  injury,  such  notice  shall  be 
given  promptly  after  the  knowledge  of  the  death  comes  to 
the  said  foreman  or  person  in  charge. 

Section  ?.  Whenever  loss  of  life  occurs,  or  whenever  the 
lives  of  persons  employed  in  a  mine  or  at  a  colliery  are  in 
danger  from  any  accident,  the  inspector  of  mines  shall  visit 
the  scene  of  the  accident  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter,  and 
offer  such  suggestions  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be  necessan' 
to  protect  the  lives  and  secure  the  safety  of  the  person^ 
employed.  In  case  of  death  from  such  accident  and  after 
examination  he  finds  it  necessary  that  a  coroner's  inque^t 
shall  be  held,  he  shall  notify  the  coroner  to  hold  such  in^ 
quest  without  delay,  and  if  no  such  inquest  be  held  by  tho 
coroner  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  such  notice,  the 
inspector  shall  institute  a  further  and  fuller  examination  of 
such  accident,  and  for  this  purpose  he  shall  have  power  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  such  examination 
and  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  to  persons  testify- 
ing thereat.  The  inspector  shall  make  a  record  of  all  such 
investigations  and  accidents,  which  record  shall  be  pre- 
served in  his  oflBce.  The  costs  of  such  investigations  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  in  which  the  accident  occurred,  in 
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like  manner  as  costs  of  inquests  held  by  coroners  or  justices 
of  the  peace  are  now  paid. 

Section  3.  An  inquest,  held  by  the  coroner  upon  the  body 
of  a  person  killed  by  explosion  or  other  accident,  shall  be 
adjourned  by  the  coroner,  if  the  inspector  of  mines  be  not 
present  to  watch  the  proceedings,  and  the  coroner  in  sucn 
case  shall  notify  the  inspector  in  writing  of  such  adjourned 
inquest  and  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  at  least 
three  days  previous  thereto. 

Section  4  Due  notice  of  an  intended  inquest  to  be  held 
by  the  coroner  shall  be  given  by  the  coroner  to  the  in- 
spector, and  at  any  such  inquest,  the  inspector  shall  have 
the  right  to  examine  witnesses. 

Section  5.  If  at  any  inquest,  held  over  the  body  or  bodies 
of  persons  whose  death  was  caused  by  an  accident  in  or 
about  a  mine  or  colliery,  the  inspector  be  not  present,  and  it 
is  shown  by  the  evidence  given  at  the  inquest  that  the  acci- 
dent was  caused  by  neglect  or  by  any  defect  in  or  about  the 
mine  or  colliery,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  jury  requires 
a  remedy,  the  coroner  shall  send  notice  in  writing  to  said 
inspector  of  such  neglect  or  default 

Section  0.  No  person  who  is  interested  personally,  nor  a 
person  employed  in  the  mine  or  at  a  colliery  in  or  at  which 
loss  of  life  has  occurred  by  accident,  shall  be  qualified  to 
sene  on  a  jury  empanelled  on  the  inquest,  and  a  constable 
or  other  officer  shall  not  summon  such  a  person  so  disquali- 
fied as  juror,  but  the  coroner  shall  empanel  a  majority  of 
the  jury  from  persons  who  are  qualified  to  judge  of  the 
nature  of  the  accident.  Every  person  who  fails  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
offense  against  this  act.

INJUNCTIONS. 

Section  1.  Upon  application  of  the  inspector  of  mines 
of  the  proper  district  acting  in  behalf  of  the  Common- 
wealth, any  of  the  courts  of  law  or  equity  having  jur- 
isdiction where  the  mine  or  colliery  proceeded  against  is 
situated,  whether  any  proceedings  have  or  have  not  lieen

Secstion  2.  If  any  peisoa  shall  feel  himself  aggrieved  by 
sach  conviction  and  sentence  before  a  judge  as  aforesaid^ 
he  may  appeal  therefrom  subject  to  the  following  ccxiditions.

The  term  "  workings  "  includes  all  the  excavated  parts  of 
a  mine,  those  abandoned  as  well  as  the  places  actually  at 
work. 

The  term  "mine"  includes  all  underground  workings 
and  excavations,  and  shafts,  tunnels  and  other  ways  and 
o})eiiing,  also  all  such  shafts,  slopes,  tunnels  and  other 
openings  in  the  course  of  being  sunk  or  driven,  together 
with  all  roads,  appliances,  machinery  and  materials  con- 
nected vdth  the  same  below  the  surface. 

The  term  "shaft"  means  a  vertical  opening  through  the   ''Shafts. ♦» 
ptrata,  and  which  is  or  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  ven- 
tilation, or  drainage,  or  for  hoisting  men  or  material  in  con- 
nection with  the  mining  of  coal. 

The  term  "  slope "  means  any  inclined  way  or  opening 
nsed  for  the  same  purpose  as  a  shaft. 

The  term  "  breaker  "  means  the  structure  containing  the 
machinery  used  for  the  preparation  of  coal. 

The  term  "owners"  and  "operators"  means  any  person 
or  body  corporate,  who  is  the  immediate  proprietor,  or  les- 
see, or  occupier  of  any  coal  mine  or  colliery,  or  any  part 
thereof.  The  term  "  owner  "  does  not  include  a  person,  or 
l>ody  corpK)rate,  who  merely  receives  a  royalty,  rent  or  fine 
from  a  coal  mine  or  colliery,  or  part  thereof,  or  is  merely 
the  proprietor  of  a  mine,  subject  to  any  lease,  grant  or 
license  for  the  working  or  operating  thereof,  or  is  merely 
the  owner  of  the  soil  and  not  interested  in  the  minerals  of 
the  mine,  or  any  part  ther»:f.  But  any  "  contractor,"  for

Be  it  enacted^  dtc.^  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  the  boards  of  health,  in  cities  of  the  first 
class,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  adopt  and  promulgate  suitable  rules  and  regulations,  for 
tlie  construction  of  house  drainage  and  cesspools,  and  to 
provide  for  the  registration  of  master  plumbers  and  persons 
engaged  in  the  plumbing  business  in  said  cities:  Proi-i^ied, 
That  no  cesspools  shall  be  permitted  to  drain  into  a  sewer: 
And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  cesspools  in  existence  at  the  present 
time  or  their  connections  with,  or  drainage  into,  any  sewer. 

Section  2.  They  shall  also  establish  a  system  of  inspec 
tion  and  supervision  over  all  house  drainage  and  cesspools, 
and  ventilation  of  the  same,  and  appoint  such  inspectors  as 
in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary,  at  such  compensatiun 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  councils  of  said  cities.

and  stop  the  same  before  such  persons,  traveling  in  vehicles 
or  in  charge  of  teams,  shall  have  arrived  within  three  hun- 
dred feet  of  such  machinery,  and  the  owner  or  owners,  or 
persons  in  charge  of  such  machinery,  shall  assist  such  pass- 
ing vehicle  or  teams  until  they  are  safely  by  the  danger;

And  before  the  said  deed  shall  be  made  and  delivered,  and 
before  the  purchase  money  or  securities  shall  be  received 
by  the  said  master,  he  shall  give  bonds  to  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  use  of  the  parties  interested,  in  such  sum  as 
the  court  may  direct,  for  tiiie  due  payment  and  faithful  ap- 
plication of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  be  received  by  him. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  master  to  make  distri- 
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batdon  thereof  amongst  the  several  parties  and  report  the 
same  to  the  court  aforesaid.

To  prevent  the  adalteration  of,  and  the  traffic  in,  impure  and  an  whole- 
some milk  In  cities  of  the  second  and  third  classes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  <&c.,  That  in  cities  of  the  sec- 
ond and  third  classes  whoever  by  himself  or  by  his  servant 
or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  other  persoD, 
sells,  exchanges,  or  delivers,  or  has  in  his  custody  or  pos- 
session with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  exposes  or  offers 
for  sale  or  exchange,  adulterated  milk,  or  milk  to  which 
water  or  any  foreign  substance  has  been  added,  or  milk 
produced  from  cows  fed  upon  any  substance  in  a  state  of 
putrefaction,  or  from  sick  or  diseased  cows,  shall,  for  such 
offense,  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  2.  Whoever,  by  himself  or  by  his  servant  or 
agent  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  otiier  person,  sells, 
exchanges  or  delivers,  or  has  in  his  custody  or  possession, 
with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  exposes  or  offers  for  sale 
as  pure  milk,  any  milk  from  which  tiie  cream  or  any  part 
thereof  has  been  removed  shall,  for  such  offense,  be  pun- 
iflhed  by  the  penalty  provided  in  the  preceding  sectioiL 

Section  3.  No  dealer  in  milk  and  no  servant  or  agent  of 
such  a  dealer,  shall  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his 
custody  or  possession,  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or  de- 
liver, milk  from  which  the  cream  or  any  part  thereof  has 
been  removed,  unless  in  a  conspicuous  place  above  the  cen- 
tre upon  the  outside  of  every  vessel,  can  or  package,  from 
or  in  which  such  milk  is  sold  the  words  "skimmed  milk" 
are  distinctly  painted  in  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  in 
length. 

Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  for 
such  offense,  be  punished  by  the  penalty  provided  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act 

Section  4.  If  the  milk  mentioned  in  sections  one  and  two 
of  this  act  is  shown,  upon  analysis,  to  contain  more  than 
eighty- seven  and  fifty  one- hundredth  per  centum  of  watery 
fluid,  and  to  contain  less  than  twelve  and  fifty  one-hun- 
dredth per  centum  of  milk  solids,  and  less  fat  than  thrfv 
per  centum,  and  if  the  specific  gravity  at  sixty  degnn^^ 
Fahrenheit  is  not  between  one  and  twenty-nine  one-thou- 
sandths to  one  and  thirty-three  one-thousandth,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  adulterated. 

Section  5.  If  the  skimmed  milk  mentioned  in  section 
.  three  of  this  act,  is  shown,  upon  analysis,  to  contain  less 
than  six  per  centum  of  cream  by  volume,  and  less  than  two 
and  five-tenths  per  centum  of  fat  by  weight,  and  if  the  spe- 
cific gravity  at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit,  is  not  between  one 
and  thirty-two  thousandths,  to  one  and  thirty-seven  thons- 
andths,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated. 
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Sbction  6.  Whenever  the  inspector  of  milk  has  reason  to 
believe  that  any  milk  found  by  him  is  adulterated,  he  shall 
take  specimens  thereof  and  test  the  same  with  such  instru- 
ment or  instruments  as  are  used  for  such  purpose,  and  if  the 
result  of  such  test  indicates  that  the  milk  has  been  adulterated 
or  deprived  of  its  cream,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  same  shall 
be  prima  facte  evidence  of  such  adulteration  in  prosecu- 
tioas  under  this  act.  If  the  said  inspector  shall  deem  it 
necessary  he  shall  cause  such  milk  to  be  analyzed,  the  re- 
sult of  which  analysis  he  shall  record  and  keep  as  evidence, 
and  a  certificate  of  such  result  sworn  to  by  the  analyzer 
shall  be  admissable  in  evidence  in  prosecutions  under  this 
act.  The  expense  of  such  analysis,  not  exceeding  fifteen 
dollars  in  any  one  case,  may  be  included  in  the  costs  of  such 
prosecutions. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of  milk 
to  commence  proceedings  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  health 
for  any  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  from  his 
own  Imowledge,  or  on  information  of  any  person  giving 
satisfactory  evidence  to  him  of  such  violations  before  any 
mayor,  deputy  mayor,  or  alderman  of  said  cities. 

The  recovery  of  fines  or  penalties  imposed  and  inflicted 
on  any  person  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  for  the 
use  of  said  board  of  health,  and  upon  non-payment  of  the 
fines  or  penalties  imposed  and  inflicted  as  aforesaid,  such 
person  shall  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Section  8.  That  in  addition  to  the  fines  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  sections  of  this  act,  any  person  or  persons  viola- 
ting the  same,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten,  nor 
more  than  thirty  days,  or  both  or  either  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court 

Section  9.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  here- 
with be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

schools  and  the  encouragement  of  education  among  said 
Cornplanter  Indians; 

Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.  That  the  annual  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  to  the  county  superintendent    of 
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schools,  of  Warren  countj,  on  warrant  drawn  on  the  State 
Treasurer  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, which  money  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  said  superin- 
tendent of  Warren  county,  in  such  manner  as  shall  best 
promote  the  cause  of  education  among  said  Cornplanter 
Indians:  Provided^  That  this  act  shall  only  continue  in 
force  for  the  period  of  ten  years  and  shall  terminate  on  the 
first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
five.

To  amend  the  lint  and  third  section  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  flzing 
the  compensation  of  members  of  tbo  Gkneral  Assembly,  and  the  nnm- 
ber,  duties  and  compensation  of  the  officers  and  employee  thereof,"  ap- 
proved the  eleventh  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred  and  seventyfour. 

Section  1.  Be  it  endcted,  <fec..  That  the  first  and  third  sec- 
tions of  an  act,  entitled  ^'  An  act  fixing  the  compensation  of 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  number,  duties 
and  compensation  of  the  officers  and  emyloj^  thereof,"  ap- 
proTed  the  eleventh  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy- four,  section  first,  which  reads 
as  follows, 

"Section  1.  That  the  compensation  of  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars  for  each 
regular  and  each  adjourned  annual  session^  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  days,  and  ten  dollars  per  diem  for  time  neces- 
sarily spent  after  the  expiration  of  the  one  hundred  days: 
Provided  however,  That  such  shall  not  exceed  fifty  days  at 
any  one  session,  and  the  compensation  shall  be  ten  dollars 
per  diem  at  each  adjourned  or  special  session,  and  mileage 
to  and  from  their  homes  at  each  regular  adjourned  or  spe- 
cial session  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  mile,  to  be  com- 
puted by  the  ordinary  mail  route  between  their  homes  and 
the  capital  of  the  State:  Provided,  That  when  any  member 
shall  absent  himself  without  leave  he  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  compensation  during  such  absence,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  to  read: 

Section  1.  That  the  compensation  of  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the 
regular  biennial  session,  and  mileage  to  and  from  their 
homes  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  mile,  to  be  computed 
by  the  ordinary  mail  route  between  their  homes  and  the 
capital  of  the  State,  and  ^ye  hundred  dollars  and  mileage 
as  aforesaid  for  each  special  or  extraordinary  session. 

Section  3.  Which  reads  as  follows:  "The  compensation 
of  the  officers  and  employ^  of  the  Legislature  hereinbefore 
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proTided  for  shall  be  as  f oUows,  namely :  The  chief  clerks  shall 
each  receive  twenty- five  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  ^the 
resident  clerk,  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  the 
reading  and  journal  clerks,  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, and  the  message  clerks,  one  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
num; and  this  shall  cover  all  services  rendered  by  them  at 
regular  or  adjourned  sessions  and  during  the  recess:  Pro- 
videdf  Said  clerks  shall  receive  no  annual  salaries  during 
the  years  in  which  there  shall  be  no  regular  or  adjourned 
annual  session,  and  in  years  in  which  special  sessions  only 
shall  be  held  they  shall  be  paid  ten  dollars  per  diem  for 
the  term  of  such  special  session  and  mileage  as  is  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act  The  transcribing  clerk,  sergeants- at- 
arms,  assistants,  librarians,  speaker's  clerk,  and  post- 
master shall  each  receive  eight  hundred  dollars  for  each 
regular  session,  and  five  dollars  per  diem  at  each  adjourned 
or  extra  session.  The  doorkeepers  and  assistants,  messen- 
gers and  assistants,  the  assistant  postmasters,  superintend- 
ents of  folding  rooms  and  assistants,  the  engineers,  firemen, 
janitors  and  pasters  and  folders  shall  each  receive  six  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  regular  session  and  five  dollars  per 
day  for  each  adjourned  or  special  session.  The  watchmen 
shall  each  receive  three  dollars  per  day  during  the  year,  and 
the  pages  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  em- 
ployed, and  one  dollar  per  day  at  each  adjourned  or  special 
session.  Each  of  these  officers,  except  watchmen  and  pages, 
shall  be  entitled  to  mileage  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile, 
to  and  from  their  homes,  to  be  computed  by  the  ordinary 
mail  route  between  their  homes  and  the  "  State  capital,"  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  The  compensation  of  the  officers  and  em- 
ployfe  of  the  Legislature  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
be  as  follows:  The  chief  clerks  shall  each  receive  twenty - 
five  himdred  ($2,r)(X))  dollars,  for  the  years  in  which  regular 
biennial  sessions  are  held,  and  one  thousand  (§1,000)  dol- 
lars for  the  years  in  which  no  regular  biennial  sessions  are 
hold.  In  case  special  or  extraordinary  sessions  £ire  held 
during  the  years  in  which  regular  biennial  sessions  are  not 
held,  the  chief  clerks  shall  each  receive  an  additional  salary 
of  ten  dollars  per  diem  during  such  session :  Provided^  That 
the  sum  received  by  each  of  the  chief  clerks  in  no  year 
shall  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  The 
librarian  of  the  Senate,  two  thousand  dollars  ))er  annum. 
The  resident  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  two 
thousand  dollars  for  the  years  in  which  regular  biennial 
sessions  are  held,  and  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for 
the  year,  in  which  no  regular  biennial  sessions  are  held,  and 
in  case  special  or  extraordinary  sessions  are  held  in  years  in 
which  no  regular  or  biennial  sessions  are  held  an  additional 
salary  of  eight  dollars  per  day:  Provided^  The  snm  re- 
ceived by  the  resident  clerk  in  no  year  shall  exceed  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  ($2,000).  The  reading  and  journal  clerks 
each,  eighteen  hundred  dollars  for  the  year  in  which  regu- 
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lar  biennial  sessions  are  held,  and  ten  dollars  per  day  for 
special  or  extraordinary  sessions:  Provided^  Such  special 
or  extraordinary  are  held  in  years  which  no  regular  bien- 
nial sessions  are  held:  And  provided  further^  That  the  per 
diem  for  each  session  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  the  sum  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars.  The  message  clerks  shall  each 
receive  eight  dollars  per  diem  for  each  regular  biennial, 
T^MisoriWng  oierk,  special  or  extraordinary  session.  The  transcribing  clerks, 
sergeants- at  arms  and  assistants,  speakers'  clerks  and  post- 
masters shall  each  receive  seven  dollars  per  diem  for  each 
regular  biennial,  speci  al  or  extraordinary  session.  The  door- 
keepers and  assistants,  messengers  and  assistants,  the  assis- 
tant postmasters,  superintendents  of  folding  rooms  and 
assistants,  the  engineers,  firemen,  janitors  and  pasters  and 
folders  shall  each  receive  six  dollars  per  diem  for  each 
regular  biennial,  special  or  extraordinary  session;  the 
watchmen  shall  each  receive  three  dollars  per  day  during 
the  year,  and  the  chaplain  three  dollars  and  the  pages  two 
dollars  per  day  for  each  regular  biennial,  special  or  extra- 
ordinary session;  each  of  these  officers  and  employ^  shall 
be  entitled  to  mileage  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile  to 
and  from  their  homes,  to  be  computed  by  the  ordinary  mail 
route  between  their  homes  and  the  State  capital:  Provided 
further,  That  each  of  the  officers  and  employ^  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall,  in  person,  per- 
form the  work  and  dulses  pertaining  to  their  respective 
positions,  except  in  case  of  sickness  and  upon  leave  of  ab- 
sence being  granted  by  the  Senate  or  House  of  Represent- 
atives.

In  approving  this  bill,  I  desire  to  say  that  as  to  a  number 
of  the  employes  of  the  Legislature,  I  regard  the  compensa- 
tion fixed  as  extravagant.  The  general  purpose  of  the 
measure,  however,  in  fixing  a  definite  salary  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  commends  itself  to  my  ap- 
proval so  strongly  that  I  have  concluded  to  affix  my  signa- 
ture to  the  bill  and  content  myself  with  this  protest  against 
the  excessive  salaries  given  to  some  of  the  subordinates, 
trusting  that  subsequent  legislation  may  correct  the  extrav- 
agance.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  if  any  tract  of  land 
hereafter  be  sold  for  taxes  shall  not  have  bidden  for  it  a  sum 
equal  to  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  and  the  costs  then  se- 
emed, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
proper  county,  or  any  of  them,  to  bid  off  the  same,  and  a 
deed  shaU,  thereupon,  be  made  by  the  treasurer  to  the  com- 
missioners for  the  time  being  and  their  successors  in  office 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  proper  county.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  provide  a  book,  wherein 
shall  be  entered  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  as  whose 
estate  the  same  shall  have  been  sold,  the  quantity  of  land 
or  number  of  lot  and  number  of  tract,  if  any,  the  amount  of 
the  taxes  and  the  costs  it  was  sold  for,  and  every  such  tract 
of  land  shaU  not,  thereafter,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  re- 
main the  property  of  the  county,  be  charged  in  the  dupli- 
cate of  the  proper  collector,  but  for  five  years  next  following 
such  sale,  if  it  shall  oo  long  remain  unredeemed,  the  com- 
missioners shall,  in  separate  columns  in  the  same  book, 
charge  every  such  tract  of  land  with  like  county,  school, 
road,  or  other  taxes  as  would  have  been  chargeable  against 
the  said  land  had  the  same  not  been  sold  and  purchased  by 
the  commissioners  as  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officers  levy- 
ing and  fixing  the  rate  of  taxation  for  all  local  or  oth^ 
purposes  within  any  county  of  this  Commonwealth,  wherein 
the  commissioners  thereof  have  purchased  land  as  aforesaid, 
annually,  immediately  after  levying  such  local  or  other  tax 
or  fixing  the  rate  thereof,  to  certify  or  cause  to  be  certified 
by  their  clerk  or  secretary,  to  the  county  commissioners  the 
rate  of  taxation  upon  real  estate  for  such  local  or  other  pur- 
pose in  order  that  the  lands  purchased  as  aforesaid  may  be 
charged  with  such  taxes 

Section  3.  The  right  of  redemption  shall  remain  in  the 
real  owner  of  such  land  for  five  years  after  such  sale,  and, 
on  paying  the  treasurer  of  the  county  all  the  taxes  and  costs 
due  thereon,  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  interest  thereon  and 
also  the  taxes  which  shall  have  been  levied  and  charged 
thereon,  from  year  to  year,  after  the  sale  and  interest  there- 
on from  the  time  such  taxes  ought  to  have  been  paid,  and 
on  the  production  of  the  treasurer's  receipt  therefor,  the 
commissioners  shall,  by  deed  poll  indorsed  on  the  back  of 
the  treasurer's  deed  to  them,  convey  to  the  person  who  shall 
have  been  the  owner  of  the  land  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  or 
his  legal  representatives,  all  the  rights  and  title  which  the 
county  may  have  acquired  under  such  sale  as  aforesaid;  and 
the  moneys  received  shall  be  paid  to  the  respective  town- 
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ships  or  districts  in  which  such  lands  shall  lie  as  they  may 
be  entitled  thereto. 

Section  4  If  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lands, 
purchased  by  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  re-

the  arrangements  necessary  to  feed  and  supply  such  part  of 
said  canal  below  the  dam  at  Newton  Hamilton,  shall  be 
abandoned;  and  to  sell  or  lease  the  materials  thereof,  and 
such  estate  as  it  may  possess  in  the  land  and  real  estate 
upon  which  the  same  is  situated,  and  which  is  appurtenant 
thereto,  from  time  to  time,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  make 
conveyance  thereof:  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  said  canal  company  only  upon  the  condition 
that  the  said  company  shall  first  tender  a  conveyance  unto 
the  present  adjoining  owners  of  the  land,  in  fee  simple,  of 
all  tiie  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  said  canal  company

In  approving  this  bill,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  have  re- 
ceived petitions  in  its  favor  and  protests  against  its  passage, 
and  have  heard  prolonged  oral  discussion  on  both  sides  of 
the  question.  As  to  the  questions  of  fact  raised  as  to  th& 
wisdom  of  the  measure,  I  have  no  personal  information,  and 
the  papers  filed  with  me  and  the  discussions  only  disclosed 
conflicting  conclusions.  There  being  no  Constitutional  ob- 
jection to  the  bill,  that  I  could  see,  and  it  haviiig  passed 
both  Houses  by  large  majorities,  I  do  not  feel  disposed  to 
set  up  my  personal  judgment  against  theirs,  where  I  have 
no  special  knowledge  of  the  question. 

In  addition  to  this,  and  what  has  strongly  influenced  me 
to  affix  my  signiture,  I  submitted  the  bill  to  the  Secretary 
of  Internal  Affairs,  the  officer  whose  department  has  charge 
of  the  matter  of  canals,  who  is  also  a  citizen  of  the  locality 
affected  by  the  measure.  His  judgment  and  opinion  was 
that  the  bill  should  become  a  law  and  it  is  therefore  approved.

AN  ACT 

To  dcBlguate  the  several  Judicial  Distiicta  of  tlie  Commonwoaltb  as  re- 
quired by  the  CoiistlutloD. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same :  That  the  judicial  districts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  numbered,  composed,  designated,  and 
shall  c«ich  have  the  number  of  judges  respectively,  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  First  district  shall  be  composed  of  the  city  and  county  j^t  distwei, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  shall  have  twelve  judges  learned  in 
the  law  in  the  common  pleas,  and  three  judges  learned  in 
the  law  in  the  orphans'  court 

The  Second  district,  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,  and  shall  2d  district, 
have  two  judges  learned  in  the  law. 

The  Third  district,  of  the  county  of  Northampton,  and  sd  district, 
shall  have  two  judges  learned  in  the  law,  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  commission  of  the  additional  law  judge  now  in 
commission  for  said  district,  after  which  said  district  shall 
have  but  one  judge  learned  in  the  la^. 

The  Fourth  district,  of  the  county  of  Tioga,  and  shall  4Ui  district, 
have  one  judge  learned  in  the  law. 

The  Fifth  district,  of  the  county  of  Allegheny,  and  shall  5th  dutrict.

Section  2.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  any  county,  con- 
stituting a  separate  judicial  district,  where,  under  the  Con- 
stitution or  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  an  additional  law 
judge,  or  additional  law  judges,  or  judges  learned  in  the 
law  have  heretofore  been  elected  or  commissioned,  shall, 
except  where  otherwise  provided  herein,  at  the  general 
election,  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office 
of  such  additional  law  judge,  or  additional  law  judges,  or 
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judges  learned  in  the  law,  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
election  of  president  jud^e  of  said  district,  elect  a  succ**6- 
sor,  or  successors  in  office,  for  such  district  Said  addi- 
tional judges  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications,  which 
are  required  by  the  CJonstitution  and  laws  for  president 
judge,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  hold 
their  offices  by  the  same  tenure,  as  other  judges  of  courts  of 
record,  required  to  be  learned  in  the  law.  The  said  addi 
tional  judges  shall  have  the  same  power,  authority  and  ju 
risdiction  in  the  several  courts  of  their  said  districts,  res 
pectively,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  provisions  and 
penalties,  as  the  president  judges  thereof,  and  receive  the 
compensation  for  their  services,  as  is  now  fixed  by  law,  to  bo 
paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  in  quarterly  payments,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  president  judges  an> 
now  fixed  by  law.  That  the  said  additional  judges  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  hold  special,  or  ad- 
journed c^ourts,  in  their  own,  or  other  districts,  as  president 
judges  have  by  existing  laws. 

Section  3.  That  the  election  for  judges  shall  be  held  and 
conducted  in  the  several  election  distiicts,  in  the  same  man 
nor,  in  all  respects,  as  election  for  representatives  are  or 
shall  be  held  and  conducted,  and  by  the  same  judges,  in- 
spectors and  other  officers,  under  the  provisions  of  existing 
laws  regulating  elections  in  this  Commonwealth;  and  in  all 
cases  where  a  county  is,  or  shall  be  attnched  to  an  adjoin 
ins:  district,  the  qualified  voters  of  such  county  shall  be  en 
titled  to  vote  for  the  president  judge,  and  an  additional  law 
judge  where  provided  for. 

Section  4.  That  duplicate  returns  of  all  the  votes  given 
in  each  county  for  all  judges,  which  the  qualified  electors  of 
such  county  are  entitled  to  elect  of  themselves,  unconnected 
with  any  other  county  or  district,  shall  be  made  out  by  tho 
prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  such  coun 
ty,  under  direction  of  said  court,  at  their  meeting  to  receive 
and  compute  the  returns  of  the  preceding  election,  agreea 
bly  to  the  provisions  of  the  thiiieenth  section  of  the  act. 
entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  act  regulating  elec- 
tions in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  January  thirtieth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four;  one  of  which 
returns  shall  be  filed  and  entered  of  record  in  the  office  of 
the  prothonotary  of  such  court,  and  the  other  return  such 
prothonotary  shall  enclose  in  a  sealed  envelope,  and  direct, 
and  immediately  mail  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  5.  That  in  case  of  the  election  of  a  president 
judge  in  any  judicial  district,  composed  of  two  or  more 
counties,  on  the  day  of  the  sitting  of  the  court,  or  judge, 
or  other  person  -authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  compute 
returns  in  each  of  such  counties,  the  prothonotary  of  the 
court  shall  open,  and  in  its,  his,  or  their  presence  shall 
make  out  a  return  of  all  the  votes  which  shall  be  given  at 
such  election  within  each  county,  for  every  person  voted  for 
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^8  such  president  judge,  which  shall  be  properly  attested 
bj  the  seal  of  said  court;  and  the  said  court,  or  judge,  or 
persons  receiving  or  computing  said  returns,  shall  there- 
upon appoint  one  of  the  judges  of  election  in  said  county 
to  take  charge  of  such  returns,  and  produce  the  same  at  a 
meeting  of  &e  judges  so  appointed  in  each  of  the  counties 
comprising  said  district;  which  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at  the  court  house  of  one 
of  the  connties  to  be  ascertained,  taking  said  counties  alter- 
nately in  alphabetical  order. 

Section  6.  That  the  return  judges  from  the  several  coun- 
ties as  aforesaid,  having  so  met,  shall  cast  up  the  several 
county  returns,  and  shall  make  three  copies  of  a  general 
return  of  all  votes  cast  in  the  district  for  such  office,  each 
cf  which  they  shall  certify;  one  of  which  they  shall  lodge 
in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  county  in  which 
they  so  meet^  another  of  which  they  shall  enclose,  seal,  and 
direct  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  third 
they  shall  deliver  to  the  person  appearing,  from  such  gen- 
eral return,  to  have  received  the  largest  number  of  votes 
cast. 

Section  7.  That  in  the  judicial  districts  herein  knoven  as 
the  Forty-sixth,  consisting  of  Clearfield  county  and  the 
Forty -seventh,  consisting  of  Cambria  county,  judges  shall 
be  elected  at  the  November  election,  in  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty- three;  and  the  judges,  now  in  commis- 
sion, for  said  counties  shall  continue  to  exercise  their  juris- 
diction therein,  as  such,  until  the  first  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four;  and  in  all  cases, 
in  which  counties  are  by  this  act  transferred  to  judicial  dis- 
tricts of  which  they  have  not  heretofore  been  part,  the  judge 
or  judges  in  commission  in  the  district,  to  which  such  coun- 
ties are  transferred  or  of  which  such  county,  or  counties 
become  part,  shall  hold  all  courts  therein  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act 

Section  8.  That  in  such  districts  as  there  may  be  no  pres- 
ident judge  learned  in  the  law,  or  additional  law  judge,  or 
judge  learned  in  the  law,  assigned  by  this  act,  the  qualified 
electors  of  each  county  composing  such  district,  shall  at  the 
next  general  election,  and  whenever  the  same  thereafter 
shall  be  necessary,  at  the  times  and  places  for  holding  such 
ejection  within  their  respective  election  districts,  elect  one 
person  learned  in  the  law  as  president  judge  of  said  dis- 
trict, and  as  many  persons  for  additional  law  judges  there- 
tor  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  law. 

Section  9.  That  the  Governor  shall  commission  all  addi- 
tional law  judges,  or  judges  learned  in  the  law,  president 
judges  of  the  districts  to  which  they  are  assigned,  under 
this  act,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  they  were 
elected,  and  at  the  election  next  preceding  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  any  president  judge,  additional  law  judge,  or 
judge  learned  in  the  law,  the  qualified  electors  of  every 
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county,  composing  such  district,  shall  vote  for  and  elect 
their  successors  in  office. 

Section  10.  That  at  the  first  term  of  the  court  held  in 
the  several  districts  of  this  Commonwealth,  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  by  the  judges  duly  elected  or  appointed  to 
hold  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judges  to  make 
an  order  fixing  the  time  of  holding  the  regular  terms  of 
said  courts;  which  order  and  all  modifications  or  changes 
^uhu^hed*™* ^ ^  thereof  shall  be  published  in  not  less  than  two  newspaperj^ 
in  each  county  of  the  district,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  time  so  fixed  for  holding  said  courts. 
ou  division  of  ciis.  SECTION  11.  That  where,  under  the  provisions  of  former 
iac^^ncon^ae  in  statutes,  there  were  two  judges  residing  in  the  same  district 

^'^  and  that  district  by  this  act  has  been  divided,  the  president 

judge  shall  be  and  is  hereby  assigned  to  and  shall  continue 
to  hold  the  courts  in  the  county  or  counties  forming  the 
district,  bearing  the  number  of  the  district  in  which  he  was 
elected. 

Section  12.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dbc,  That  the  following  sums, 
(or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessay,)  be  and  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Leg- 
islature, assembled  in  special  session  in  pursuance  of  the 
proclamation  of  the  Governor,  dated  the  sixth  day  of  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty -three. 

Section  2.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  as  lixed  by  law,  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  Uiousand  four  hundred  and  four- 
teen dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for 
mileage  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  fixed  by 
law,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
seven  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  a? 
may  be  necessary. 

For  stationery  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  as 
fixed  by  law,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  and 
twenty  do  lars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
Provided,  That  the  salary,  mileage  and  stationery  of  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  paid  by  the 
State  Treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  President  pro  tem 
pore  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepre 
sentatives  respectively. 
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Seotiok  3.  For  pay  of  sergeants- at-  arms,  doorkeepers,  libra- 
rian, transcribing  clerks,  engineer,  firemen,  saperintendent 
of  folding  room  and  assistants,  postmaster,  clerk  to  the 
President  pro  tem.,  messengers  and  janitors  of  the  Senate, 
as  fixed  by  law,  the  sum  of  twenty-three  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  sixty  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  mileage  of  officers  and  employ^  of  the  Senate,  as 
fixed  by  law,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  seventy- three 
dollars,  and  sixty  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  the  pay  of  ten  pages  of  the  Senate,  as  fixed  by  law, 
the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  pay  of  the  Chaplain  of  the  Senate,  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  Senate,  th  ^  snm  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
to  be  expended  by  the  Chief  Clerk  thereof,  who  shall  ren- 
der to  iJie  Auditor  General  accounts  therefor,  with  proper 
vouchers,  to  be  settled  in  the  same  manner  as  other  accounts. 
For  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  for  indexing  the 
Journal,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Section  4.  For  the  pay  of  sergeants- at- arms,  doorkeepers, 
transcribing  clerks,  superintendent  of  folding  room  and 
assistants,  postmaster  and  assistant,  messengers,  firemen 
and  janitors  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  fixed  by 
law,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  mileage  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  as  fixed  by  law,  the  sum  of  eight  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  nine  pages  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
spntatives,  as  fixed  by  law,  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  and 
thirty -eight  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
For  the  pay  of  the  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, the  6um  of  five  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Chief  Clerk  thereof,  who  shall  render  to  the 
Auditor  General  accounts  therefor,  with  proper  vouchers, 
to  be  settled  in  the  same  manner  as  other  accounts. 

For  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for 
indexing  the  journal,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  5.  For  the  payment  of  the  publication  of  the 
Legislative  Record  the  sum  of  six  dollars  and  fifty- six  cents 
per  page,  in  accordance  with  contract  relating  thereto,  and 
for  making  an  index  for  the  Legislative  Record,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars:  Provided,  That  the  number 
of  indexes  furnished  by  the  contractor  shall  be  equal  to  the 
number  of  copies  of  the  Record  printed  by  him. 
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paid.

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Section  0.  T7<e  librarian  of  the  Senate  shall  place  ten 
copies  of  the  Legislative  Record  at  the  public  bindery  to 
be  bound  for  the  use  of  the  State  Library. 

Section  7.  For  expenses  of  the  Sergeant- at-arins  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  for  serving  writ  of  election  upon 
Sheriff  of  Franklin  county  to  fill  vacancy,  eleven  dollars. 

Section  8.  All  moneys  hereby  appropriated,  unless  other- 
wise provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer, on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  in  the  usual 
manner;  and  all  balances  not  drawn  upon  at  the  end  of 
nine  months  after  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year,  for 
which  appropriations  were  made,  shall  revert  to  ihe  State 
Treasury,  and  then  shall  be  duly  covered  into  the  same,  ex- 
cept in  cases  in  which  accounts  have  not  been  settled  within 
the  said  period.

DISAPPROVAL  OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 


Executive  Department,  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  1

To  the  House  of  Representaiives  of  the  CommonweaUh  of 
Pennsyloania. 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  authority  given  to 
the  Governor  to  disapprove  of  any  items  of  an  appropri- 
ation bill,  I  disapprove  of  all  the  items  in  the  herewith  re- 
turned bill,  except  those  items  in  Section  three,  providing 
for  the  pay  of  certain  employes  of  the  Senate^  and  those 
items  in  Section  four,  for  the  pay  of  certain  employes  of  the 
House,  and  Section  seven,  for  the  expense  of  serving  a  writ 
of  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. To  all  the  other  items  of  the  bill  I  decline  to  give 
my  approval. 

The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  were  convened  in 
special  session  for  the  sole  purpose  of  apportioning  the 
State,  as  commanded  by  the  Constitution.  The  command 
was  upon  them  to  pass  such  laws  at  their  regular  session, 
but  they  adjourned  a  few  days  after  their  right  to  pay 
ceased,  with  their  sworn  constitutional  duty  unperformed. 
They  were  immediately  recalled  into  session  to  obey  the  or- 
^  ganic  law,  to  keep  their  oaths  and  to  accord  to  the  people 
5ie  most  important  political  rights.  They  again  deliber 
ately  refuse  to  perform  their  constitutional  duty  and  are 
about  to  adjourn.  After  wasting  six  months  in  contemning 
the  Constitution,  they  now  send  me  this  bill  appropriating 
over  a  half  million  dollars  to  pay  themselves  for  refusing 
to  do  what  they  were  elected  and  sworn  to  do.     Every  con- 
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sideration  of  law  and  the  simplest  principles  of  common 
justice  protest  against  snch  an  attempt  to  take  the  money 
of  the  people  without  consideration.  There  is  no  law  auth- 
orizing public  officers  to  pay  themselves  for  defying  the 
law.  Such  an  inconsistency  could  not  exist  in  the  juris- 
prudence of  any  enlightened  government.  No  citizen,  in 
his  private  business  capacity,  would  sanction  such  a  prin- 
ciple as  that  underlying  this  bill. 

The   fact  that  one  has  bean  elected  by  Ihe  people  to  an 
office  does  not  of  itself  entitle  him  to  pay.     He  must  first 
perforin  the  duties  of  his  office.     As  well  might  a  judge 
claim   his  salary,  who    refuses  to  hold  Court,  or  try  the 
causes  b3fore  him.     The  members  of  this  Legislature  have 
refused  to  do  their  duty  in  compliance  with  the  command 
of  the  Constitution,  the  vow  of  their  official  oath  and  the 
purpose  of  their  election.  When  this  session  was  convened, 
instead  of  proceeding  at  once  to  perform  their  duty,  the 
members  of  the  Legislature,  for  their  personal  convenience, 
immediately  took  a  recess  for  eleven  days.     By  this  bill 
every  legislator  is  given,  of  the  peoples  money,  ten  dollars 
a  day  for  each  day  of  that  recess.     To  sanction  this  would 
be  to  admit  that  they  might  have  taken  a  recess  for  the  year 
and  a  half,  remaining  of  their  terms,  and  have  paid  them- 
selves many  thousands  of  dollars  each  while  remaining  at 
their  homes  and  attending  to  their  private  concerns.     For 
over  one  half  the  time,  since  the  Legislature  was  convened, 
the  Senate  has  not  been  in  session  at  all,  having  by  formal 
resolution,  deliberately  resolved  not  to  fUj  or  make  an  eflFort 
to  obey  the  law.     On  many  of  the  days  when  it  did  4iold 
sessions,  but  a  few  minutes  were  occupied,  and  no  single 
official  act  was  done  looking  to  a  performance  of  duty.  The 
record  of  the  House  of  Representatives  upon  this  subject, 
while  not  so  culpable  is  yet  highly  reprehensible,  it  not 
having  held  sessions  for  many  days.     Yet.  for  the  whole 
one  hundred  and  eighty-two  days,  from  June  seventh  to 
December  fifth,  whether   days  of  session,  no   session,  or 
sham  session.  Lord's  days  and  holidays,  for  all  alike,  ten 
dollars  a  day  for  the  entire  time  is  given  by  this  bill  to 
every  Senator  and  member.     Monstrous  as  such  a  claim 
would  be  under  any  circumstances,  it  is  yet  the  more  re- 
pugnant to  law,  equity  and  common  sense,  when  asserted 
by  officials,  who  menace  the  very  existence  of  Republican 
Government  by  refusing  to  obey  the  plainest  and  most  im- 
perative of  Constitutional  commands  and  give  to  the  peo- 
ple the  most  sacred  and  valuable  of  political  rights.     This 
bill   exacts   to  the  last  penny  all  the   compensation  that 
the  most  faithful,  industrious,  patriotic  and  law  obeying 
Legislatures  could  get  for  the  performance  of  every  duty 
imposed  upon  them,   and  the  realization  of  every  public 
benefit  that  could  be  expected  from  them. 

Under  this  bill  mileage  is  claimed  by  members  and  offi- 
cers for  going  from  their  homes  to  the  seat  of  government 
and  returning,  who  were  present  in  Harrisburg  when  the 
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extra  session  was  called,  having  been  paid  by  the  State  to 
be  there,  and  who  have  also  been  already  paid  for  retnming 
to  theirhomes.     So,  too,  ten  dollars  a  day  is  claimed  by  this 
bill  for  sessions  upon  days  when,  to  use  the  language  of  the 
law,  there  were  no  session  held  "  at "  which  members  could 
be.     It  would  be  useless  for  me  to  go  over  this  bill  and  dis- 
cuss its  unjust  provisions  in  detail.     It  is  a  most  indefensi- 
ble attempt  to  take  money  out  of  the  public  Treasury  with- 
out warrant  of  law,  shadow  of  justice  or  possibility  of  right, 
by  a  body  of  officials,  which,  as  the  Executive  of  the  Common- 
wealth, I  am  obliged  to  say,  resists,  defies  and  assaults  the 
constitutional   government  of    the   people.      There    often 
come  times  in  the  history  of  popular  governments  when  the 
only  hope  of  their  preservation  rests,  not  in  the  functional 
power  given  to  officials,  but  in  that  last  and  mightiest  of 
resources — the  intelligent  and  resolute  action  of  a  few  peo- 
ple at  the  ballot  box.     This  hope  alone  is  left  to  the  lovers 
of  free  government  in  Pennsylvania  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  laws  and  the  preservation  of  the  Constitution.     I  have 
exhausted  all  my  power  to  that  end  without  Hvail,  and  con- 
fess the  futility  of  my  efforts.     Not  only  may  I  be  unable 
to  secure  obedience  to  the  Constitution  and  effectually  ''take 
care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,"  but  I  may  also 
be  powerless  to  pjrevent  the  gross  injustice  attempted  against 
the  people  in  this  bill.     So  far  as  I  am  able,  however.  I 
shall  thwart  the  wrong  by  this  disapproval.     It  is  only 
right  for  me  to  say  that  there  are,  I  know,  many  members 
of  the  Assembly,  who  have  faithfully  striven  to  perform 
their  duty,  and  who,  by  such  efforts,  have  equitably  earned 
their  pay.     They  are  in  no  wise  chargeable  with  the  default 
of  this  session.     I  regret  that  they  should  suffer  by  this 
veto.     It  is  their  misfortune  to  be  members  of  a  body  whose 
acts  I  must  view  as  a  whole.     They  will  have  the  conscious 
ness,  however,  of  having  honestly  tried  to  serve' their  State 
and  the  people.     The  people,  it  is  certain,  will  not  fail  in 
the  end  to  recognize  and  reward  upright  servants,  and  sep- 
arate them  from  the  faithless  and  avaricious.     I  have  no 
power  to  distinguish  the  worthy  from  the  unworthy,  the 
deserving  from  the  reprehensible.     The  fault  of  the  gross, 
not  the  merit  of  individuals,  is  all  of  which  I  can  take  no- 
tice. 

Seeing  no  legal  reason,  however,  for  depriving  of  th  ir 
pay  the  employes  of  the  two  houses,  whose  attendance  was 
compulsory,  and  who  are  in  no  way  blamablo  for  the  failure 
-  of  this  session,  I  have  approved  the  items  for  their  compen 

sation.  I  wish  to  be  understood,  however,  in  allowing  these 
items  to  approve  of  the  compensation  of  these  employes 
only  for  those  days  when  they  were  necessarily  employed 
about  the  duties  of  their  offices.  They  may  have  had  offi 
cial  service  to  perform  upon  days  on  which  the  Legislature 
was  not  in  session,  if  so  they  should  be  paid;  but  for  those 
days,  on  which  they  were  absent  from  attendance  upon 
duties  pertaining  to  the  Legislature  and  unemployed,  I  do 
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not  give  my  sanction  to  their  drawing  any  compensation. 
I  regard  the  words  "  fixed  by  law,"  in  the  clause  of  the  bill 
making  the  appropriation  for  them,  as  recognizing  this  lim- 
itation, ^'hich  in  my  judgment  is  the  proper  interpretation 
of  the  Act  of  1874

Be  it  resolved^  dtc.  That  the  following  is  proposed  as  an 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
eighteenth  aiticle  thereof: 

AMENDMENT. 

That  section  five,  of  article  five  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  which  reads  as  follows: 
*•  Whenever  a  county  shall  contain  forty  thousand  inhabi- 
tants it  shall  constitute  a  separate  judicial  district,  and  shall 
elect  one  judge  learned  in  the  law;  and  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  provide  for  additional  judges,  as  the  business  of 
the  said  districts  may  require.  Counties  containing  a  pop- 
ulation less  than  is  sufficient  to  constitute  separate  district- 
shall  be  formed  into  convenient  single  districts,  or,  if  nes- 
essary,  may  be  attached  to  contiguous  districts  as  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  may  provide.  The  office  of  associate  judge, 
not  learced  in  the  law,  is  abolished  in  counties  forming  sep- 
arate districts;  but  the  several  associate  judges  in  office 
when  this  constitution  shall  be  adopted  shall  serve  for  their 
unexpired  terms,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so 
as  to  read  as  follows:  Whenever  a  county  shall  contain  sixty 
thousand  inhabitants  it  may  constitute  a  separate  judicicd 
district,  and  may  elect  one  judge  learned  in  the  law;  and 
the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  additional  judges, 
as  the  business  of  said  districts  may  require.  Counties, 
not  forming  separate  districts,  shall  be  formed  into  conven- 
ient single  districts  as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide. 
The  office  of  associate  judge,  not  learned  in  the  law,  is 
aboUshed  in  counties  forming  separate  districts  and  having 
more  than  one  law  judge;  every  other  county  shall  elect 
two  associate  judges,  who  shall  not  be  required  to  be 
learned  in  the  law;  but  the  several  associate  judges  in  office 
when  this  amendment  shall  be  adopted  shall  serve  for  their 
anexpired  terms.
